i^ir.  Carr  introduced  rir.  John  S.  Kenny  assigned  as  Administrative 
Assistant  to  tne  General  Manager.

i4r.  Carr  reported  that  he  is  sending  the  Commissioners  in  the  mail 
an  analysis  of  tne  Trans-Pacific  Route  Case  prepared  by  Deputy  City 
Attorney  James  B.  Brasil,  reviewed  by  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William 
F.  Bourne,  and  Edward  A.  licDermott,  consulting  attorney  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

According  to  ilr.  Carr,  the  decision  on  the  international  phase  as 
approved  by  tne  President  threw  out  of  balance  some  of  the  domestic 
decisions  made  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.     The  airlines  are 
asking  for  reconsideration. 

One  significant  thing  is  the  dispersal  of  traffic  to  satellite  airports 
which  is  a  three-year  experiment.     The  President  expressed  some  con- 
cern as  to  whetner  it  would  really  meet  the  needs,  but  due  to  conges- 
tion decided  to  try  it.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  at  first  reading,  by  a  vote  of  10  to  1, 
approved  the  Open  Space  Agreement  between  City  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Interior,   for  preserving  the  Peninsula  watershed  for 
permanent  open  space  and  recreation  purposes.     The  documents  are 
presently  in  Sacramento  for  signature  by  the  State  Director  of  Public 
i/^orks  James  A.  itoe,  and  are  expected  to  be  formally  ratified  by  the 
State  Highway  Commission  later  this  month. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Goldman's  question.  Water  Department 
General  Manager  &  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.  estimated  it 
would  be  at  least  three  and  a  half  to  four  years  before  the  ridge 
route  portion  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  is  completed.

A  series  of  storms  has  resulted  in  above  normal  precipitation  on  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  watershed  and  slightly  above  normal  in  Bay  Area  watershed:^ 
of  tne  Water  Department,  Mr.  Carr  reported.

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  presented  a  report 
on  the  accident  occurring  Friday,  January  3,  1969  at  the  east  portal 
of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  which  involved  street  cars.

Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Goldman  discussed  the  problem  of  traffic  congestion  at 
tne  first  intersection  of  the  Airport  entrance  road,  and  suggested 
two  solutions  to  improve  the  traffic  flow  at  this  point. 

(1)  A  security  officer  at  the  intersection  to  control  traffic; 

(2)  Another  set  of  signs  closer  to  the  Airport  entrance  to 
indicate  proper  entry  lanes  earlier. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F,  Hansen  said  approval  of  plans  and 
bid  call  for  the  contract  for  the  entrance  roads,  underpasses  and 
related  facilities  would  be  on  the  Commission's  next  calendar. 
Auxiliary  traffic  aides  will  be  necessary  to  keep  traffic  moving 
during  this  construction  period.

Holiday  Traffic: 

Holiday  air  travel  was  the  heaviest  In  Airport  history.    Nearly  375,000 
passengers  passed  through  the  Airport  In  the  week  before  Christmas,  and  little 
lessening  of  volume  was  noticeable  between  Christmas  and  New  Year's  day.

WATER  QUALITY 

Continued  improvement  of  the  bacteriolgical  quality  of 
water  drawn  from  San  Andreas  reservoir  during  November  permitted 
a  reduction  of  chlorine  dosage  from  22  to  20  pounds  per  million 
gallons  on  November  15.     However,  chlorine  dosage  for  water  drawn 
from  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  had  to  be  increased  from  16  to  18 
pounds  per  million  gallons  on  November  29.  Dechlorination 
stations  on  the  Crystal  Springs  pipelines  were  not  operated  during 
the  month  as  their  use  is  not  necessary  at  the  relatively  low 
chlorine  dosages  in  use. 

A  total  of  124, l60  feet  of  water  mains  up  to  and  including 
12-inch  diameter  pipe  was  flushed  during  November  in  portions  of 
Noe  Valley,  Eureka  Valley  and  the  Fillmore-Divisadero  areas  of 
the  Sunset  pressure  zone.     There  were  15  individual  flushing  oper- 
ations carried  out  in  various  parts  of  the  city  to  prevent  or  to 
overcome  dirty  vmter  conditions. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

On  November  12,  the  flow  through  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct 
was  reduced  from  275  MGD  to  73  MGD  and  Pulgas  tunnel  was 
dewatered  to  permit  testing  and  adjusting  of  slide  gates  by  the 
contractor  for  construction  of  Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel. 
Hetch  Hetchy  flovj  was  increased  to  246  MGD  on  November  15.  This 
rate  will  be  maintained  until  the  planned  shutdown  for  construc- 
tion work  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse.     Other  work  requiring  shutdown 
of  the  aqueduct  has  been  planned  to  be  accomplished  at  the  same 
time.     The  one-week  shutdown  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  start 
January  10. 

Rainfall  on  Peninsula  watersheds  is  approximately  normal 
for  the  season  to  date,  with  rainfall  at  Calaveras  slightly  above 
normal  at  this  time. 

Storage  in  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  is  above  average  at 
this  time  due  to  reduced  pumping  to  San  Andreas  which  was  per- 
mitted to  draw  down  to  its  present  low  level  during  the  placing 
of  riprap  to  prevent  shoreline  erosion  near  the  outlet  area. 
Upon  completion  of  this  project,  water  transfer  from  Crystal 
Springs  to  San  Andreas  will  restore  both  reservoirs  to  near  normal 
levels . 

Filter  plant  operation  is  being  minimiized  to  conserve 
water  stored  in  Calaveras  for  use  next  summer.

lir.  Carr  opened  the  presentation  by  calling  upon  Walter  Wight,  Chief 
Accountant,  to  review  the  proposed  budget,  department  by  department, 
and  to  outline  the  principal  features. 

Tne  recommended  budget  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the 
fiscal  year  1969-1970  totals  $110,615,532,  an    increase  of  $9,564,000 
over  the  196  8-1969  budget.     The  bulk  of  the  increase — approximately 
$8,400,000 — results  from  Airport  expansion  and  benefits  to  the 
Municipal  Railway  employees  which  were  approved  by  the  voters  in  the 
1967  and  1968  elections. 

The  budget  reflects  a  $5,100,000  anticipated  increase  in  Municipal 
Railway  revenues  resulting  from  the  proposed  fare  increase. 

Commissioner  Chase  questioned  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  had  not  yet  officially  approved  the  fare  increase, 
tiie  Dudget  should  oe  submitted  without  the  $5  million  revenue  antici- 
pated from  the  fare  increase . 

i-ir.  Carr  said  that  tne  $5,000,000  should  be  shown  in  the  budget  as 
purchase  of  200  buses  which  is  estimated  for  July. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  about  the  $1,365,000  in  unappropriated 
Hetch  rietchy  funds;  and  what  portion  of  the  excess  of  expense  over 
income  for  tne  Municipal  Railway  has  to  be  met  by  taxes? 

William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  explained  that 
the  Municipal  Railway  deficit  would  be  $18  million,  assuming  the 
adjustment  in  rates  as  estimated  in  the  budget  is  adopted?  otherwise, 
the  figure  would  be  $2  3  million.    Without  the  proposed  fare  increase, 
tnis  would  amount  to  cU^out  $1.15  on  the  tax  rate. 

Commissioner  Chase  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Diviny,  that  the 
Commission  adopt  the  proposed  budget  as  recommended. 

Tne  hearing  was  then  opened  for  comments  from  the  public. 

Hiss  liarguerite  A.  Warren  of  1746 -32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  of  the 
Sunset  Improvement  Club  Transportation  Committee,  asked  whether 
money  was  set  aside  in  the  1969-1970  Municipal  Railway  budget  for 
the  three  transportation  consultants,  John  Curtin,  John  C.  Kohl, 
Donald  C.  Hyde,  presently  under  professional  services  contract  in 
connection  with  the  Railway  modernization  program. 

John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Transit  System  General  Manager,  said  their 
contract  expires  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1969 

mss  Warren  said  she  agreed  with  Commissioner  Chase — that  it  would 
be  well  to  look  to  the  fact  that  $5  million  additional  revenue  will 
not  come  from  an  increase  in  Municipal  Railway  fares .     The  increase 
in  fare  will  benefit  the  average  rider  until  BARTD  is  in  operation 
and  there  are  more  than  fifty  new  buses  on  the  streets  in  San  Fran- 
cisco— then  everyone  would  gratefully  pay  25  cents  to  get  a  smoother 
ride,  according  to  Miss  Warren.     The  deficit  should  be  left  on  the 
tax  rate  until  1971,  she  said. 

Speaking  on  the  higher  costs  due  to  the  increase  in  benefits  to  the 
municipal  Railway  employees  received  through  Proposition  G,  Miss 
Warren  asked  wnether  in  the  comparison  of  salary  structure  with  the 
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iview  York  system,  consideration  was  given  to  the  fact  the  conditions 
of  labor  might  be  different.     The  San  Francisco  drivers  no  longer 
nave  responsibility  with  money,  v/hereas  the  New  York  surface  drivers 
still  collect  money  and  make  change.     She  asked  whether  an  amendment 
to  Proposition  G  has  been  considered. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  this  point  has  been  brought  up 
and  i'ir.  i'\foods  is  studying  the  matter  with  the  union.     It  is  an  item 
that  will  De  taken  up  with  tne  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  there  has  been  a  change  which  should  be 
reflected  in  tne  ultimate  submission  of  the  budget,  that  even  though 
there  has  been  a  deficit  increase  up  to  at  least  $18  million  (and 
possiDly  $2  3  million)   some  of  tne  expenses  that  have  been  absorbed 
by  the  i-iunicipal  Railway  in  the  past  have  been  transferred  to  other 
departments,     tie  said  tnis  snould  be  spelled  out.     Also,  that  it  was 
important  to  note  that  tne  Municipal  Railway,  which  in  1952  operated 
out  of  income  from  fare,  is  now  being  supported  as  it  stands  today 
at  least  55  percent  by  tax. 


Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  tnats 


o  Of  tne  $9,669,000  increase  in  the  total  budget,  only  $258,000 
is  charged  to  the  ad  valorem  taxpayer, 

.  For  the  first  time  since  the  Airport  was  a  deficit  utility, 
the  General  Office  expenses  are  all  charged  against  revenue-producing 
utilities . 

.  Tne  Municipal  Railway  (and  the  taxpayers)   are  not  charged  for 
the  General  Office  budget, 

.   82%  of  the  total  budget  is  borne  by  the  revenue-producing 
utilities . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr,  Carr  to  list  the  items  whose  costs 
will  be  carried  by  the  utility  departments  other  than  Municipal 
Railway .

The  work,  estimated  to  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $2,500,000,  will  be  done  by  TWA  with  full  rental 
credit  on  that  portion  of  building  expansion  which  exceeds  the  build- 
ing area  now  occupied  and  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  prior  to 
final  approval  by  the  Commission, 

George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,  explained  the  rental  credit 
arrangement . 

Airport  Assistant  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Development,  Dale  H. 
Fearn  explained  the  work,  which  will  provide  for  nose-in  aircraft 
positions  for  passenger  enplaning  and  deplaning,  and  enlarged  gate 
rooms  to  provide  for  the  anticipated  passenger  increase — also, 
baggage  system  modifications  to  support  the  747  operations,  which  are 
now  scheduled  to  start  in  February  1970.

i^Jorman  B.  Hansen,  Vice  President  of  the  firm  of  Wilsey  &  Ham,  con- 
sulting engineers  who  prepared  the  iViaster  Plan  for  the  development 
of  the  Airport  property  west  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway  said  the  2 -lane 
bridge  will  connect  Airport  R-2  road  with  the  new  developments  in 
the  area  west  of  the  Freeway.     It  is  the  first  major  development  in 
opening  up  the  Airport's  western  area,  and  is  in  accordance  with 
recommendations  by  traffic  consultants,  Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates. 

George  Rockrise,  of  Rockrise  and  VJatson,  architects  for  Wilsey  & 
Ham,  explained  the  details  of  the  design,  and  Dick  Smith  explained 
the  structural  aspects  of  the  overpass. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Goldman's  question  as  to  the  necessity  for 
two  overpasses  into  the  Airport,  Mr.  Hansen  said  this  overpass  is 
part  of  the  service  road  system.    The  existing  overpass  could  not 
meet  the  demands,  he  said. 

Water  Department  Item  12,  re  the  Commission's  position  in  regard  to 
the  application  of  Utah  Construction  and  Mining  Company  before  the 
Alameda  County  Planning  Commission  to  operate  a  quarry  on  land  owned 
by  the  Diamond  A  Ranch  adjacent  to  San  Antonio  Reservoir  was  put  over 
one  week. 

Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye , 
Jr.,  presented  a  map  of  the  area  and  outlined  the  Department's  opposi- 
tion to  the  proposed  quarry  operation  within  the  drainage  area  of 
San  Antonio  Reservoir  and  Calaveras  Creek. 

Marshall  R.  Newport,  Manager  of  the  sand  and  gravel  operation  of  the 
Utah  Construction  Ccxnpany,  and  also  representing  Randolph  William 
Apperson,  president  of  the  Diamond  A.  Ranch,  Inc.,  asked  that  the 
Commission  defer  action  until  he  had  an  opportunity  to  show  the 
Commission  plcins  for  the  operation  which  would  not  affect  water 
quality .

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All  necessary  documents  were  forwarded  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
on  December  19,  196  8,  Mr.  Dwyer  reported. 

If  the  IRS  approval  is  obtained  by  the  15th  of  February,  the  first  50 
motor  coaches  can  be  placed  in  operation  during  the  month  of  June

Mr.  Finn  said  the  resolution  had  been  drawn  up  after  consultation  with 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Edward  A.  McDermott  of  the  law  firm  of  Hogan 
and  Hartson,  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne,  and  Deputy 
City  Attorney  James  B.  Brasil,  and  is  in  keeping  with  Commission 
policy.     The  position  throughout  the  proceedings  has  been  to  seek 
improved  service  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  but 
not  to  oppose  service  to  the  satellites. 

Petitions  for  reconsideration  are  due  on  or  before  January  24,  1969. 

Mr.  Brasil  briefly  outlined  the  particulars  of  the  CAB  decision  with 
respect  to  San  Francisco's  air  service  needs. 

Richard  Harcourt  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Transportation  Department 
said  he  concurred  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  resolution. 

Conmiissioner  Goldman  objected  to  the  proposed  resolution  on  the  basis 
of  safety  at  tne  airport.     He  spoke  of  the  air  space  congestion  due 
to  the  additional  traffic  which  would  result  from  the  added  service.

This  memorandum  is  to  outline  the  principal  features  of  the  proposed 
budget  covering  Public  Utilities  Commission  activities  for  the  fiscal 
year  1969-1970  for  Commission  recommendation  to  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto. 

The  Public  Utilities  budget  represents  the  cost  of  projected  Transit, 
Airport,  Water  and  Power  activities  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.     These  proposals  involve  operation,  maintaining  and  expansion 
of  the  fourth  largest  Airport  in  the  nation?  retail  water  service  in 
San  Francisco;  wholesale  water  supply  as  far  south  as  San  Jose;  manage- 
ment of  some  75,000  acres  outside  the  City  in  the  various  departments; 
hydroelectric  plants  with  a  capacity  of  approximately  300,000  kilovratts, 
and  dams  in  the  High  Sierra  country,  and  the  Muni  which  carries  over  . 
2  00,000,000  passengers  per  year.     These  services  are  provided  by 
approximately  4,100  City  employees. 

The  Utilities  Commission  budget  represents  about  1/5  of  the  total  City 
budget  and  of  this  Utilities  budget  approximately  18%  is  tax  charge- 
able to  the  property  owners. 

•^ayor  Alioto  will  review  the  Commission's  recommendations  and  then  will 
rubmit  his  budget  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  have  participated  in  a  series  of  depart- 
mental budget  reviews  beginning  on  December  3,  1963. 

The  recommended  budget  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the 
fiscal  year  1969-1970  totals$110 , 820 , 000 ,  an  increase  of  $9,669,000 
over  the  1968-1969  budget,  the  bulk  of  which,  approximately  $8,400,000 
results  from  Airport  expansion  and  benefits  to  the  Municipal  Railway 
employees     (Prop.  G)  which  were  approved  by  the  voters  in  1967  and 
1968  elections.  1] 

Revenues  required  to  finance  utilities  operations  are  estimated  at 
$112,894,268.     The  major  source  of  these  funds,   82  per  cent  or 
$92,570,000  will  be  derived  from  revenue  producing  departments. 


On  the  expenditure  side  of  the  proposed  budget  only  1^^  per  cent  or 
$20,326,000  of  the  total  financing  is  supported  by  property  taxes. 
2].     That  percentage  would  be  less  if  utilities  contributions  to  tax 
reduction  through  reduced  cost  of  water  and  power  to  other  departments 
is  considered. 

Savings  thus  made  to  the  general  fund  by  water  and  power  utilities  last 
year  amounted  to  $3,577,000,  a  breakdown  of  which  is  as  follows: 

Electric  energy  supplied  to  City  departments 
at  a  discount  of  21  per  cent  $  833,000 

Free  water  supplied  to  City  departments  by 
the  San  Francisco  I^'ater  Department  1,244,000 

Interest  earned  by  department  funds  deposited 
with  the  City  Treasurer  1,500,000 

Expenditures  include  $20,241,000  for  bond  interest  and  redemption  pay- 
ments? $16,881,000  for  equipment  and  capital;  and  $1,851,000  for  prop- 
erty taxes  payable  to  other  counties. 

The  budget's  largest  single  expenditure  is  for  the  payment  of  salaries 
and  wages  and  related  benefits  for  the  4,101  employees. 

A  total  of  88  new  positions,  costing  $902,000  are  requested  in  the  bud- 
get; with  72  of  them,  costing  $728,000,  to  be  in  revenue  producing 
departments  where  no  tax  burden  is  involved.

In  discussing  bid  call  for  AD  Contracts  No.  578  and  560  (Resolution 
iNlOo   69-0049)  ,  it  was  explained  that  they  were  the  first  major  contracts 
under  the  $110  million  Airport  expansion  program. 

Contract  No.   578 — estimated  at  $3,087,000 — covers  reconstruction  of 
the  entrance  roadway  between  the  Bayshore  Freeway  and  the  terminals. 
Tiie    plan  calls  for  a  10-lane  freeway,  with  two  underpasses--one  near 
the  Hilton  Inn,  to  move  cross-traffic  under  the  entrance  road  and 
tne  otner,  near  the  Bank  of  AiTierica  building,  to  improve  circulation 
for  Airport  service  traffic. 

Mr.  Dale  ii.  Fearn  Airport  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Planning  and 
Development,  stated  tne  Standard  Station  will  be  removed  from  the 
roadway  center  island  to  a  new  site  on  the  north  side  of  the  entrance 
road.     A  study  has  found  that  the  service  station  business  is  about 
90  percent  dependent  upon  outbound  traffic,  therefore  this  was 
determined  to  be  a  proper  site, 

Tne  Bank  of  America  is  considering  a  new  building  opposite  the  new 
service  station  location,  it  was  explained.     This  location  for  the 
bank  building  would  give  the  entrance  more  symmetry  and  provide 
additional  parking  for  bank  patrons . 

James  T.  Ream  and  Leonard  D,  Blackford,  of  the  joint  venture  Airport 
Architects,  with  the  aid  of  architectural  drawings  explained  the 
details  of  the  new  entrance  roadway  and  the  phasing  of  the  30 -month 
construction  program. 

Mr.  Ream  assured  the  Commission,  in  response  to  Commissioner  Goldman's 
question,  that  the  design  of  the  underpasses  was  consistent  with  that 
of  the  vehicular  overpass  leading  to  west  of  Bayshore  Airport  property, 
approved  at  the  January  21  Commission  meeting. 

The  plans  were  approved  as  shown  contingent  upon  the  possible  change 
of  location  for  tne  Bank  of  America  facilities. 

Contract  No.  560  is  a  $2,500,000  contract  for  the  north  Airport 
development  which  involves  placing  fill  in  65  acres  of  partially  sub- 
merged and  low-lying  land,  to  provide  an  area  for  future  airline  base 
development  and  the  proposed  sewage  treatment  plant.

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On  the  award  of  Airport  Flower  Shop  Lease  to  the  highest  bidder  Albert 
J,  boragno,    (Resolution  isio.  69-0050,)  Airport  General  Manager  George 
F.  Hansen  informed  the  Commission  that  each  concession  lease  at  the 
Airport  contains  a  clause  which  allows  the  Airport  Manager  to  call 
attention  to  any  price  inequity  and  ask  for  adjustment.  Prices 
cnarged  oy  florists  in  San  Francisco  and  prices  at  the  present  flower 
shop  are  comparable,  according  to  Mr.  Hansen.

The  Commission  approved  Resolutions  69-0064,  69-0065,  and  69-0066, 
authorizing  joint  occupancy  permits  covering  ticketing  accommodations 
in  the  Central  Terminal  Building  for  three  new  "third  level"  airline 
tenants s     Golden  Pacific  Airlines,  Skymark  Airlines  and  Valley  Air- 
lines.    Aircraft  of  these  new  tenants,  who  will  offer  scheduled  air 
taxi  service  between  the  Airport  and  several  northern  California 
communities,  will  operate  from  the  Butler  Aviation  facilities.

In  discussing  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  69-0067  carried  over  from 
tne  Commission's  January  21  meeting,  Mr.  Carr    explained  that  the 
wording  of  the  original  recommendation  as  it  appeared  on  the  calendar 
had  now  been  changed. 

The  original  resolution  opposed  issuance  of  a  permit  for  quarry 
operations  to  Diamond  A  Ranch,  Inc.,  and  Utah  Construction  and  Mining 
Company.     The  application,  pending  before  the  Alameda  County  Planning 
Commission,  seeks  permission  for  quarrying  on  a  2,5  30-acre  parcel 
owned  by  Diamond  A  Ranch  in  the  Sunol  area. 

Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  James  J.  Finn  read  the  revised 
portion  of  the  resolution,  conditioning  the  protest,  as  recommended 
oy  the  Water  Department  staff  and  Mr.  Carrs 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  enter  a  protest  against  the 
quarry  with  tne  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission,  but,  being 
mindful  of  the  rights  of  private  property  owners,  condition  this 
protest  for  withdrawal  if  the  above  conditions  for  the  protection 
of  water  quality  and  the  environment  and  a  requirement  that  engin- 
eering plans  for  the  necessary  facilities  to  protect  water  quality 
be  approved  by  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francis- 
co Water  Department,  prior  to  construction  are  included  in  the 
permit; . . . . " 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  that  in  addition  to  the  specific  demands 
made  upon  the  quarry  operators,  the  resolution  should  make  it  clear 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  not  directly  involved  in 
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this  particular  matter  but  its  interest  was  only  in  protecting  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  facility  in  the  event  of  favor- 
able action  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Alameda  Board  of 
Supervisors . 

i^ir.  Carr  said  Commissioner  Goldman  was  correct,  and  suggested  adding 
a  second  "wnereas"  to  the  resolution,  to  read  as  follows s 

"i/VHEREAS,  The  primary  responsibility  for  granting  this  permit 
is  the  Board  of  Supervisors    of  Alameda  County,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Alameda  Planning  Commission — that  area  is  not  City  property, 
but  private  property  which  would  drain  into  City's  watershed  land 
unless  certain  precautions  were  taken." 

i4r.  Carr  said  that  minutes  of  the  meeting  should  clearly  reflect  that 
in  this  case  the  quarry  is  on  private  property.     The  City  is  involved 
as  any  other  landowner  with  adjacent  property  and  a  responsibility 
to  protect  water  quality.     The  land  to  be  used  in  the  quarry  operation, 
he  indicated,  could  be  leased  in  a  manner  that  would  assist  the 
operations  of  the  water  Department. 

Mr.  Carr  also  said  the  minutes  should  reflect  the  fact  that  a  differ- 
ent situation  existed  with  respect  to  the  experience  with  three 
quarries  located  on  watershed  property.     The  Commission's  general 
policies  of  open  space  and  recreation,  he  stated,  applied  to  City 
property — but  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County  and 
the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission  are  responsible  for  decisions 
involving  privately  owned  land. 

Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  vJater  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engin- 
eer, tnen  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  meetings  and  discussions  held 
subsequent  to  the  Commission's  January  21,  1969  meeting.     Members  of 
the  staff  met  on  January  30  with  Marshall  Newport,  project  director, 
and  James  Langster,  design  engineer,  both  of  Utah  Construction  Company, 
to  discuss  their  preliminary  proposals.     At  that  time  they  also  dis- 
cussed a  proposed  exchange  of  easements  to  provide  additional  access 
to  the  site  through  the  Water  Department  property. 

Mr.  Frye  said  that  as  a  result  of  the  review  and  discussion,  the 
following  findings  were  made: 

Considering  the  responsibilities  of  the  Commission  to  protect 
the  City-owned  lands,  a  protest  is  warranted  if  there  is  a 
tiireat  of  damage  to  City's  lands  or  utilities' operations , 
and  particularly  if  there  is  any  threat  to  water  quality. 

The  applicants  propose  a  plan  to  handle  runoff  water  and  sedimen- 
tation and  recirculating  facilities  for  washing  operations 
to  prevent  pollution  of  San  Antonio  Reservoir  and  Calaveras 
Creek,     Mr.  Frye  said  it  is  realized  such  operations  can  be 
carried  out  if  they  are  operated  with  care  and  diligence; 
however,  experience  in  the  past  with  quarry  operations  has 
not  been  good.     City  must  have  a  definite  water  quality 
protections  guarantee.     The  applicant,  he  said,  had  agreed 
to  furnish  an  indemnity  bond  covering  any  damage  that  might 
be  incurred  in  event  of  any  negligence,   failures,  or 
emergencies . 

Sanitary  hazards  can  be  prevented  by  installation  of  and  proper 
maintenance  and  operation  of  adequate  safeguards. 

As  previously  stated,  the  operation  of  this  quarry  so  close  to 
City  lands  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  interim  preservation 
and  conservation  concepts  approved  by  the  Commission  in 
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February  1968.     Also,  as  stated  by  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities,  the  general  position  of  the  Commission  has 
been  to  preserve  open  space  land,  generally,  in  opposition 
to  quarry  operations  which  would  destroy  natural  beauty. 

The  program  as  proposed  could  minimize,  but  not  eliminate,  damage 
to  landscape  aesthetics.     The  quarry  operator  plans  to  open 
relatively  small  areas,  of  10  acres,   and  to  plant  and  re-seed 
this  area  before  moving  on  to  another  10  acre  area. 

The  Diamond  A  Ranch  proposed  to  exchange  easements ,  giving  up 
joint  use  of  1300  feet  of  existing  road  for  the  right  to 
construct  a  new  road  over  Water  Department  property  to 
connect  with  the  freeway  at  Scott's  Corner.     (This  has  the 
advantage  of  taking  heavy  traffic  off  the  Calaveras  Road 
and  the  road  to  Turner  Dam.     It  has  a  disadvantage  of  re- 
quiring about  4  1/2  acres  of  City-owned  grazing  land.) 

Mr.  Frye  said  that  after  careful  consideration  of  these  findings,  he 
recommended  that  the  Conmiission  enter  a  protest  opposing  the  granting 
of  this  permit,  but  being  mindful  of  the  rights  of  private  property 
owners,  condition  this  protest  for  withdrav/al  if  the  follov/ing  condi- 
tions approvviu  ijy  tae  City  Attorney's  Office,  are  included  in  the 
permit: 

1.  Properly  designed  facilities  to  handle  runoff  water. 

2.  Sedimentation  and  recirculating  system  for  all  aggregate 
wash  water. 

3.  Engineering  plans  for  above  facilities  must  be  approved  by 
the  vJater  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer 
prior  to  construction, 

4.  Indemnity  bond  satisfactory  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
must  be  furnished  to  insure  full  compensation  to  City  for 
damages  due  to  any  failure  of  the  quarry  facilities. 

5.  Every  effort  must  be  made  to  minimize  aesthetic  damage,  and 
landscaping  program  must  be  carried  out  to  rehabilitate 
quarried  areas. 

He  further  recommended  that  if  the  quarry  pemit  is  granted,  that  the 
vi?ater  Department  be  authorized  to  discuss  road  easements  with  the 
applicants  and  the  Directory  of  Property. 

i4r.  Finn  reported  that  approximately  a  dozen  letters  had  been  received 
opposing  the  granting  of  the  permit — from  individuals,  and  one  from 
the  Sierra  Club.     The  tone  of  all  was  opposition  to  the  quarry  for 
aesthetic  and  conservation  reasons. 

Burke  i4.  Critchfield,  attorney  at  law  of  Miller,  Critchfield  and  Eaton, 
of  Livermore,  representing  Utah  Construction  and  the  Diamond  A  Ranch, 
addressed  the  Commission.     i4arshall  Newport,  James  Langster,  and  Jess 
Hayes,  geologist,  all  of  Utah  Construction  Company,  were  also  present, 

Mr.  Critchfield  said  they  agreed  with  the  conditions  as  set  forth  by 
the  ti/ater  Department  General  Manager,  and  that  they  were  very  willing 
to  comply  with  the  restrictions;  Utah  wanted  very  much  to  protect  the 
water  quality. 
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With  a  large  scale  model,  the  permit  applicants  explained  the  pro- 
posed operation  to  the  Commissioners . 

Commissioner  iicDonnell  commented  that  a  great  deal  of  work  had  been 
done  by  Mr.  Frye  and  his  staff,  with  the  people  from  Utah  Construction, 
and  a  great  deal  of  thought  put  into  the  resolution  and  recommendation. 

Commissioner  Goldman  still  felt,  however,  that  he  should  comment 
that  regardless  of  how  carefully  the  quarry  were  operated,  it  would 
eliminate  the  natural  configuration  of  the  landscape,  and  this  should 
not  be  overlooked.     The    Commission     should  be  more  specific  in  the 
resolution  that  they  were  not  the  ones  to  make  the  final  determination, 
and  in  the  event  those  who  have  the  responsibility  act  favorably  in 
granting  the  permit  that  the  conditions  were  to  be  upheld. 

Mr.  Carr  proposed  the  following  wording  be  included,  after  the  first 
paragraph  of  the  resolutions 

"WHEREAS,  It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  fundamental 
responsibility  for  granting  of  the  permit  is  one  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission, 
and  the  property  in  question  is  privately-owned,  and  not  a  part 
of  San  Francisco's  watershed  land." 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  would  like  to  see  it  refined  to  the 
point  where  it  stated  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  only  taking 
action  in  the  event  of  a  favorable  decision  by  the  ruling  body,  to 
protect  City's  interest  if  such  were  to  be. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  his  concern  was  not  about  authorities  in 
Alameda  County,  but  rather  the  public  and  the  twelve  people  who 
wrote  in.,  .those  who  would  say  "you  approved  of  this  one,  and  why  not 
some  other?"    He  said  he  would  vote  "no"  if  the  project  were  to  be 
on  Water  Department  land;  however,  this  proposed  quarry  happens  to 
be  on  private  land  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Chase,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Goldman, 
the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the  amendment  as  worded  by  Mr. 
Carr. 

Peter  Jacobsen,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  of 
the  Sierra  Club.     He  expressed  their  opposition  to  the  proposed 
quarry,  because  of  the  physical  effect  of  the  quarry  and  the  fact 
it  was  near  Sunol  Valley  Regional  Park  and  in  that  sense  would 
diminish  the  use  of  the  park.     Their  opposition  was  also  based  on 
reasons  that  should  concern  the  Commission;  namely,  they  hoped  that 
this  area  might  eventually  be  part  of  the  recreational  development 
in  connection  with  Sunol  Regional  Park,  the  Del  Valle  Reservoir  and 
recreational  uses     of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  land  out- 
lined in  the  Wilsey  &  Ham  report  to  the  Commission.     The  Sierra  Club 
was  concerned  with  erosion,  as  was  the  Water  Department. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  key  questions  to  consider  were? 

What  are  the  Commission's  obligations? 
Wnat  is  its  role  in  the  picture? 

Answering  tne  overall  problem,  he  said,  is  the  role  of  the  Planning 
Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County.     The  Public 
Utilities  Commission  could  rightfully  and  legally  take  action  on  the 
problem  only  in  regard  to  those  lands  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
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Commission. 

On  roll  call,  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the  resolution  as 
amended,       (Resolution  i>Jo.  69-006  7)

The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  in  the 
Peninsula  Division  reservoir  remained  essentially  unchanged 
during  the  month,  permitting  continuation  of  the  relatively 
low  chlorine  dosage  rates  of  l8  pounds  per  million  gallons 
at  Crystal  Springs  and  20  pounds  per  million  gallons  at  San 
Andreas  to  maintain  complete  disinfection  of  the  water  from 
these  sources.     The  Crystal  Springs  Dechlorination  Station 
remained  out-of-service  throughout  the  month,  as  their  function 
is  unnecessary  at  the  relatively  low  chlorine  dosages  employed. 

A  total  of  99,200  feet  of  water  main,  up  to  and 
including  12-inch  diameter  pipe,  was  flushed  during  December 
in  Section  #13  of  the  Sunset  Pressure  Zone,  the  area  bounded 
by  Presidio,  Washington,  Van  Ness,  and  Eddy  Streets.     There  were 
19  individual  flushing  operations  carried  in  various  parts 
of  the  City  to  correct  objectionable  water  conditions, 

WATF,n  CoriDlTXQNS 

The  first  major  storms  of  19^9  produced  a  high  of 
4,56  inches  of  rain  measured  at  San  Andreas  reservoir,  taper- 
ing to  2,17  inches  measured  at  Calaveras  reservoir  up  to 
7:00  AM,  January  20. 

Storage  in  Alameda  and  Peninsula  reservoirs  increased 
over  the  weekend  by  2.6  billion  gallons  up  to  7:00  AM, 
January  20.     Seasonal  rainfall  measured  at  Crystal  Springs  and 
San  Andreas  was  approximately  normal  on  January"  20,  with 
Pilarcitos  rainfall  2,4  inches  below  and  Calaveras  rainfall 
2,27  inches  above  normal. 

The  shutdown  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  made  on 
January  10  and  all  construction  work  was  accomplished  as  ached- 
uled.     However,  heavy  rainfall  in  the  Moccasin  area  created 
turbid  water  conditions  and  resumption  of  aqueduct  now  is  being 
delayed  until  the  threat  of  turbid  water  from  predicted  storms 
is  past.

Following  a  presentation  by  Dale  ri.  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport  Manager, 
Planning  and  Development,  and  by  Leonard  D.  Blackford  of  the  Airport 
Architects,  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  69-0081  approving 
the  following  schematic  plans: 

Passenger  Rotunda  INfo.  8  and  its  connector  to  Pier  F  as 
delineated  on  Sneets  Nos .   1,  2,   3,   4,  5,  6,   7,  and  8 
dated  February  7,  1969. 

The  project  entails  construction  of  a  200-foot  diameter  rotunda  and 
rotunda  connector  at  the  South  Terminal  and  is  estimated  to  cost 
$2,700,000.     The  rotunda,  to  be  used  by  Trans-iVorld  Airlines,  will 
accommodate  two  747  and  four  air  bus  type  aircraft. 

t/Vork  on  Rotunda  No.   8,  the  second  arrival  and  departure  building  to 
De  constructed,  is  expected  to  begin  about  January  1,   1970,  along 
with  tne  start  of  construction  of  the  international  facility  at 
Rotunda  No.  9,  according  to  a  revised  time  schedule. 

Rotunaas  8  and  9  will  be  the  first  constructed  with  Rotundas  1  and  2 
and  the  North  Terminal  following.     Work  on  Rotundas  4,  5  and  6  will 
commence  in  ajjout  two  years . 

Mr.  Fearn  further  explained  that  since  the  rotunda  schedule  may  not 
meet  tne  delivery  of  tne  747,  the  airlines  are  undertaking  the 
construction  of  temporary  facilities  for  the  interim  period.  The 
costs  will  vary  depending  upon  the  facility,  and  are  estimated  to 
run  between  $200,000  and  $600 , 000/$800 , 000  per  carrier. 

Mr.  Blackford  added  that  the  temporary  facilities  will  not  be  only 
for  747's.     The  American  Airlines  plan  includes  two  707  gates. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  the  air  carriers  are  satisfied  with  the  progress  of 
tne  expansion  program;  because  they  realize  the  Airport  is  moving 
as  fast  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  stressed  that  the  change  in  rotundas  is  at 
the  request  of  the  airlines — not  the  City — and  should  not  affect  the 
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scheduled  completion  of  the  program.  He  wanted  it  made  clear  that 
the  Commission  did  not  request  the  change. 

According  to  the  architects,  iyir.  Fearn  said,  the  program  is  within 
the  original  budget  of  $110  million  ($84  million  for  the  terminal 
area,  and  the  balance  for  projects  outside  the  terminal  area) .

Commissioner  Goldman  said  it  was  a  worthy  study  and  indicative  of  the 
fact  that  sometimes  the  Commission  is  guided  into  doing  things  which 
may  not  be  necessary.

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Each  of  the  two  bids  received  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  on  . 
February  7,   1969,   for  the  first  200  new  diesel  motor  coaches  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  was  approved  by  the  Commission  on  adoption  of 
Resolution  No.  69-0100. 

The  Commission  voted  to  approve  accepting  the  offers  and  to  request 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation  to  enter 
into  a  contract  for  purchase  of  the  buses  contingent  upon  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  bonds  of  said  corporation.

Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  William  J.  Dwyer,  stated  the 
purchase  order  cannot  be  written  until  the  bonds  are  sold,  and  at 
the  present  time  early  in  April  appears  to  be  the  date  when 
the  bonds  will  be  sold  and  purchase  order  written.     Delivery  of  the 
first  buses  should  be  120  days  later,  according  to  Mr.  Dwyer. 

i^^ith  regard  to   distribution    of  the  new  buses,  Mr.  Woods  reported  the 
Municipal  Railway  presently  operates  440  coaches  in  the  morning  peak 
hours  and  430  in  the  evening,  with  254  coaches  in  service  between 
the  morning  and  evening  rush  hours.     The  new  buses  will  be  distributed 
on  all  lines.     Those  with  longitudinal  engines  will  be  placed  on  lines 
with  more  severe  grades  so  as  to  obtain  good  operating  experience. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Goldman,  Mr,  Woods  said  there 
are  some  routing  adjustments  in  the  system  that  can  be  made  with  the 
acquisition  of  the  new  equipment.     The  Simpson  &  Curtin  report  made 
some  suggestions  that  can  be  carried  out  before  completion  of  BART 
construction;  and  these  recommendations  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Commission  for  approval  as  equipment  becomes  available.     Fifteen  to 
20  Municipal  Railway  staff  members  engaged  part  time  in  traffic 
checking  and  routing.     There  have  not  been  any  radical  changes  in 
routing  for  many  years — the  last  major  changes  occurring  after  the 
acquisition  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  and  new  rolling  stock, 
according  to  Mr.  Woods,

Dale  a,  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport  Manager,  Planning  and  Development, 
explained  that  AD  Contract  No.  5  81— Construction  of  5th  Level  Addition 
to  tne  Parking  Garage,  would  provide  4  80  additional  spaces.  Parking 
Lots  1  and  2  will  be  pnased  out  during  construction  of  the  next  unit 
of  tne  Parking  Garage  next  year. 

James  T.  Ream  and  Leonard  D.  Blackford  of  Airport  Architects  presented 
drawings  of  tne  fifth  level.     Construction  time  is  300  calendar  days. 

Mr.  Ream  commented  on  the  foresight  of  Airport  planners  who  incorpor- 
ated foundation  and  other  supporting  structure  in  the  original  design 
to  accoiiiunodate  a  fifth  floor. 
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Mr.  Carr  stated  that  studies  are  presently  being  conducted  by  staff, 
the  Airport  Architects,  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  as  to  the 
most  desirable  location  for  a  new  control  tower  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.     The  FAA,  he  said,  has  questions  concerning 
the  adequacy  of  the  existing  tower's  ability  to  exercise  surveillance 
over  aircraft  movement  following  completion  of  all  newly-planned 
terminal  structures  under  the  expansion  program. 

Various  prospects  are  being  reviewed  and  will  be  presented  to  the 
Commission  as  soon  as  possible,  said  Mr.  Carr.     According  to  present 
studies,  the  preferred  site  is  the  center  point  of  the  ultimate 
garage  structure. 

The  location  of  the  tower  at  the  center  point  of  the  garage  structure 
would  require  further  support  for  the  additional  weight,  according 
to  Fir.  lilackford;  however,  it  would  not  reduce  the  parking  area, 
nor  interfere  with  tne  flow  of  traffic. 

Original  tower  relocation  plans  are  no  longer  feasible,  Mr.  Carr 
said. 

Mr.  Carr  furtner  explained,  in  answer  to  questions  as  to  responsibil- 
ity for  tne  financing  of  a  new  tower  structure,  that  under  present 
rules,  the  City  would  have  to  bear  the  cost  inasmuch  as  the  Airport 
is  responsible  for  the  change. 

Mr.  Carr  commented  on  the  recent  "San  Francisco  Examiner"  story  on 
tne  Javits  Bill  introduced  in  Congress  designed  to  provide  Federal 
assistance  to  airports  for  terminal-side  construction.     This  is  one 
of  the  vital  issues  before  the  Congress  this  year,  Mr.  Carr  said. 
It  could  amount  to  from  $50  million  to  $75  million  to  San  Francisco 
over  the  years. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  addition  of  the  fifth  level  is 
the  ultimate  size  of  the  garage.     Mr.  Blackford  said  it  is  for  the 
existing  structure.     The  new  section  of  the  garage  is  being  planned 
so  that  a  partial  sixth  floor  may  be  added  for  possible  future 
expansion . 

The  Commission  authorized  Bid  Call  for  AD  Contract  No.  581,  by 
adopting  Resolution  Wo.  69-0107.

On  tne  matter  of  supplemental  appropriation  request  in  the  amount 
of  $700,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing  interim  bus  transportation 
to  remote  parking  areas  to  tne  Airport  during  construction  of 
terminal  and  garage  facilities   (Resolution  No.  69-0108) ,  Airport 
General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  the  sum  is  to  cover  an  estimated 
operational  period  of  three  years. 

Tae  contract  will  be  put  to  bid  through  the  City  Purchaser.  The 
contract  will  specify  a  two-door  minibus  vehicle  with  baggage  space. 

Asked  if  Municipal  Railway  buses  had  been  considered  for  this  purpose, 
Mr.  Hansen  said  it  would  not  be  practical  to  run  the  big  buses  around 
the  Airport.

On  the  matter  of  the  Municipal  Railway  fares,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  he 
fc5rwarded  a  February  28,  1969,  memorandum  to  the  Commission  under  the

Recommendations  as  a  Result  of  Previous  Public  Hearings  and  the 
Request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  January  21,  1969." 

In  this  memorandum  Mr.  Carr  said  after  a  very  thorough  consultation 
with  staff,  he  recommended  a  new  fare  proposal  which  differs  in  tv/o* 
respects  from  the  one  reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  August 
and  again  on  January  20,  1969,  and  re-referred  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission . 

(*School  tickets  would  remain  at  the  present  5<?  a  ride,  instead 
of  being  raised  to  l-l/2<?  a  ride  as  was  proposed  previously. 

The  Sunday  and  Holiday  Pass  would  likewise  remain  at  the  present 
50C  figure,  instead  of  the  75<:  level  previously  proposed.) 
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He  also  recommended  the  fare  schedule  become  effective  Monday, 

June  30,  1969,  so  that  additional  funds  will  be  returned  to  the  City 

Treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  fiscal  year.

Mr,  Carr  said  that  inasmuch  as  this  fare  schedule  represents  a  basic 
change  from  the  schedule  in  Resolution  No.  68-0594,  and  represents 
additionally  a  change  by  virtue  of  specific  mention  of  an  effective 
date  for  the  fare,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  the  recommended  fare  schedule.     In  his  memorandum 
of  February  28,  Mr,  Carr  suggested  the  Commission  schedule  the  public 
hearing  for  March  31,  1969,  at  2 s 30  p,m. 

However,  he  has  since  learned  that  a  hearing  on  April  1,  1969,  at 
9s 30  a.m,  would  fit  better  into  the  Commissioners'  schedules.  This 
would  enable  the  Commission  to  hold  the  hearing  in  the  morning  and 
then  at  its  regular  meeting  that  afternoon  vote  on  each  of  the  pro- 
posed fares  individually  in  accordance  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors ' 
request. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  about  the  feasibility  of  a  25<:  straight 
fare,  with  five  tokens  for  $1.00,  compared  to  a  straight  20 <:  fare. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  had  been  investigated.     The  addtional  revenue 
derived  from  the  25C  fare  would  not  justify  the    trouble  involved  in 
token  sales.     Staff  estimated  that  75%  of  the  riders  would  use  tokens, 
wnicii  would  reduce  the  extra  money  gained  from  the  straight  fare. 
Further,  when  the  Municipal  Railway  went  to  the  "ready  fare"  plan  it 
withdrew  the  most  accessible  place  for  obtaining  tokens.     The  cost 
of  selling  tokens — an  investment  of  around  $1,000  per  machine,  plus 
mainteneince ,  service  charge,  collections.  Brinks,  etc.,  or  the  expense 
of  leasing  such  equipment — makes  it  impractical  at  this  time,  he  said. 
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The  Commission  set  the  date  of  April  1,  1969,  9 s 30  a.m.,  in  the 
Chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,   for  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  fares,  at  which  time  there  will  be  opportunity  for 
full  discussion  on  each  item.

Municipal  Railway  Calendar  Item  #3,  approving  the  color  scheme  for 
the  interior  decor  of  the  new  Municipal  Railway  buses,  was  taken 
off  calendar. 

The  Commission  deferred  decision  on  the  interior  color  scheme  until 
staff  presents  the  recommendation  on  the  exterior  color  which, 
according  to  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods,  will 
be  red,  gold,  and  possibly  white.

In  discussing  Resolution  No,  69-0134,  approving  in  principle  the 
official  statciaent  for  the  sale  of  $9  million  in  bonds  by  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation,  William  J. 
Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  presented  a  brief  explana- 
tion.    The  official    statement  prepared  by  Salomon  Brothers  and 
Hutzler  and  Allen  &  Company,  the  bond  underwriters,  will  be  distrib- 
uted to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  bonds  and  states  conditions 
under  which  tne  bonds  are  sold.

i^lr.  Dwyer  reported  that  the  underwriters  have  quoted  a  probable 
interest  of  4-3/4  per  cent.     He  checked  this  rate  with  Commissioner 
Chase,  retired  Board  Chairman  for  V7elJ.s  Fargo  Bank,  who  stated  in 
his  opinion  the  rate  of  4-3/4  per  cent  appears  to  be  a  fair  rate 
on  today's  market,  and  within  the  original  proposal  by  the  under- 
writers.    Mr.  Dwyer  also  said  he  discussed  this  interest  rate  with 
the  Controller,  who  agrees  if  the  sale  is  made  at  the  4-3/4  interest 
rate,  or  around  that  area,  it  will  be  a  good  price  for  the  bonds. 

Mr,  Dwyer  said  the  proposal  was  based  on  a  sale  that  would  not  be 
in  excess  of  1/2  per  cent  of  what  a  City  general  obligation  bond 
would  sell  at.     The  4-3/4  per  cent  rate  is  within  that  1/2  per  cent. 
The  market  has  gone  up  so  the  cost  of  City  general  obligation  bonds 
would  go  up  in  comparison,  Mr.  Dwyer  said.

With  regard  to  the  Examiner's  decision  in  the  Southern  Tier  Competi- 
tive i>jonstop  Investigation,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Docket  No.  18257, 
Mro  Carr  said  the  ruling  by  the  Examiner  is  not  favorable  to  San 
Francisco.     For  this  reason  he  recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No. 
69-0138,  to  petition  for  review  and  modification  of  the  decision  so 
as  to  include  San  Francisco's  International  Airport  as  a  terminal 
point  in  any  new  service  awarded  in  the  proceeding.

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Goldman  inquired  whether  the  subject  of  a  monorail 
as  an  access  route  to  the  Airport  had  been  submitted  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Carr  said  airport  staff  has  had  discussions  with  the  Airport 
Architects  whether  the  Airport  could  accommodate  a  monorail,  but 
tne  request  has  not  been  officially  presented  to  the  Commission  by 
the  Board.     Under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  if  the  Public 
Utilities     Comraission    interests  itself  in  the  access  route  study 
it  cannot  be  limited  to  the  monorail  alone.     The  Commission  would 
have  to  study  any  feasible  alternates  and  report  to  the  Commission 
on  those  as  well.       Such  a  study  would  cost  several  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars. 

Mr.  Carr  said  further  that  contrary  to  newspaper  accounts,  he  has 
not  been  requested  to  accompany  the  Supervisors  on  a  tour  of  the 
nation  to  inspect  monorail  systems .     He  indicated  that  he  would 
prefer  not  to  go. 

Commissioner  Goldman  questioned  Mr.  Carr  on  the  subject  of  airport 
congestion  ana  the  statement  that  the  Bay  Area  is  fortunate  in 
having  three  distinct  airports — Oakland,  san  Jose,  and  San  Francisco, 
rie  asked  wnether  it  were  better  that  San  Francisco  was  operating  as 
an  individual,  or  more  advantageous  to  operate  as  a  regional  airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  ideal  way  to  operate  is  where  you  have  an  overall 
authority,  or  port  district,  or  some  type  of  utility  district.  In 
that  way  the  main  advantage  is  being  able  to  use  the  revenues  from 
the  going  concerns  to  help  carry  the  cost  to  build  the  next  facility 
needed.     New  York  has  that  finally,  but  has  a  dispute  over  the  site. 
Los  Angeles  has  taken  over  all  the  outlying  area  so  that  they  operate 
as  a  city. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Carr  under  whose  jurisdiction  the 
additional  airport  should  come,  and  if  Mr.  Carr  approves  a  regional 
approach . 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  depends  upon  how  large  an  area  is  contemplated — 
that  some  people  speak  of  including  Sacramento.     But  he  was  in  accord 
with  a  Bay  Area  regional  idea.     This  would  be  possible  financially. 
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However,  it  must  be  realized,  he  said,  that  there  are  some  govern- 
mental jurisdictions  that  are  not  ready  to  turn  over  their  authority 
to  someone  else. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  in  Mr.  Carr's  opinion,  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics iSoard  in  ruling  San  Francisco  out  in  certain  decisions  was 
trying  to  tell  the  City  something. 

r4ro  Carr  said  no,  that  he  thought  the  best  way  to  prevent  more  con- 
gestion was  assignment  of  routes. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  announced  that  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  i^/ater  and  Power  System,  has  been  elected  Vice 
President  of  the  California  Municipal  Utilities  Association.

WKEREAS,  vibration  dampers  were  installed  in  1931  on  the  conductors 
of  City's  two  115,000-volt  Hoccasin-Kewark  transmission  lines  in  order  to 
minimize  metal  fatigue  and  consequent  failure  due  to  conductor  vibration;  and 

T-JHEREAS,  a  considerable  number  of  said  dampers  are  breaking  apart, 
are  damaging  conductor  strands,  can  no  longer  be  held  in  proper  position,

You  are  aware  that  at  its  meeting  on  Monday, 
January  20,   1969,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
considered  for  the  second  ti^e,  a  recommended 
revision  of  the  Municipal  Railway  schedule 
of  rates,  fares  and  charges o     These  were  as 
set  forth  in  the  Commission's  Resolution  isfo, 
63-0594. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  has  the 
ultimate  responsibility  for  determining  the 
policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
after  full  and  complete  hearings,  re-referred 
the  matter  of  the  fare  adjustment  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 


MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  HETCH    HETCHY   PROJECT  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT         WATER  DEPARTMENT 
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In  his  letter,  dated  January  20,  1969, 
Robert  J=  Dolan,  Clerk  of  the  Board,  informed 
this  Coramission: 

"The  Board  directed  that  the  proposal 
be  re-referred  to  your  honorable 
body  with  the  request  that  each  class 
of  fare  be  considered  as  a  separate 
entity  and  a  recommended  revision 
for  each  class  of  fare  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  so  that  the  Board  could 
consider  each  recommendation  on  its 
individual  merits o" 

Following  the  January  20  meeting,  at  which 
your  staff  testified  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  receipt  of  Mro  Oolan's  letter 
of  January  21,  the  staff,  together  with 
the  Commission's  transportation  consultant, 
has  made  a  thorough  study  in  order  to  determine 
a  practical  program  of  fare  adjustments  that 
could  be  put  into  effect  at  this  time. 

The  program  of  fare  adjustments,  I  believe, 
is  sufficient  to  increase  the  necessary 
revenues  so  that  debt  service  on  new  Muni 
equipment  should  not  become  an  additional 
burden  on  the  taxpayer,  this  or  next  year. 

On  the  basis  of  these  studies,  I  hereby 
recommend  Fare  Schedule  "B"  to  become  effective 
Monday,  June  30,   1969,  so  that  additional 
funds  will  be  returned  to  the  City  Treasury 
at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  fiscal  year. 
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For  your  ready  reference,   I  am  showing 
Fare  Schedule  "A"  as  well  in  the  following 
table  which  represents  the  present  fare 
and  revenue  schedule.

Inasmuch  as  the  policy-making  body  of  City 
government  has  requested  that  each  class 
of  fare  be  submitted  as  a  separate  entity 
to  be  voted  upon  separately,  I  respectfully 
request  that  this  Commission  comply  with  the 
request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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To  accomplish  this  I  am  informed  that 
each  fare  classification  should  be  sent 
to  the  Board  with  an  accompanying  separate 
Resolution.     The  combination  of  Resolutions 
will  then  put  into  effect  the  Muni  basic 
fare  schedule  as  approved  by  this  Commission, 
the  riayor,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 

Inasmuch  as  this  fare  schedule  represents 
a  basic  change  from  the  schedule  in 
Resolution  Wo.   68-0594,  and  represents 
additionally  a  change  by  virtue  of  specific 
mention  of  an  effective  date  for  the  fare,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  this  Commission  to  hold 
a  public  hearing  on  the  recommended  fare  schedule » 
After  conferring  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  James  J.  Finn,  and  our  Utilities 
Counsel,  it  appears  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  can  hold  a  public  hearing  on  this 
subject  on  March  31,   1969,  at  2s 30  p.m. 
Should  the  hearing  be  held  on  March  31,  it 
would  be  possible  for  the  Commission  to 
act  at  its  regular  meeting  on  April  1. 
It  would  thereby  permit  a  fairly  timely 
reply  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

In  the  following  paragraphs  I  should  like 
to  comment  briefly  on  the  reason  for  the 
recommendation , 

The  staff  explored  the  possibility  of  a 
25 -cent  cash  fare  and  a  20-cent  token  fare, 
with  the  assumption  that  while  neither 
would  constitute  a  burden  on  regular  local 
riders  of  the  Huni,  additional  revenue 
might  be  obtained  from  casual  riders  and 
visitors  to  San  Francisco.     The  staff 
considered  the  matter  by  referring  to  token 
and  cash  fare  sales  experience  in  former  years. 
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Considering  that  many  people  who  ride 
the  Muni  regularly  are  not  among  the 
more  affluent  of  the  City,  it  v^as 
conservatively  estimated  that  the  sale 
of  tokens  v7ould  represent  approximately 
75  per  cent  of  the  total  fares.     On  that 
basis  the  revenue  projected  over  the 
20-cent  fare  represented  an  increase  of 
approximately  one-half  million  dollars. 
This  revenue  increase  which  would  represent 
about  2-1/2  cents  on  the  tax  rate,  would 
not  include  the  cost  of  selling  tokens 
and  the  inconvenience  to  certain  Muni 
riders  in  more  remote  parts  of  the  City. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  the  sale  of 
tokens,  to  be  fair  to  our  regular  Muni 
riders,  would  require  vending  machines 
in  addition  to  what  other  assistance  we 
might  obtain  from  local  merchants. 
Recently  we  have  been  steadily  losing 
outlets  for  the  sale  of  tokens.  Businessmen 
who  have  cooperated  in  the  past  explain  that 
it  is  too  costly  a  burden  for  them.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  we  may  no  longer 
avail  ourselves  of  the  sales  service  of 
approximately  1800  drivers  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  vehicles. 

Speaking  of  token  sales,  these  conditions 
do  not  pertain  with  respect  to  cable  cars 
where  an  operator  is  not  alone  and  does 
not  experience  the  same  risks  as  a  motor 
coach  driver. 

We  have,  therefore,  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  sale  of  tokens  on  cable  cars  is 
a  practical  way  of  giving  a  20-cent  fare 
to  local  riders,  and  at  the  same  time 
charging  a  25-cent  cash  fare  for  visitors. 
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We  have  reviewed  the  probable  increase 
in  revenue,  if  school  tickets  are  increased 
from  5  cents  to  7-1/2  cents.     There  are 
indications  that  such  an  increase  would 
work  a  hardship  on  some  families.  He 
believe  that  the  City's  low-income  groups, 
who  reportedly  have  the  largest  number 
of  school  children,  should  receive  the 
same  fare  that  exists  at  present. 

The  staff  further  believes  that  we  should 
explore  with  other  governmental  agencies, 
the  possibility  of  reimbursing  the 
Municipal  Railway  from  educational  funds. 
Such  compensation  is  made  available  to 
transit  systems  in  other  states.  For 
example,  the  Chicago  Transit  System  receives 
$3,650,000  annually  from  governmental 
sources  for  the  transportation  of  school 
children.     At  the  present  time  San  Francisco 
ad  valorem  taxpayers  contribute  to  the 
duni  to  maintain  a  lower  fare  for  school 
children. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  shoppers 
shuttle  operation,  and  the  shuttle  service 
which  we  eventually  hope  to  provide  through 
utilization  of  minibuses.     The  present 
shoppers  shuttle  needs  further  study,  and 
certain  changes  will  probably  be  recommended 
at  a  future  date. 

i'Je  are  recommending  that  the  baseball 
special  be  correctly  named  the  "Candlestick 
Special"  so  that  the  service  v/ill  be 
appropriate  for  any  Candlestick  Park  events. 
You  will  note  that  we  are  eliminating 
what  is  known  as  the  baseball  local. 
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The  Sunday/Holiday  pass  has  been  traditionally 
used  by  senior  citizens  who  find  it  a 
convenient  way  to  tour  the  City,  and  by 
students  and  young  people  who  visit  points 
of  interest  in  San  Francisco.     In  view  of 
the  relatively  insignificant  increase  that 
would  result  from  changing  the  rate  from 
50  cents  to  75  cents,  we  now  reconmend 
that  the  Sunday/Holiday  pass  remain  at 
50  cents. 

At  the  present  time,  of  course,  senior 
citizens  pay  the  regular  15-cent  fare. 
This  subject  has  been  discussed  to  a  very 
large  extent  at  hearings  before  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  at  t\^o  hearings 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     There  is 
ample  evidence  that  San  Francisco  can 
increase  the  load  factor  and  utilization 
of  its  transit  equipment  and  at  the  same 
time  provide  a  necessary  service  for  the 
senior  citizens,  if  the  fare  is  reduced 
to  5  cents  from  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  and 
from  7  p.m.  to  midnight. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  San  Francisco's 
proposal  is  unique  from  those  in  effect  in 
other  cities  in  that  your  staff  would 
condition  the  fare  during  those  hours  on 
presentation  of  a  Medicare  Card  and  payment 
of  5  cents.     Other  more  complicated  systems 
with  special  bases  and  reference  to  welfare, 
income  restrictions,  and  other  factors  have 
been  placed  in  effect  in  other  cities, 
'Je  are  opposed  to  any  further  bureaucratic 
complication  in  providing  this  service  to 
senior  citizens. 
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I  believe  that  in  view  of  the  Commission's 
responsibility,  and  the  intense  public 
interest  in  the  fare  matter,  another  public 
hearing  is  desirable.     Even  though  you  may 
not  agree  with  all  phases  of  the  staff's 
recommendation,   I  am  sure  you  will  wish  to 
return  the  matter  to  Mayor  Alioto  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  with  a  clear-cut 
recommendation . 

If  this  move  is  taken  at  this  time,  then 
as  I  stated  previously,  we  may  proceed 
vjith  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment  without 
additional  burden  on  the  taxpayers.  The 
Commission  can  reconsider  at  any  time  the 
adequacy  of  the  fare  structure  and  make 
further  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

It  would  be  my  recommendation  that  such 
a  reconsideration  take  place  tov/ards  the 
end  of  this  calendar  year. 

I  am  hopeful  that  new  equipment  and  this 
fare  schedule  will  stimulate  increased 
use  of  the  Muni,  a  reduction  in  traffic 
congestion,  and  increased  revenue  to  the 
City. 

San  Francisco  is  second  only  to  New  York 
City  in  the  transit  riding  habit.     No  other 
city  in  the  United  States  provides  such 
full  transit  service  to  its  inhabitants. 
This  Commission  can  be  proud  of  the  Municipal 
Railway's  operation  and  staff.  Railway 
raaintenance  crevjs  deserve  a  special  tribute 
for  the  service  that  is  being  provided  with 
transit  equipment,   some  of  which  will  be 
30  years  old  when  the  new  equipment  is  placed 
on  the  streets.     From  the  General  Manager 
on  down,  the  I^uni's  employees  are  highly- 
motivated,  dedicated  City  employees  and 
with  their  assistance  and  this  new  fare 
schedule,  there  will  be  nev/  measure  of 
excellence  in  the  service  afforded  the  people 
of  San  Francisco. 
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For  your  ready  reference,  a  copy  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  request  of 
January  21  is  attached.

The  series  of  large  storms  encountered  during  the  month  gene- 
rated large  volumes  of  turbid  runoff  into  all  of  the  Department's 
impounding  reservoirs  in  the  Peninsula  and  Alameda  Divisions,  affect- 
ing the  physical  quality  of  the  waters  therein.     Despite  the  influx 
of  turbid  water  to  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs,  the  bacteriolo- 
gical quality  of  the  water  therein  was  only  slightly  affected  and 
only  at  San  Andreas  Reservoir.     On  January  23,  the  chlorine  dosage 
v/as  raised  at  the  San  Andreas  Station  from  10  to  25  pounds  per  million 
gallons.     The  chlorine  dosage  at  the  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir 
remained  constant  at  I8  pounds  per  million  gallons. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  all  water  served  consumers  dur- 
ing January  remained  v/ell  within  the  limits  of  the  U,  S,  Public 
Health  Service  drinking  water  standards, 

A  total  of  87,300  feet  of  water  main  up  tv  and  including  12- 
inch  diameter  pipe  vjas  flushed  during  the  month  in  portions  of  two 
separate  pressure  zones  -  Sunset   (an  area  bounded  by  Fillmore,  Van 
Ness,  Jackson,  and  Filbert)  and  Lombard  (an  area  bounded  by  Van  Ness, 
Gough,  Bay,  and  Vallejo). 

There  were  ik  individual  flushing  operations  carried  on  in 
various  parts  of  the  City  to  correct  objectionable  water  conditions, 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Seasonal  rainfall  to  February  I8  at  five  key  gaging  stations  of 
the  twelve  operated  by  the  department  ranged  from  110^  to  1^1^  of 
normal  rainfall  to  this  date.     The  five  stations  have  already  re- 
ceived from  to  9^^.  of  the  total  seasonal  normal  to  June  3^  • 

During  the  month  of  January  a  total  of  15 .31  Billion  gallons  of 
water  was  impounded  in  local  reservoirs.     This  quantity  of  water 
represents  7^9^  of  the  average  yearly  runoff.     Due  to  heavy  rainfall, 
moderate  intermittent  spills  have  occurred  from  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir.     Between  January  25  and  31  approximately  9.2  million 
gallons  of  water  passed  over  the  spillv-^ay.     A  second  spill  started  on 
February  15th  bringing  the  total  water  spilled  to  22.17  million 
gallons  as  of  February  l8th.

Total  storage  in  local  reservoir  reached  68+  Billion  gallons  on 
February  18.     The  total  maximum  capacity  of  all  Water  Department 
reservoirs  is  77'''  Billion  gallons  when  flashboards  are  installed  in 
the  spillway  of  Crystal  Springs  Dam.     Continuing  runoff  from  past 
rains  and  the  probability  of  additional  rain  may  be  expected  to  fill 
other  reservoirs  to  spillway  levels.

Mr.  Carr  asked  that  !)^illiam  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Finance,  open  the  presentation  relative  to  Commission  action 
approving  the  interest  rate  for  the  first  $9,000,000  bond  sale 
under  the  non-profit  financing  program  for  Municipal  Railway 
equipment.    Then  the  Commission  would  hear  from  the  financial 
consultants,  Salomon  Bros,  and  Hutzler  and  Allen  and  Company,  and 
financial  advisor  Harry  D.  Ross,  former  City  Controller. 

Mr.  Dwyer  said  that  the  two  items  on  the  special  meeting  agenda 
were  the  last  steps  to  be  taken  by  the  Commission  in  connection 
with  the  financing  of  equipment  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 

When  Salomon  Bros,  and  Hutzler  and  Allen  and  Company  were  named  as 
financial  consultants  for  this  program  they  offered  to  purchase 
the  bonds  within  1/2  of  1  per  cent  of  the  interest  rate  for  general 
obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Yesterday  morning  Arnold  Happeny  of  Salomon  Bros,  called  and  told 

Mr.  Dwyer  that  the  interest  rate  on  the  bonds  would  be  5.063  per  cent. 

At  this  rate  the  cost  of  non-profit  bonds  v/ould  be  only  $111,000 
more  than  general  obligation  bonds  if  sold  the  same  day,  for  eight 
years  life  of  the  bonds — or  less  than  $12,000  a  year — Mr.  Dwyer  said. 

The  savings  in  maintenance  cost  for  the  first  year  will  more  than 
cover  this  additional  interest  cost. 

The  Bond  Buyers  average  on  Municipal  Bonds  sold  throughout  the 
country  was  5.29  per  cent  last  week.     Mr.  Dwyer  said  this  indicates 
that  the  offer  by  Salomon  Bros,  is  a  very  good  one. 

After  studying  all  available  information  '*tr.  Dwyer  said  his  estimate 
is  that  the  cost  of  general  obligation  bonds  as  of  yesterday  would 
be  4.8  per  cent.     This  means  that  Salomon  Bros,  is  well  within  its 
proposal;  in  fact,  its  offer  is  only  about  1/4  of  1  per  cent  higher 
than  would  be  paid  on  general  obligation  bonds. 

After  receiving  this  offer  he  said  he  contacted  Commissioner  Chase, 
Controller  N.  B.  Cooper  and  former  Controller  Harry  D.  Ross.  They 
all  confirmed  that  this  was  a  good  offer  and  should  be  accepted. 

Mr,  Dwyer  said  it  is  his  recommendation  that  this  offer  be  accepted 
as  submitted  by  Salomon  Bros. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  that  at  this  rate  the  Municipal  Railway 
bonds  would  cost  approximately  $1,000  per  month  more  than  the 
general  obligation  bonds.     The  City,  with  the  new  equipment,  would 
save  many  times  this  amount  through  reduction  of  maintenance  costs 
and  other  charges.     In  his  opinion  this  was  a  good  investment. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  the  differential  between  the  interest  rate 
offered  and  the  current  general  obligation  bond  rate  is  considerably 
lower  than  anticipated. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,"  he  said,  "we  thought  it  would  be  about  twice 
what  it  is." 

Commissioner  Chase,  who  advised  Mr.  Dwyer  throughout  the  program 
development,  said  the  rate  is  "a  good,  fair  rate  in  this  market. 
It  should  be  accepted  without  delay" .

Gedale  Horowitz  of  Salomon  Bros,  said  he  was  very  pleased  to  hear 
the  Commissioners'  concurrence  on  the  rate.     This  has  not  been  a 
particularly  robust  bond  market,  he  said,  with  the  prime  rate  being 
raised  from  7  to  7-1/2  per  cent.     He  said  the  thing  he  was  most 
pleased  about  and  which  was  said  to  the  Commission  a  year  earlier 
was  that  they  felt  the  credit  of  this  bond  would  be  equivalent  to 
the  credit  of  the  City.     It  has  turned  out  both  rating  agencies 
have  seen  fit  to  rate  this  the  proposal  "AA" . 

Arnold  Happeny,  Director  of  Research  for  Salomon  Bros.,  also  expressed 
his  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  received. 

Leonard  Airriess,  International  Representative  of  the  Transport 
Workers  Union,  representing  the  operating  employees  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  commended  the  Commission  and  particularly  the  staff.  He 
said  he  was  sorry  Commissioner  Goldman  was  not  present,  because 
it  seems  that  the  accident  rate  will  go  down  with  the  arrival  of 
the  new  equipment.     He  said  his  organization  will  do  all  it  can  to 
further  this. 

Marguerite  Warren  of  1746  -  32nd  Avenue,  Chairman,  Transportation 
Committee,  Sunset  Improvement  Club,  asked  questions  about  the 
delivery  of  the  first  200  buses. 

rir.  Dwyer  said  the  190  buses  manufactured  by  General  Motors  will  be 
delivered  in  July  of  this  year;  the  10  Flxible  buses  will  be  a 
little  later. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  $9  million,  in  addition  to  the  actual 
cost  of  the  200  buses,  includes  a  sum  of  money  for  working  drawings 
on  some  of  the  future  equipment  in  order  for  City  to  go  out  to 
purchase.     This  will  include  the  whole  question  of  subway-surface 
vehicle  design,  he  said. 

On  roll  call  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No. 
69-0175,  approving  a  rate  of  interest  of  Five  and  10/100  per  cent 
(5.1  per  cent)  per  annum  for  bonds  maturing  through  August  1,  1975 
and  Five  per  cent  (5  per  cent)  per  annum  for  bonds  maturing  after 
said  date  to  be  paid  on  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement 
Corporation  Bonds,  Series  A  in  the  principal  amount  of  $9,000,000, 
the  net  interest  cost  being  Five  and  63/1000  per  cent  (5.063  per  cent) 
per  annum.

On  the  second  matter  before  the  Commission — the  equipment  lease 
with  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation 
for  the  first  200  motor  coaches  to  be  received — Mr.  Carr  called 
upon  Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  to  explain  the  document. 

Mr,  Cohen,  who  handled  the  arrangements  with  the  non-profit 
corporation,  explained  that  the  lease  agreement  provides  that  the 
non-profit  corporation  will  sell  its  bonds  at  the  interest  rate 
just  approved  by  the  Commission.     It  will  purchase  the  equipment 
with  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  and,  in  turn, 
will  lease  this  equipment  to  the  City  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  agreement. 
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Mr.  Cohen  informed  the  Coiranission  that  under  the  agreement  as  a 
basic  rental  the  City  shall  pay  to  the  non-profit  corporation  the 
following  amounts,  semi-annually  not  later  than  each  of  the 
following  dates.     This  is  based  on  the  cost,  including  the  interest 
at  the  rate  approved  by  the  Commission. 


At  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  lease  the  City  has  option  to  purchase 
all  of  the  equipment  for  the  sum  of  $1. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  that  all  is  patterned  so  that  City  will  qualify  for 
federal  funds  under  the  1964  Mass  Transportation  Act  if  and  when 
funds  become  available. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Director  of  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administration  has  gone  through  all  the  documents  and  they  have 
given  assurance  City  can  proceed  on  this  basis  and  will  qualify 
when  the  funds  become  available.     They  are  treating  this  as  though 
City  were  purchasing  the  equipment  rather  than  leasing  it,  Mr.  Carr 
said. 

On  roll  call  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No. 
69-0176,  approving  the  terms  and  conditions  of  that  certain 
Equipment  Lease  No.  1  dated  as  of  March  15,  1969  to  be  entered 
into  by  and  between  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement 
Corporation,  as  lessor,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  lessee,  for  the  leasing  of  200  Transit  Type  Diesel  Motor  Coaches 
for  use  by  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  recommending  that  the  Purchaser 
of  Supplies  award  said  contract  to  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation  for  the  leasing  of  said  motor  coaches. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  thanked  the  members  of  the  staff  and  others 
who  assisted  in  this  prorjrcTA.     lie  naid  that  he  personally  had  heard 
from  many  people  in  top  Jrceral  go^crrMent  departments  as  to  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  these  contracts  were  put  together  in  this 
short  period  of  time. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Commission  to:

Purpose  of  Meetings     PUBLIC  HEARING  to  consider  revision  of  the 

schedule  of  rates  and  fares  charged  by  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  opened  the  meeting  v/ith  a  brief  summary  of 
events  following  the  action  taken  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
last  July. 

On  July  30,  1968,   following  public  hearing,  the  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  6  8-0594,  setting  forth  a  revised  schedule 
of  rates,  fares  and  charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 

At  its  meeting  on  Monday,  January  20,  1969,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  considered  for  the  second  time,  the  recommended 
revision  of  the  Municipal  Railway  schedule  of  rates,  fares 
and  cnarges  set  forth  in  the  Commission's  Resolution  No. 
68-0594. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  has  the  ultimate  responsibility 
for  determining  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  after  full  and  complete  hearings,  re-referred  the 
matter  of  the  fare  adjustment  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 

Commissioner  McDonnell  read  from  the  letter  dated  January  21,  1969, 
written  by  Robert  J,  Dolan,  Clerk  of  the  Board,  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commissions 

"Tne  Board  directed  that  the  proposal  be  re-referred  to  your 
honorable  body  with  the  request  that  each  class  of  fare  be 
considered  as  a  separate  entity  and  a  recommended  revision 
for  eacn  class  of  fare  be  submitted  to  the  Board  so  that 
the  Board  could  consider  each  recommendation  on  its  individual 
merits." 

Mr.  Carr  then  presented  the  fare  schedule  proposed  by  the  staff  and 
carrying  his  recommendation,  as  set  forth  in  his  memorandum  to  the 
Coimnission  dated  February  28,  1969,  entitled,   "Municipal  Railway 
Proposed  Adjustment  in  Fares — Recommendations  as  a  Result  of  Previous 
Public  Hearings  and  the  Request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
January  21,  1969." 

This  program  of  fare  adjustments,  said  ilr.  Carr,  is  sufficient  to 
increase  the  necessary  revenues  so  that  debt  service  on  the  new 
Municipal  Railway  equipment  should  not  become  an  additional  burden 
on  the  taxpayer,  this  or  next  year. 

The  new  proposal  differed  in  two  respects  from  the  one  reviewed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  August  1968  and  on  January  20,  1969s 

1)  School  tickets  would  remain  at  the  present  5<:  a  ride, 
instead  of  being  raised  to  7-l/2<:  a  ride  as  was  previously 
proposed. 

2)  The  Sunday  and  Holiday  Pass  would  likewise  remain  at  the 
present  50<:  figure,  instead  of  the  75C  level  previously 
proposed. 
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i^r.  Carr  also  recommended  the  new  fare  schedule  become  effective 
Monday,  June  30,  1969,  rather  than  upon  delivery  of  the  first 
segment  of  the  new  fleet  of  vehicles  as  originally  proposed. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M,  Woods  then  explained, 
with  the  aid  of  charts,  the  present  rates  and  the  effect  proposed 
rates  would  have  on  revenues .

Rev.  Edward  L.  Peet,  representing  Senior  Citizens  Committee  on 
Transportation . 

Walter  J.  O'Donnell,  representing  Central  City,  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity Council  (EOC) 

In  addition  he  favored  raising  the  cable  car  fare  and  the 
Sunday /Holiday  pass  rate,  as  in  his  opinion  these  classi- 
fications are  mainly  used  by  tourists. 

Geraldine  W.  McGowan  Johnson,  Representing  Central  City,  EOC. 

Abe  Ziegler,  Vice  President,  National  Assn.  of  Retired  Federal 
Employees,  San  Francisco  Chapter. 

Peter  Chambers,  private  citizen. 

Mrs.  Florence  M.  Eagen,  representing  Mission  Dolores  Housing 
Tenants  Assn.

Asked  that  future  consideration  be  given  to  extending  the 
hours  when  senior  citizens  may  ride  at  reduced  rate.

But  felt  the  hours  of  10; 00  a.m.  to  3j00  p.m.  not  of 
sufficient  benefit  to  the  senior  citizens;  they  would 
have  to  pay  the  increased  fare  returning  home  in  the 
afternoon  from  their  activities.

Arch  Monson,  Jr.,  Vice  President,  Transportation  Committee,  Greater 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  said  the  proposed  new  Muni  fare 
schedule  was  inadequate  and  would  cause  the  iviunicipal  Railway  deficit 
to  rise,  with  a  resulting  soaring  property  tax  rate. 

Because  of  its  concern,  he  said,  a  survey  of  municipal  transit 
finances  in  major  U.  S.  cities  was  undertaken  by  the  Municipal 
Utilities  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  March,  1969,  to 
review  the  policies  and  practices  which  guide  the  operations  of 
comparable  municipal  transit  systems . 

Mr.  Monson  said  the  Greater  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  gone  on  record 
for 

1)  A  25-cent  fare 

2)  Consideration  of  a  charter  amendment  providing  for  automatic 
fare  increases  to  keep  the  railway  running  on  a  sound 
financial  basis  without  punishing  the  taxpayers. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  McDonnell  read  excerpts  from  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  on  March  2  8,1965, 
by  Executive  Vice  President  William  E.  Dauer,  Greater  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  clarifying  the  Chamber's  position,  stating  it 
would  go  along  on  a  5-cent  increase.

of  cars  in  the  downtown  area,  etc.     This  is  transferring  one  deficit 
to  another  department,  he  said.

Copies  of  the  above  resolutions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission . 
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By  adopting  Resolution  Wo.  69-0177,  the  Commission  unanimously  con- 
firmed the  appointment  of  Brigadier-General  John  D.  Crowley  to  serve 
as  Director,  Bureau  of  Operations. 

Mr,  Carr  who  recommended  the  appointment,  announced  that  General 
Crowley  will  assume  the  duties  of  the  position  in  mid-May  after 
retirement  from  the  military  service.     He  has  been  Director  of  the 
Defense  Department's  vVestern  Area  Traffic  Management  and  Terminal 
Services  Agency  since  August,  1966. 

The  management  consulting  firm  of  McKinsey  and  Company  recommended 
the  establishment  of  this  and  two  other  new  positions — Utilities 
Transportation  and  Property  Management  Bureau  Directors.     They  also 
screened  150  applicants  for  these  positions.     Those  recommended  were 
interviewed  by  a  committee  appointed  by  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  to 
fill  the  three  positions. 

Tne  committee  consists  of  Commission  President  William  E.  McDonnell, 
Mr.  Carr,  Chief  Administrative  Officer  Thomas  J.  Mellon,  and  Richard 
Carpenter,  Managing  Director  of  the  League  of  California  Cities. 

General  Crowley,  said  Mr,  Carr,  was  highly  recommended  by  both 
McKinsey  and  Company  and  the  committee  after  a  long  and  diligent 
search .

The  meeting  was  recessed  for  fifteen  minutes  and  reconvened  at  2s 50 
p.m.

The  Commission  acted  separately  on  each  of  the  Municipal  Railway  fare 
adjustments  recommended  by  Mr.  Carr  and  the  staff  and  heard  at  the 
Commission's  public  hearing  held  April  1,   1969,  at  9s 30  a.m. 

The  Commission  adopted  Resolutions  No.  69-0178  through  No.  69-0185. 
If  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  new  fare  schedule  will 
Decome  effective  June  30,  1969. 

v(/ith  regard  to  the  20-cent  local  fare   (Resolution  69-0178)  ,  Commis- 
sioner Chase  said  he  would  vote  for  this,  but  wished  to  clarify  his 
vote,     rie  said  some  of  the  citizens  favoring  a  25-cent  fare  have 
suggested  that  the  20-cent  rate  recommendation  had  political  basis. 
Commissioner  Chase  said  he  did  not  agree  with  this  suggestion  at  all. 

Many  feel  a  bus  fare  in  San  Francisco  should  be  25  cents  or  more. 
It  costs  more  than  that.     However,  the  most  important  consideration 
was  the  amount  of  tne  increase  in  fare  at  any  one  time,  he  said. 
Many  of  tiie  cities  throughout  the  country  went  up  to  30  or  40  cents 
a  ride,  but  did  not  get  there  in  a  single  jump,  rather  in  small 
segments,  a  step  at  a  time. 

For  San  Francisco  to  jump  to  25  cents  would  mean  a  66-2/3  per  cent 
increase.  Commissioner  Chase  said.     He  was  afraid  that  would  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  tne  use  of  buses  and  congest  downtown  streets. 
For  this  reason  he  favored  the  20-cent  fare  now.     If  it  seems 
advisable  later  on,  additional  fare  adjustments  can  be  made. 

The  last  time  this  matter  was  before  the  Commission,  Commissioner 
Goldman  asked  that  the  recommended  20-cent  local  fare  be  amended  to 
25  cents. 
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He  said  it  should  be  clearly  understood  by  everyone  that  the  Commis- 
sion is  trying  to  determine  what  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  is  to  be  borne  by  the  property  owner  and  what  portion  by  the 
user . 

Commissioner  Goldman  reluctantly  voted  in  favor  of  the  20-cent  fare, 
saying  it  should  be  higher — 25  cents.

In  discussion  of  Resolution  Wo*  69-0186,  authorizing  execution  of 
Agreement  pursuant  to  Section  13(c)  of  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Act  to  De  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Transport  Workers 
Union  and  24  other  labor  organizations  representing  Municipal 
Railway  employees,  Mr.  Carr  explained  this  step  must  be  taken  to  be 
eligible  for  a  capital  grant  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

The  purpose  of  the  agreement  is  to  provide  fair  and  equitcible  arrange- 
ments to  protect  the  interests  of  employees  represented  by  the  labor 
organizations  who  may  be  affected  by  reason  of  a  Department  of  Trans- 
portation grant  for  the  acquisition  of  new  Municipal  Railway  equip- 
ment o

In  the  matter  of  approving  transfer  through  amendment. to  the  annual 
salary  ordinance  of  48  Municipal  Railway  positions  and  functions 
directly  connected  with  its  electrical  operation  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  and  Power  System,  Commissioner  Goldman  moved  approval  for 
discussion  purposes.     Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded. 

Commissioner  Diviny    moved    that  the  recommendation  be  concurred  in 
with  the  provision  that  in  no  way  will  any  of  the  rights — 
seniority  or  otherwise — of  the  48  employees  to  be  transferred 
be  jeopardized. 

Comraissioner  Goldman  stated,  before  an  amendment  is  made,  he  would 
move  adoption  for  the  sake  of  discussion. 


Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded. 


Commissioner  Diviny  said  he  would  vote  for  the  motion  and  the  adoption 
of  the  motion  with  the  proviso  that  the  4  8  people  who  are 
being  transferred  from  one  department  to  another  will  in  no 
way  have  their  jobs  jeopardized  or  any  of  their  rights 
jeopardized.     He  asked  if  the  President  would  consider  that 
as  a  motion  or  amendment  to  the  motion. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  ruled  that  staff  would  first  present  the 
whole  idea  and  an  amendment  may  not  be  necessary. 
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Mr .  Carr  said  he  thought  it  would  be  helpful,  because  there  has 

been  some  confusion  about  the  objective  of  this  transfer. 
Mr.  v\foods  with  his  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  Railway 
and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  System  will  explain  how  the  ilunicipal 
Railway  began  the  operation  of  certain    substations  and  four 
power  plants.     He  is  in  an  excellent  position  to  tell  you  how 
we  can  have  a  more  efficient  operation  of  our  total  electrical 
system. 

Mr .  Woods  explained  that  prior  to  September,  1944,  the  Municipal 
Railway  operated  various  streetcar  lines  and  two  trolley 
coach  lines   and   obtained  power  from  PG&E  from  eight  sub- 
stations.    In  1944  the  Municipal  Railway  acquired  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Market  Street  Railway   and  at  that  time  acquired 
five  manually-operated  substations. 

In  1948-49,  with  funds  provided  by  the  1947  bond  fund.  Muni 
built  two  automatic  substations,  one  at  West  Portal  and  one 
on  Fiission  Street. 

The  PG&E  phased  out  three  of  its  stations  so  at  the  present 
time  power  for  the  Municipal  Railway  operation  is  furnished 
by  City-owned  substations  and  PG&E  substations.     The  Hetch 
Hetchy  electric  power  is  delivered  over  Hetch  Hetchy  lines  to 
Newark.     From  Newark  to  various  points  of  distribution  it  is 
"wheeled"  by  PG&E  and  the  City  pays  a  "wheeling"  charge. 

If  the  facilities  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  along  with  the 
line  crews  of  approximately  22  men,  are  transferred  to  Hetch 
Hetchy,  the  whole  electrical  operation  will  be  centralized 
under  the  Hetch  Hetchy  System  and  will  be  returned  to  a 
status  similar  to  that  prior  to  acquisition  of  the  Market 
Street  Railway. 

The  facilities  acquired  with  the  Market  Street  Railway  are 
old,  rundown  and  deteriorated  and  in  many  instances  dangerous. 

Transferring  these  functions  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  System  which 
is  operating  at  a  profit,  new  equipment  could  be  obtained 
from  revenues  and  some  operating  economies  effected  due  to 
higher  efficiency  of  new  generators,  etc. 

This  would  mean  transferring  48  people — 24  from  the  powerhouse 
and  one  superintendent,  and  22  people  from  the  line  crew. 

He  said  this  will  result  in  future  operating  economies  to 
the  Municipal  Railway  and  that  will  relieve  the  taxpayers 
of  the  burden  of  replacing  all  the  antiquated  equipment. 

Mr .  Carr  introduced  the  representatives  of  Local  6  of  the  Internation- 
al Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers. 

Mr.  Franz  E.  Glen,  Business  Manager,  Electrical  Workers  Union,  said 
he  would  like  the  record  to  show  that  they  would  not  be 
opposed  to  this  if  the  minutes  would  reflect  that  the  4  8 
people  involved  would  not  be  adversely  affected,  either  now 
or  in  the  future,  in  seniority  or  any  other  working  condition 
that  they  now  have.     He  said  the  change  would  be,  in  his 
opinion,  beneficial  to  the  City  and  County  and  we  would  be 
in  favor  of  it. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  asked  a  question  regarding  protection  to  the 
employees  if  it  were  possible  to  replace  this  antiquated 
equipment  with  modern  equipment  that  would  not  require  the 
same  personnel  to  maintain  it.     Have  you  indicated  you  would 
rather  have  their  positions  protected,  or  just  protect  their 
benefits  when  employed  there? 

i4r.  Glen  replied  we  just  want  to  protect  these  4  8  people.     I  don't 
think  your  question  is  too  relevant. 

Commissioner  Goldman;     It  is  related  to  the  subject. 

Mr .  Glen  answered  that  he  thought  at  this  point  we  are  a  long  way 
from  that.     Part  of  the  equipment  which  these  people  are 
working  on  is  antiquated  and  I  think  in  time  it  will  be 
brought  up  to  date  and  replaced. 

Mr .  Carr  interjected  that  Mr.  McRobbie  says  from  the  standpoint  of 
our  personnel  policy  there  is  no  conflict  from  Mr.  Diviny's 
views  or  Mr.  Glen's  views. 

Commissioner  Diviny  said  he  would  accept  that. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  original  issue  is  simply  to  move  the 
functions  and  employees  from  the  Muni  to  Hetch  Hetchy. 
No  amendment  seems  necessary. 

Commissioner  Goldman  explained  when  this  matter  was  first  brought  to 
the  Commission's  attention  he  thought  it  was  a  problem  of 
transferring  cost  from  the  Municipal  Railway  to  Hetch  Hetchy. 
As  he  understood  it  now,  there  has  evidently  been  little  or 
no  success  in  obtaining  modern  equipment  under  the  present 
structure.     As  he  understood  it,  the  recommendation  is  in 
order  to  transfer  to  Hetch  Hetchy  —  as  it  will  provide  the 
means  of  updating  the  equipment. 

Mr .  vVoods  said  that  would  be  very  possible. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  otherwise  why  would  it  be  done. 

Mr .  vVoods  pointed  out  there  are  no  funds  in  the  Municipal  Railway 

to  make  these  improvements  because  it  is  a  deficit  utility. 
Muni  would  have  to  budget  rehabilitation  and  repair  money, 
and  additions  and  betterment  money.     The  additions  and 
betterment  money  would  be  limited  to  about  $180,000  under 
the  Charter. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  this  change  is  being  recommended  so 
Muni  can  obtain  modern  equipment  in  place  of  the  Market 
Street  antiquated  equipment  and  how  soon. 

Mr.  Woods  said  it  would  have  to  be  discussed  with  Mr.  Moore,  but 

the  entire  program  could  be  put  into  effect  within  five  years, 
assuming  use  of  unappropriated  revenues  of  Hetch  Hetchy  System, 
v^ith  a  lietch  Hetchy  Bond  it  could  be  done  sooner. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  how  much  are  we  talking  about . 

Mr.  Carr  replied  $4  or  $4  1/2  million. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  we  have  that  kind  of  revenues  to  use. 
Mr .  Carr  answered  yes--over  a  period  of  years. 
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ComiTiissioner  Goldman  continued  asking .has  this  been  presented 

through  the  Municipal  Railway  budget  as  a  necessity,  and  the 
savings  pointed  out? 


Mr,  Woods  said,  not  recently.     It  was  submitted  to  prior  Commissions. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked,  how  long  ago. 

Mr .  Woods  stated  that  it  must  be  a  good   10    years  or  more. 

Commissioner  Goldman:     So  for  10  years  there  has  not  been  a  request 
to  obtain  modern  or  safer  equipment  -  possibly  to  reduce 
cost.     Do  you  think  it  is  wise  to  make  a  transfer  of  this 
just  so  we  can  look  forward  to  the  date  of  obtaining 
this  equipment  without  going  through  the  processes  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Mr .  Carr  pointed  out  that  budget  hearings  were  coming  up  before  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     It  has 
different  effects.     One  is  saving  to  the  ad  valorem  taxpayers, 
and  the  other  to  pull  together  the  electrical  operation  which 
from  the  nature  of  it  grew  like  Topsy  when  the  Market  Street 
Railway  was  purchased. 

As  far  as  improvement  of  this  equipment,  we  have  been  pro- 
hibited under  the  Charter  from  putting  in  any  such  amounts 
because  you  are  prohibited  by  law  from  putting  in  the  budget 
for  a  deficit  utility. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said,  we  are  hopefully  improving  since  19  44. 

Mr .  v^oods  retorted  that  Muni  inherited  with  the  purchase  of  the 

Market  Street  Railway  an  antiquated  electrical  system  and 
confusion.     The  system  goes  back  to  after  the  fire  and 
earthquake , 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  as  a  result  we  have  been  following  the 

same  procedure  until  1969.     If  it  is  just  a  matter  of  moving 
cost  from  one  to  another,  if  you  could  explain  we  will 
accomplish  something  that  we  could  not  accomplish  through 
the  normal  course  he  would  understand, 

Mr.  Carr  explained  Charter  Section  74  limits  Muni  to  $180,000  per 

year  on  a  $40  million  operation.     There  is  no  such  limitation 
if  this  goes  through  regular  budget  of  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  appropriation. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  Charter  revision  should  come  into 
effect  then  it  would  be  the  Municipal  Railway  or  transit 
system  that  would  be  purchasing  its  power  from  water  resources 
or  Hetch  Hetchy  structure? 

Mr.  Woods  answered,  yes, 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  many  people  are  complaining  about  City  bookkeep- 
ing.    This  would  enable  you  to  sell  power  at  the  trolley  to 
the  transit  system.     If  there  are  to  be  discounts  that  would 
be  clearly  shown.     It  would  serve  to  be  much  better  bookkeep- 
ing than  we  have  now. 


Roll  Call;     5  ayes . 
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CoiTunis signer  McDonnell  announced  that  this  is  a  very  important  item 
and  does  show  that  the  staff  is  moving  ahead  and  doing 
something  about  a  long  standing  practice  by  bringing  an 
electrical  problem  into  the  electrical  department,  an  electri- 
cal department  that  is  best  able  to  handle  it.

With  regard  to  award  of  AD  Contract  No.  5  78  -  Construction  of  Entrance 

Roads  and  Underpasses  at  the  Airport,  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  , 

General  Manager,  explained  that  the  low  bidder  has  submitted  a  written 

statement  agreeing  to  and  accepting  the  reduction  in  the  scope  of 

work.     As  the  low  bidder's  base  bid  was  25  percent  over  the  Airport 

Architect's  estimate  and  rejection  of  all  bids  would  seriously  delay 

the  entire  expansion  program,  Hr.  Hansen  recommended  the  construction 

of  the  East  Underpass   (not  public  access?  used  for  baggage  carts). 

Bid  Item  24A,  be  deleted.     By  eliminating  Item  24A  and  including  it 

in  the  next  contract  this  will  afford  an  opportunity  to  redesign  and 

effect  savings. 

Leonard  D.  Blackford  of  the  Airport  Architects,  and  Dale  H.  Fearn, 

Assistant  Airport  General  Manager  for  Planning  and  Development,  said 

this  redesigning  of  the  underpass  will  not  cause  a  break  in  the  time 

schedule.     This  section  was  the  final  phase  under  Contract  No.  578;  j 

now  it  will  be  the  first  in  the  subsequent  contract  dealing  with 

the  inner  roads  -  ' 


****** 


Mr.  Hansen,  in  presenting  for  approval  preliminary  plans  for  construc- 
tion of  Rotundas  4,  5,  6,  8  and  Connector,  and  9  at  the  Airport,  said 
this  action  is  the  next  step  toward  ultimate  authorization  to  enter 
into  the  final  working  drawings.     The  preliminary  plans  submitted  are 
in  accord  with  the  Definitive  Plan.,     said  Mr,  Hansen.     All  of  the 
rotundas,  except  No.  9,  are  of  the  same  standard  design, which  have  not 
changed  significantly  from  the  stage  of  schematic  presentation. 
Rotunda  Wo.  9  is  of  standard  rotunda  design  plus  a  special  accommoda- 
tion for  international  passenger  isolation  quarters. 

James  T,  Ream  of  the  Airport  Architects,  with  exhibits  described  the 
tecnnical  side  of  the  development  of  the  building  designs. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  inquired  as  to  progress  being  made  on  the  archi- 
tectural plans,  and  whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  farm-out  some 
of  the  work. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  the  program  is  on  schedule. 

Mr.  Ream  explained  that  the  Airport  Architects  as  a  joint  venture  has 
nad  sufficient  personnel  thus  far.     The  project  at  the  airport  is 
divided  up  into  56  separate  site  tracts,  2  8  of  which  have  priority. 
All  of  the  ones  that  are  critical  on  the  time  path  are  all  being 
developed  concurrently  and  all  at  different  stages. 

The  Commission  asked  that  Mr.  Hansen  submit  a  time  schedule  at  the 
next  meeting,  showing  the  beginning  and  completion  dates  of  each 
design  and  construction  phase  of  each  project. 

****** 
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In  discussing  Resolution  i^o.  69-0201,  terminating  the  Coin  Lock 
Agreement  Joetween  Pacific  iSlik-O-Lok  and  City,  covering  coin  lock 
devices  in  public  rest  rooms  at  the  Airport,  Mr.  Hansen  explained 
this  step  was  necessary  in  order  to  open  the  matter  for  discussion. 
Commissioner  Goldman  stated  he  felt  charging  fees  for  toilets  was 
a  very  grave  inconvenience  to  the  public  and  that  he  hoped  this 
consideration  vi/ould  be  included  in  further  discussions  and 
recommendations . 


****** 


On  tne  matter  of  an  increase  in  rate  schedules  and  charges  for  water 
service  within  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  for  it's  suburban  area 
customers,  ilr.  Carr  referred  to  his  memorandum  to  the  Commission 
dated  warcii  28,  1969. 

In  this  letter  Mr.  Carr  said  he  concurred  in  the  recommended  rate 
changes  as  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  under  the 
leadership  of  Artnur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  General  i4anager,  and  Assistant 
General  Manager,  and  Assistant  General  Manager  H.  Christopher 
Medbery,  to  become  effective  July  1,  1969. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  recommended  rate  changes  will  provide  for  an  over- 
all increase  of  16.86  percent  during  the  first  year. 

The  proposed  rate  increase  will  provide  increased  revenues  of 
$3,400,000,  with  increased  revenues  in  San  Francisco  accounting  for 
43.7  percent  of  the  increase  and  those  from  suburban  areas,  56.3 
percent  of  the  increase. 

Under  tne  proposed  new  schedules,  customers  using  up  to  700  cubic 
feet  of  water  per  month,  will  have  no  increase  in  rate. 

This  means  that  individual  small  home  owners  in  the  City  will 
generally  receive  no  increase  in  water  rates. 

The  major  increase  will  apply  to  large  commercial  and  industrial 
users  within  the  City  and  in  the  suburban  areas  where  water  rates 
nave  not  kept  pace  with  tne  financial  outlay  necessary  to  serve  the 
areas  outside  the  City.     It  is  estimated  that  since  19  32  the  use  of 
the  water  consumption  outside  the  City  has  grown  30  times  faster 
tiian  witnin  the  City . 

A  review  of  the  schedules  applicable  to  municipal  uses  where  City 
departments  obtain  water  with  no  charge  reveals  that  other  City 
departments  received  a  benefit  of  $1,244,000  for  the  1967-68  fiscal 
year.     The  tyfater  Department  staff  estimates  that  this  assistance  to 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  will  amount  to  nearly  $1,300,000  during 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Medbery  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  factors  involved  in 
reaching  the  various  rate  figures  proposed,  presented  charts  com- 
paring the  present  and  proposed  water  rates  and  charges. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  Mr.  Carr  and  staff  had  established  a  record 
sufficient  to  justify  a  hearing,  and  the  Commission  thereupon  adopted 
Resolution  No.   69-0206,  setting  April  29,   1969,  2:30  p.m.   for  the 
puialic  nearing  by  the  Commission.

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vJater  Department  Calendar  Item  #3,  supplemental  appropriation  request 
in  amount  of  $125,000  of  V^ater  Department  funds  to  provide  for 
consulting  services  for  Peninsula  watershed  land  use,  was  taken  off 
calendar.     Tne  Commission  requested  an  overall  plan  of  the  area  to 
be  involved,  and  further  explanation  of  the  department's  ideas  as  to 
possible  use.

In  adopting  Resolution  No.  69-0208,  the  Commission  amended  the  lease 
with  Sunol  Valley  Golf  and  Recreation  Company  by  providing  a  term  of 
36  years,  witn  an  option  for  a  6-year  extension.     The  original  term 
was  22  years,  with  options  for  two  additional  10-year  terms. 

Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  William  J.  Dwyer  said  the  longer 
initial  term  was  requested  by  the  lessee  in  order  to  improve  his 
financing  position. 

The  amendment  also  contains  the  provision  there  will  be  no  change  in 
owership  for  the  first  three  years.

In  discussing  the  matter  of  lease  of  Water  Department  land  in  Suncl 
and  San  Antonio  Valleys  for  vineyard  purposes,  Mr.  Carr  said  a  letter 
had  been  received  from  the  Almaden  Vineyards  of  Los  Gatos ,  dated 
Marcn  26,  1969,  on  this  subject.     They  are  interested  in  leasing 
approximately  2,000  acres  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  high 
quality  varietal  vineyard.     Almaden  Vice  President  John  J.  Fischer, 
said  he  will  meet  with  the  iioard  of  Directors  in  New  York  shortly 
and  would  like  an  expression  of  interest  from  the  Commission, 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  in  keeping  with  the  Commission's  policy  stated 
some  time  ago  that  the  uses  of  the  Calaveras  watershed  lands  should 
be  agricultural  to  preserve  the  scenic  open  space  character  of  the 
area.     Approximately  75  percent  of  the  area  is  being  used  for  grazing 
at  the  present  time,  bringing  a  return  of  about  $7.00  to  $8.00  per 
acre . 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  Almaden  offered,  on  a  long  term  lease  of  40 
years,  a  minimum  rental  to  start  at  $8.00  per  acre  for  the  first 
four  years,   $15.00  for  the  next  four,  and  between  $50.00  to  $60.00 
per  acre  beyond  that  period, 

John  G,  Brucato,  Water  Department  Agricultural  and  Land  Division 
Manager,  said  this  subject  has  been  pursued  for  many  years.     This  is 
tne  highest  type  that  could  be  put  into  the  area  without  interfering 
with  the  water  supply.     He  indicated  he  has  been  working  with  the 
University  of  California  Department  of  Agriculture  and  other  agencies, 
and  they  indicate  this  is  an  excellent  price. 

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  69-0218,  stating  it  is  the  intent 
of  the  ComiTiission  to  lease  this  area  for  vineyard  purposes  if  a 
satisfactory  agreement  can  be  reached,  and  authorizing  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  enter  into  negotiations.

SUBJECT!       Municipal  Railway  —  Hetch  Hetchy  Power 

Supply  Project  —  Recommended  Administrative

This  memorandum  is  in  response  to  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission  request  that  the  staff  explore  the  possibility  of 
transferring  certain  Municinal  Railway  positions  and  functions 
to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System. 

It  was  suggested  that  this  matter  be  reviewed  with 
the  City  Attorney,  the  City  Controller,  and  the  General  Manager 
of  Personnel  as  well  as  others  involved. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  nersonnel  in  48 
I'iunicipal  Railway  positions  directly  connected  with  its 
electrical  operation  be  transferred  to  the  administrative 
direction  of  the  General  Manager  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  ^Tater 
and  Power  System. 

A  supplemental  budget  request  to  accomplish  this  has 
been  prepared  in  the  amount  of  $789,018,  which  would  cover 
wages  and  other  expenses  relating  to  these  4  8  positions.  The 
transfer  should  be  effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  on  July  1,  1969. 
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The  net  effect  of  this  transfer,  in  addition  to 
developing  a  more  efficient,  centralized  pov/er  supply 
organization,  v/ould  be  reduction  of  $789,018,   from  the 
Municipal  Railv/ay  budget. 

As  the  Commission  requested,  the  matter  has  been 
reviewed  with  others  involved.     The  City  Attorney  informed 
me  on  February  19  that  there  is  no  legal  prohibition  to 
this  transfer.     The  Civil  Service  Commission,  through  Mr, 
George  J.  Grubb,  has  informed  me  that  Charter  Section  20 
specifically  provides  for  this  tyne  of  transfer.     He  explained 
that  the  necessary  changes  could  be  made  through  an  amend- 
ment to  the  annual  salary  ordinance. 

The  City  Controller,  in  a  letter  of  January  27,  stated 
that  he  found  no  Charter  provisions  which  would  prevent 
such  a  transfer. 

In  making  any  transfer  of  this  type,   it  is  only 
natural  that  the  employees  involved  v/ould  be  concerned  about 
their  future.     I  have  discussed  this  with  the  members  of  the 
staff  who  are  familiar  with  these  matters  and  also  with 
certain  union  officials.     I  am  confident  that  such  a  trans- 
fer would  place  the  entire  electrical  supply  operation  on 
a  basis  beneficial  to  employees.

SUBJECTS     San  Francisco  Water  Department  — 

Recommended  Increase  in  Water  Rates 


This  memorandum  is  to  recommend  an  increase  in  water 
rates  both  within  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  for  the 
suburban  areas  in  the  South  Bay  which  extends  from 
Hayward  to  San  Jose  on  the  east  side  of  the  Bay,  and 
from  San  Francisco  to  Sunnyvale  on  the  Peninsula. 

Attached  is  a  March  11  m.emorandum  from  Arthur  H.  Frye^  Jr,  ^ 
General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 
I  concur  in  the  recorruaended  rate  changes  v/hich  will  provide 
an  overall  increase  of  16.8  6  per  cent  during  the  first  year. 
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The  proposed  rate  increase  will  provide  increased 

revenues  of  $3,400,000,  with  increased  revenues  in 

San  Francisco  accounting  for  43.7  per  cent  of  the  increase 

and  those  from  suburban  areas,   5^.3  per  cent  of  the 

increase. 

You  should  note  that  the  present  11  rate  schedules  v;ill 
be  supplemented  by  a  proposed  12th  rate  schedule.  Under 
the  nev/  schedules,  customers  using  up  to  7  00  cubic  feet 
of  water  per  month,  will  have  no  increase  in  rate. 

This  means  that  individual  small  home  owners  in  the 
City  will  generally  receive  no  increase  in  water  rates. 

The  major  increase  will  apply  to  large  commercial  and 
industrial  users  v/ithin  the  City  and  in  the  suburban 
areas  where  v/ater  rates  have  not  kept  pace  with  the 
financial  outlay  necessary  to  serve  the  areas  outside 
the  City.     It  is  estimated  that  since  1932  the  use  of 
the  water  consumption  outside  the  City  has  grown  30  times 
faster  than  within  the  City. 

The  Ci-cy  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  decades  has  used 
its  excellent  credit  rating  to  issue  the  necessary  bonds 
to  make  this  water  development  possible.     The  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  which  is  in  essence  a  south  bay  wa-cer 
agency,  supplies  an  abundant  source  of  water  v/hich  has 
been  the  foundation  of  an  economic  grov/th  which  is 
represented  by  the  addition  of  billions  of  dollars  to  the 
tax  rolls  in  adjoining  counties. 

Kr o  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.  assumed  his  present  position  as 
General  Manager  of  the  Water  Departm.ent  on  June  1,  1955, 
a  little  less  than  a  year  after  my  appointment  as  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities.     Shortly  after  his  arrival 
Mr.  Frye  reported  the  San  Francisco  v/ater  system  was  far 
short  of  the  quality  and  character  it  should  have. 

He  recommended  studies  v/hich  were  estimated  to  cost  $275,000. 
The  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  -chose 
studies,  the  last  of  which  is  alm.ost  com.plete.  These 
s'cudies  dealt  mainly  with  the  adequacy  of  the  system  from 
an  engineering  standpoint,  the  property  owned  by  the 
Water  Department,   its  possible  use  and  the  need  for  future 
f  acili-cies . 
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Last  year,   shortly  after  Mayor  Alioto  assumed  office, 
nr.  Frye '  s  department  proposed  a  water  rate  study  V7hich 
would  have  cost  approximately  $75,000.     Mayor  Alioto 
rejected  the  $75,000  expenditure,  and  asked  instead  that 
competent  engineering  personnel  of  the  Water  Department 
determine  if  the  water  rate  structure  should  be  changed. 
The  attached  report  is  a  product  of  that  effort  by  Water 
Department  personnel,  under  the  direction  of  Assistant 
General  Manager  H.  Christopher  Medbery. 

You  will  note  that  on  page  2  of  his  memorandum  Mr.  Frye 
states : 

"Approximately  80  per  cent  of  the  increase 
in  the  operating  budget  for  1969-1970  is  beyond 
the  control  of  the  Water  Department  or  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission" . 

Mr.  Frye  explained  that  this  results  from  increased 
operating  costs  which  derive  from  the  salary  standardization 
section  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter. 

There  is  no  question  that  water  rates  are  considerably 
below  the  level  the  staff  regards  as  appropriate  under 
today's  circumstances.     Therefore,   I  recommend  that  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  take  action  as  soon  as  possible 
in  accordance  with  the  report  prepared  by  Mr,  Medbery  and 
the  memorandum  of  March  11  by  Mr.  Frye,  which  is  attached. 

A  reviev7  of  the  schedules  applicable  to  municipal  uses 
where  City  departments  obtain  water  with  no  charge  reveals 
that  other  City  departments  received  a  benefit  of  $1,244,000 
for  the  1967-68  fiscal  year.     The  Water  Department  staff 
estimates  that  this  assistance  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  V7ill  amiOun-c  to  nearly  $1,300,000  during  the  current 
fiscal  year, 

Wi'ch  these  specific  recommendations  oefore  you,  I 
respec'cf ully  request  that  you  set  a  date  for  a  hearing 
on  proposed  revision  of  v/ater  rates,  so  that  the  public 
may  be  fully  informed  and  given  an  opportunity  to  express 
its  views.     If  we  can  act  expeditiously,  we  should  be  able 
to  make  the  new  water  rates  effective  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year  on  July  1,  1969. 
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I  wish  to  emphasize  that  with  the  heavy  burden  of  ad  valorem 
taxes  on  San  Francisco  home  owners,  and  particularly  those 
with  fixed  incomes  and  low  incomes,  this  new  schedule  of 
water  rates  makes  sense.     It  conforms  with  standards  followed 
in  utilities  rate  fixing  practices.

An  increase  in  .rate  schedules  and  charges  for  v./ater  service 
is  necessary  'if  the  VJcrter  -Department  is  to  i-eiaain  on  a  pay-as--you- 
go' basis  and  at  the  same  tiiae  meet  the  present  and  future  require- 
ments of  all  of  its  custoiT.ers  throughout  the  service  area  in  the 
face  of  continuing  rising  costs. 

The  enclosed  study  proposing  a  nev7  schedule  of  r^.tes  and 
charges  is  subniitted  to  you  for  distribution  to  the  members  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Con-mission.     This  V7ill  provide  an  opportunity  for 
reviev;  prior  to  the  next  Commission  meeting.     There  is  cilso 
attciched  ^i  resolution  scheduling  a  public  hearing  for  adoption  by 
the  Corrui:\ission . 

The  last  change  in  rate  schedules  for  v/ater  service  v/as 
approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  April  10,  1962,  and 
vjas  made  effective  May  1,  19  62  .     This  change  provided  for  an  over- 
all average  reduction  of  about  6,3-^  in  the  rate  for  v/ater  delivered 
and  ■  reductions  v/ere  made  both  v/ithin  San  Francisco  and  outside  the 
City.     Since  that  tim.e  the  operating  budget  of  the  ■  Water  Depart- 
ment, exclusive  of  taxes,  has  increased  62%  from.  $5  ,590  ,000  in 
fiscal  year  1962-1963  to  $9,030,000  in  fiscal  year  196C-1969.  In 
addition,  v:e  are  still  faced  v/ith  the  requirement  for  capital 
expenditures  for  rehabilitci tion  and  repair  of  our  present  system 
and  for  future  expansion  to  m.eet  the  grovzing  demands  of  our 
custom.ers  throvighout  our  service  area.     We  must,   therefore,  meet 
not  only  the  rising  costs  of  operations  but  provide  for  this 
conti.nuing  capitcil  program. 

The  proposed  rates  and  chiirges  v;ill  provide  an  overall 
increase  of  16.86%  in  the  first  year,  based  on  the  actual  revenues 
for  fiscal  year  1967-196S,  as  shov/n  on  Table  8.

You  will  see  frOiTi  the  proposed  W-1  Schedule  for  water  delivered 
within  San  Francisco  that  the  elderly^   the  poor^  and  others  living 
on  a  limited  fixed  income  or  pension  will  not  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  rate  schedule «     A  new  block  has  been  established  for  the 
first  7  00  cubic  feet  of  water  used  at  the  present  unit  price  of  24<: 
per  100  cubic  feet^  and  the  service  charges  for  5/8"  and  3/4"  meters 
v/ill  remain  uhe  sam.e»     Residential  users  comprise  approximately  Ql^^ 
of  total  of  all  services  from  5/8"  and  3/4"  meters.     The  larger 
water  users ^  requiring  1"  or  larger  mieters^,  consist  almost  entirely 
of  coirjiiercial  and  industrial  enterprises^  and  the  rates  for  these 
services  have  been  increased  2  0%.     Similarly,  water  rates  have  been 
increased  2  0%  for  those  consumers  outside  San  Francisco  and  for  water 
delivered  under -resale  contracts. 

The  proposed  suburban  rate  increase  will  provide  earnings  on 
those  portions  of  the  depreciated  utility  plant  providing  suburban 
service,   and  is  sirailar  to  private  utility  practice.     San  FranciscOi? 
on  the  other  hand,  as  the  "owner"  of  uhe  entire  system  need  only 
make  up  the  cash  requirement  of  the  system,  and  the  average  increase 
in  the  City  v/ill  be  approximately  13.8%. 

In  addition  to  increases  in  v/ater  rates,   increases  are  proposed 
in  service  charges  for  1"  meters  and  above.     The  new  charge  for  fire 
services  will  be  less  for  4"  and  smaller  services  which  are  required 
under  the  Housing  Code  for  protection  in  small  apartment  houses  and 
small  business  establishments.     The  increases  in  fire  services  above 
4"  are  comparable  to  the  prevailing  rates  in  the  industry. 

The  charges  under  existing  Schedule  No.W41  for  installation  of 
water  services  are  no  longer  realistic  in  the  face  of  rising  costs. 
We  have  developed  new  "flat  rate"  charges  for  1",   1-1/2",   and  2" 
standard  and  fire  services  which  will  meet  our  costs.  However, 
installation  costs  of  larger  size  services  from  3"  to  8"  vary  so 
materially  uhat  such  services  will  be  done  on  an  "actual  cost"  basis. 

Approximately  80%  of  the  increase  in  the  total  operating 
budget  for  1969-1970  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  Water  Department 
or  of  the  Public  Uuiliuies  Comm.ission.     In  this  rate  study,  we 
have  applied  a  7%  increase  in  the  operating  budget,  exclusive  of 
taxes,   for  the  fiscal  ye^^rs  1959-1970  through  197  0-1971  and  5% 
thereafuer  through  fiscal  year  1973-1979o     Taxes  are  expected  to 
stabilize  under  the  provisions  of  Proposition  No,  2,  adopted  by 
the  electorate  in  the  last  General  Election,  but  are  expected  to 
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increase  ir.odcrately  each  year.     The  rate  study  includes  a-3-i  tax 
increase  each  year. 

Advance  inforraation  from  our  consultant  shov/s  that  a 
capitc:!  prograra  costing  appro:-: iniately  $105,000,000  raust  be 
accompli slied  v:ithin  the  next  eleven  years,  if  v/e  are  to  repair 
and  rehiibilitate  our  present  system  and  e.r.pand  it  to  raeet  the 
cjro\'iing  needs  of  our  service  arcea.     The  rate  study  proposes  to 
finance  $57,000  ,000  by  a  tv;enty-ycar  bond  issue.     These  bonds  are 
to  be  sold  over  a  ten  yec-^.r  perriod  beginning  in  fiscal  year  1971- 
1972.     Interest  and  redciTiptiori  costs  V7ill  therefo:ce  be  spread  over 
a  thirty-year  period.     The  balance  of  approxiraately  $^18,000  ,000  is 
to  be  finai'iced  froiTi  revenues. 

It  is  hoped  that  favorable  ciction  on  this  matter  can  be 
concluded  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,   so  the  nev;  rates  and  charges  can  becom.e  effective  on 
July  1,  1969. 

I  therefore  recorrcTiend  the  proposed  increased  rate  schedules 
and  charges  for  v/ater  service  for  consideration  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Conimission ,  and  that  the  inclosed  resolution  scheduling 
a  public  hee^ring  be  adopted.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Sungaary  (February) 

The  air  passenger  total  for  February  was  934,685,  an  increase  of  1.4 
per  cent  over  the  corresponding  month  last  year.     Shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  by  air 
gained  slightly  (.4  per  cent)  with  a  volume  of  20,402,196  pounds;  air  express  ship- 
ments of  1,338,514  pounds,  increased  by  11.7  per  cent,  and  air  freight  was  up 
8.4  per  cent  to  39,911,910  pounds. 

The  passenger  increase  was  the  lowest,  percentagewise,  since  the  .6  per 
cent  rise  in  July,  1961,  with  three  exceptions       December  of  1962,  during  ir/hich 
the  Airport  was  closed  a  portion  of  13  days  out  of  the  first  20,  and  July  and 
August  of  1966  when  some  major  airlines  were  idled  in  a  labor  dispute. 

Two  factors  which  may  have  contributed  to  the  small  February  increase  in 
passengers  were  adverse  weather  throughout  much  of  the  nation,  including  utiusually 
heavy  rains  locally,  which  would  tend  to  curtail  non-essential  travel,  and  the 
American  Airlines  strike  which  idled  that  carrier  the  last  two  days  of  the  month,

During  February,  a  total  of  77*500  feet  of  water 
main,  up  to  and  including  12-inch  diameter  pipe,  was  flushed 
in  portions  of  the  Sutro  Pressure  Zone,  the  general  area 
bounded  by  Bush  to  Pacific  and  Franklin  to  Fillmore,  There 
were  20  individual  flushing  operations  in  various  parts  of 
the  City  to  correct  objectionable  water  conditions. 


Continued  rainfall  during  February  filled  four  of 
the  five  local  storage  reservoirs.     On  the  Peninsula,  Crystal 
Springs,  which  had  spilled  from  January  25  through  January  30, 
spilled  again  starting  February  7  and  continued  through 
February  15.    A  total  of  388  million  gallons  was  spilled 
during  the  two  periods.     During  the  second  spill  period, 
both  Pilarcitos  and  San  Andreas  spilled  small  quantities  of 
water,  which  is  included  in  the  Crystal  Springs  spill. 

In  the  Alameda  Division,  Calaveras  Reservoir  started 
spilling  on  February  25,  with  approximately  7.5  billion 
gallons  having  spilled  to  date  (March  l8th) ;  it  is  still 
spilling  at  a  decreasing  rate  as  the  lake  level  drops,  San 
Antonio  reservoir  is  not  expected  to  spill  this  late  in  the 
season. 


Rainfall  measured  at  four  key  gauging  stations  of 
those  operated  by  the  Department  averaged  l44^  of  normal  to 
March  1st,    The  stations  have  already  recorded  more  rainfall 
than  is  normal  for  the  entire  water  year  to  June  30, 

The  State  Department  of  V/ater  Resources  forecasts  a 
100^  normal  runoff  for  the  entire  State  this  year,  with  the 
probability  that  some  areas  will  set  new  all-time  records.

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In  discussing  Resolution  69-0227,  requesting  $50,000  supplemental 
appropriation  to  Public  Building  Lighting  appropriation  to  avoid 
deficit  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Oral  L.  lioore ,  General  Manager, 
rietch  rietchy  Power  System,  explained  that  under  procedure  established 
by  the  Controller,  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  many  years  ago, 
funds  from  the  general  fund  are  appropriated  to  the  Bureau  of  Light, 
aeat  &  Power  for  furnishing  gas  and  electricity  to  City  offices.  The 
Bureau,  in  effect,  acts  as  the  agent  for  paying  the  bills. 

Tne  estimated  cost  now  for  this  fiscal  year  is  $900,000;  $300,000 
will  be  paid  tne  PG&E  for  gas,  of  the  $600,000  balance,  $50,000  will 
go  to  PG&E  for  wheeling  of  power,  and  $555,000  to  Hetch  Hetchy  for 
power  at  the  discount  rate.     The  power  rates  to  City  departments  for 
hetcn  Hetcny  power  are  21%  less  than  the  current  PG&E  rates. 


George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,  explained  the  $3,02  7,000 
supplemental  appropriation  request  (Resolution  Wo,  69-02  30)   is  to 
fund  various  construction  projects  related  to  the  Airport's  current 
expansion  program.

2.  The  President  has  approved  a  new  carrier,  Northwest,  to  compete 
with  Pan  American  over  the  Central  Pacific  route  via  Hawaii  to 
Japan  and  the  Orient. 

3.  rie  disapproved  of  the  proposed  award  to  Braniff  to  serve  U.S.- 
Hawaii via  i4exico  and  Acapulco. 

4.  The  President  has  rejected  the  award  of  service  to  the  South 
Pacific  by  Continental. 

As  a  result,  the  West  Coast  remains  with  one  kind  of  service — Pan 
American,  and  foreign  flag  carriers  BOAC  and  Qantas,     President  also 
suggested  cinother  South  Pacific  carrier  overflying  California  be 
selected  by  the  CAB. 

Decision  as  to  any  necessary  action  by  the  Commission  will  await 
receipt  by  City  of  the  CAB  orders,  including  the  President's  decisions.

i/?ith  regard  to  award  of  AD  Contract  No.  69-0242 — 5th  Level  Addition 
to  the  Airport  Parking  Garage,  in  amount  of  $1,888,000,  on  the  basis 
of  Base  Bid  plus  Alternates  A  and  C,  and  rejecting  Alternate  B. 
wr.  Hansen  explained  that  Alternate  B  exceeded  the  City's  estimate 
in  all  three  bids  received. 

Alternate  B  -  to  build  moving  ramps  up  to  the  5th  level,  was  therefore 
rejected.     The  ramps  are  part  of  the  construction  project,  but  they 
are  not  being  mechanized.     This  will  be  done  at  a  later  date  if 
feasible . 

Alternate  A  provides  for  the  extension  of  the  elevator  which  now  comes 
to  the  fourth  floor.     Alternate  C  covers  painting.     These  will  both 
be  done. 

Mr.  Hansen  assured  the  Commission  the  use  of  the  fourth  level  of  the 
garage  will  not  be  impaired  during  the  construction  of  the  upper 
level.

The 
matter  had  been  submitted  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office  for  opinion 
as  to  whether  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  free  to  delegate 
authority  under  resolution  to  approve  the  granting  of  differential 
pay  in  these  circumstances.     William  F.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities 
Counsel,  had  advised  that  if  appropriate   guidelines   were  set  up, 
the  Commission  may  delegate  to  someone  else  within  the  Utilities 
structure  the  authority  to  make  these  determinations. 

Mr.  McRobbie  said  he  has  been  working  on  the  guidelines,  conditions 
and  qualifications  under  which  said  action  may  be  taken;  these  would 
be  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  for  his 
approval  and  recommendation  to  the  Commission. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau 
it  was  unanimously  ordered  that  a  resolution  setting  guidelines  and 
delegating  the  authority  be  calendared  for  the  next  Public  Utilities 
Commission  meeting.

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  a  clarification  of  the  reports  appear- 
ing in  the  press  regarding  the  transfer  of  responsibility  of  the 
Contract  Compliance  Officer  position  to  the  Human  Rights  Commission, 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Diviny  was  excused  from  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  this  came  up  in  the  Shelley  administration, 
during  the  Airport  Bond  issue  in  1966.     It  was  suggested  that  a 
Compliance  Officer  position  be  established,  and  Mayor  Shelley  ruled 
it  should  be  in  the  Human  Rights  Commission.     A  year  later  v/hen  the 
196  7  Airport  Bond  issue  came  up  the  subject  arose  again.     At  that 
time  at  a  meeting  in  tne  Mayor's  Office  Mr.  Carr  said  that  if  failure 
to  establish  this  position  would  interfere  with  the  passage  of  the 
Airport  Bond  issue  he  suggested  the  position  be  set  up  in  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.     Subsequently  Arnold  Baker  was  hired. 
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Recently  the  Human  Rights  Commission  had  an  amendment  to  the  non- 
discrimination ordinance  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which 
strengthened  its  position.     Mr.  Carr  said  Mr.  William  L.  Becker  then 
talked  to  him  about  the  transfer  of  the  position  to  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  where  many  people  thought  it  logically  belonged  in  the 
first  place.     The  contract  compliance  involves  the  entire  City  and 
all  its  departments — the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  well  as  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,     Certain  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors have  questioned  the  advisability  of  transferring  this  position 
to  the  Human  Rights  Commission. 

iHr.  Baker  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
eleven  months  and  voluntarily  terminated  his  position  to  accept  a 
position  paying  about  $7,000  more  per  year  in  the  Redevelopment 
Agency . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  several  questions  about  the  duties  of  Ilr. 
Baker's  position  as  compliance  officer,  and  suggested  that  the 
Commission  call  i^^ir.  Baker  before  it  to  report  what  transpired  while 
he  was  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  why  he  left. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  pointed  out  that  under  the  Charter  this  was 
an  administrative  matter,  and  said  he  had  no  intention  of  asking 
Mr.  Baker  wnat  his  job  consisted  of.     He  said  that  if  Commissioner 
Goldman  wished  to  contact  Mr.  Baker  he  could  do  so. 

Commissioner  Goldman  inquired  whether  if  he  v/ished  to  do  so,  could 
he  invite  Mr.  Baker  to  appear  at  a  Commission  meeting. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  answered  that  Commissioner  Goldman  could 
invite  Mr.  Baker  in  writing,  and  the  Commission  would  consider  Mr. 
Baker's  reply  when  received.

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  the  status  of  the  report  he  requested 
about  "busless  bus  drivers"  mentioned  recently  in  the  press. 

John  M.  VJoods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  then  explained  the 
practice  of  using  special  duty  men,  which  has  been  in  existence  in 
the  Railway  since  its  inception  in  1912. 

These  are  operators  recuperating  from  heart  attacks,  other  illness 
or  injury  on  duty  and  are  utilized  in  various  capacities  around  the 
Railway  system.     They  are  used  as  collectors  in  the  Dispatcher's 
Office,  in  the  Railway  office,  traffic  checking  at  times,  pulling 
"vaults"   (fare  boxes),  cable  car  gallery  work,  starters,  cable  car 
turntables,  etc.     Some  of  these  special  duty  jobs  consist  of  one  or 
two  hours  work  in  these  various  categories  and  are  in  addition  to 
the  regular  run  assigned. 

Under  Proposition  G  passed  by  the  electorate  in  1968,  an  operator 
who  is  injured  in  line  of  duty  can  be  offered  light  work.  If 
capable  of  performing  light  work  he  is  paid  regular  wages  as  if  on 
a  regular  run.     Mr.  Woods  said  it  is  to  City's  advantage  to  hire 
these  people  in  these  duties  rather  than  have  them  off  at  full 
salary . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  it  was  necessary  that  these  men  be 
hired,  with  all  the  benefits,  at  their  regular  salary.

ivir.  Woods  said  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  past  has  been 
requested  to  resurvey  these  positions  with  the  view  of  reclassifying 
them,  but  that  the  Railway  did  not  receive  too  much  cooperation, 

William  A.  McRobbie,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  &  Safety,  said  it 
was  cheaper  for  the  City  to  pay  two  hours  overtime  than  to  try  to 
group  the  jobs  together  to  provide  8-hour  jobs.     The  work  is  not 
consecutive . 

i-'ir.  McRobbie  said  the  Civil  Service  Commission  could  not  produce 
the  people — many  of  the  jobs  could  not  be  kept  filled  from  the 
Civil  Service  list  because  the  salary  is  so  low. 

John  T.  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A  asked 
to  discuss  the  subject. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  subject  had  been  fully  discussed 
at  the  last  Municipal  Railway  budget  hearing  attended  by  the 
Commission  eight  months  ago.     If  the  item  comes  up  again,  that  is  the 
time  to  discuss  it,  not  here  at  today's  Commission  meeting.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

As  is  well  known,  winter  storms  have  deposited  a  record  snow  pack  on  the  City's 


Tuolumne  River  watershed »    Forecasts  of  runoff  from  the  melting  snow  indicate 
that  this  year's  Tuolumne  River  flow  will  exceed  the  previous  record  high  year, 
1906 0    Fortunately,  March  storms  did  not  increase  the  record  snowpack  substantially. 

This  year,  our  April  1  snow  surveys  were  conducted  entirely  by  helicopter  in  order 
to  prevent  exposure  of  our  snow  surveyors  to  the  danger  of  avalanches. 

Advance  releases  are  being  made  from  the  City's  mountain  reservoirs,  within  safe 
operating  limits,  in  order  to  provide  the  maximum  storage  space  possible  to  store 
the  snowmelt  runoff  later  this  springe     This  procedure  will  contribute  to  the  state 
plan  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  flooding  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

Under  an  emergency  declared  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  a  huge  earth  mass 
above  the  City's  Early  Intake  Road  is  currently  being  removed.    This  earth  mass 
had  been  loosened  by  winter  storms  and  was  threatening  to  wipe  out  the  City's  road 
which  is  the  only  means  of  access  to  the  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm 
Powerhouses .

On  March  29,  1969,  Unit  No.  1  of  the  new  Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  placed  in  operation 
after  replacement  of  several  stator  coils  which  were  damaged  durii;ig  initial  testing. 
Testing  of  both  of  the  units  of  the  new  powerhouse  will  continue  during  April.

Engineering  in  Progress 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  received  for  the  relocation  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  at  the  crossing  of  the  South  Fork  of  the  Tuolumne  River,    These  were 
prepared  by  Woodward,  Clyde  and  Associates  and  are  being  reviewed  by  the  Engineer- 
ing Division. 

The  plans  for  the  encasement  of  the  Red  Mountain  Bar  Siphon  as  prepared  by  Clair  A. 
Hill  &  Associates  have  been  received  and  are  being  reviewed.    The  siphon  will  be 
inundated  by  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  when  it  is  completed.    Plans  for  the 
relocation  and  protection  of  the  transmission  line  at  Red  Mountain  Bar  will  be 
ready  next  month. 

During  the  month,  work  was  in  progress  on  plans  for  the  construction  of  three 
employee  cottages  at  Early  Intake,  repair  of  Early  Intake  Dam,  alterations  to 
the  wasteway  at  Red  Mountain  Bar  Siphon,  repair  of  Moccasin  Penstock  saddle 
supports,  additional  metering  equipment  at  Oakdale  Substation,  and  for  the 
disposal  of  machinery  and  equipment  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse, 

Preparations  have  been  made  for  the  conduct  of  acceptance  tests  on  the  generators 
and  turbines  at  New  Moccasin  Powerhouse.    These  tests  are  scheduled  for  the  period 
April  7  through  18. 

Studies  continued  on  the  solution  to  the  problem  of  maintaining  aqueduct  flow  to 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  during  periods  when  Moccasin  Upper  Dam  is  over- 
topped and  Moccasin  Afterbay  is  contaminated.

PUBLIC  HEARI^vfG  to  consider  revision  of  the  schedule  of  rates  to  be 

charged  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  for 
water  service  in  San  Francisco  and  suburban  areas. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
has  received  several  requests  for  postponement  of  the  hearing  to 
permit  consumers  to  study  the  findings  of  the  Water  Department. 
Some  have  requested  postponement  to  July  29  and  others  have  asked 
for  30  days.     Rather  than  read  all  the  communications.  Commissioner 
McDonnell  asked  the  Secretary  to  read  the  telegram  received  from 
Mrs.  Jean  Fassler,  Vice  Chairman,  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Super- 
visors s 

"On  behalf  of  San  Mateo  County  agencies  and  users  urge 
postponement  public  hearing  in  order  to  give  adequate 
time  to  review  detailed  reasons  for  change  in  water 
rates.     Notice  so  short  is  unjust  to  local  agencies 
and  staff. " 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Carr  and  the  Water  Department  staff 
if  a  postponement  in  the  hearing  would  create  any  problem. 

Mr,  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  no  deadline  had  been  set  but 
that  the  Commission  had  asked  that  this  be  done  in  time  to  go  into 
effect  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  after  discussion  with  the  staff,  commented 
tnat  a  delay  until  July  was  excessive.     He  proposed  that  the  Commission 
proceed  with  the  hearing  and  then  continue  it  at  the  May  20  regular 
Commission  meeting.     This  would  give  the  customers  more  time  to 
review  the  study. 

The  Commission  then  invited  comment  from  those  who  would  be  unable 
to  attend  the  May  20  meeting. 
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Tne  following  people  spokes 

Thomas  ii.  Jenkins,  Attorney,   #1  Kearny  Street,  San  Francisco,  repre- 
senting tne  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association  (some 
26  entities);  representing  some  special  agencies;  and  also 
appearing  as  i4ayor  of  City  of  San  Carlos. 

He  urged  a  longer  delay.     Water  users  needed  time ,  he  said,  to 
study  the  proposals,  receive  and  review  the  yet  unpublished 
Daniel-i4ann-Johnson-Mendenhall  report  containing  the  $105  million 
capital  improvement  program  proposed  to  be  financed  with  the 
increased  water  rates. 

He  stated  he  was  not  suggesting  a  rate  increase  was  not  merited 
and  could  not  be  justified. 

A.  Crawford  Greene,  Counsel  for  the  California  Water  Service  Company, 
offered  similar  comments. 

James  L.  McNally,  Counsel,  Department  of  i^Javy,  Western  Division, 

i^Iaval  Facilities  Engineering  Command,  San  Bruno,  filed  with  the 
Commission  a  "Statement  of  Position"  by  the  Department  of  the 
Navy,  recomraending  that  "the  Commission  afford  all  interested 
parties  an  opportunity  to  present  appropriate  information  for 
its  review  and  use  in  making  its  final  decision."     He  also  asked 
for  an  extension  of  90  days  to  consider  the  effect  of  this  pro- 
posed rate  increase  and  possibly  the  effect  in  terms  of  the  Raker 
Act. 

Robert  Booth,  Assistant  City  Attorney,  City  of  Palo  Alto,  agreed 
with  comments  of  the  previous  three  speakers.     Asked  for  a  delay 
until  at  least  July  29, 

Warren  A.  McClure ,  President,  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association, 
General  Manager,  Belmont  Water  District,  presented  a  prepared 
statement  requesting  continuation  to  July  29.     Said  he  would  be 
out  of  town  on  May  20. 

Jeptha  A.  vJade,  Jr.,  Chief  Engineer,  California  Water  Service  Company, 
said  the  National  Conference  of  the  AWI^A  takes  place  the  week  of 
i4ay  18.     Therefore  the  May  20  date  would  be  inconvenient  to  many. 

Wayne  McFadden,  Estero  Water  District,  asked  delay  until  July  29,  in 
order  to  receive  and  review  the  data  in  the  DMJM  Report. 

Harold  Schenk,  a  San  Francisco  resident,  apartment  operator,  stated 
that  during  the  campaign  for  the  last  Water  Department  bond  issue 
the  people  were  promised  passage  would  provide  advantages  and 
supply  better  water,  with  no  rate  increase. 

He  declared  that  while  home  owners  would  be  getting  off  without 
a  rate  increase,  the  apartment  house  owners  would  have  to  pass 
the  higher  water  bills  on  to  their  tenants.     Said  it  is  only 
fair,  if  there  is  to  be  a  rate  increase,  that  all  the  voters 
should  be  required  to  participate  in  it.

Last  night  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  conducted 
a  hearing  on  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  1969-70  budget. 
Mr,  Carr  said  some  reductions  were  made  on  a  priority  basis.

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  May  7,  1969  is  the  deadline  for  submission 
of  Dond  issue  items  to  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee, 
The  Conmiittee  meets  on  May  9,  1969  to  consider  the  items. 
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At  the  next  Conimission  meeting  on  May  6,   1969,  Mr,  Carr  will  present 
for  approval  his  and  staff's  recommendations  for  a  general  obligation 
bond  issue  for  a  Municipal  Railway  improvement  program  to  be  placed 
before  the  electorate  at  the  November  4,  1969  general  election.  It 
will  consist  of  items  needed  to  make  operable  the  fleet  of  vehicles 
purchased  by  non-profit  financing. 

****** 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  at  the  time  of  the  1969-70  budget  hearing 
before  the  Finance  Committee,  Supervisor  Tamaras  requested  that  the 
Utilities  Commission  explore  repayments  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
on  those  revenue-producing  facilities  where  the  taxpayers  originally 
made  a  contribution. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  presently  self-supporting  Hetch  Hetchy,  the 
taxpayers  invested  around  $36  million.     The  Airport  cost  the  taxpayer 
about  $2  3  million  before  it  became  a  going  concern,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  had  suggested  a  formula  be  devised  that  would 
allow  the  return  of  the  original  contribution  to  the  taxpayers. 

Mr.  Carr  said  there  was  no  demand  for  transfer  of  a  surplus,  but  it 
was  a  procedure  that  might  be  adopted. 

Under  the  present  situation,  transfer  of  Utilities  monies  into  the 
general  fund  under  Section  129  is  permissible  only  when  surpluses 
exceed  25%  of  the  operating  costs  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

With  regard  to  discounts,  Mr.  Bourne  said  this  is  a  matter  of 
Utilities  rate  fixing.     It  is  permissible  to  discriminate  between 
Utilities  customers  so  that  you  may  have  appropriate  reasons  for 
giving  different  prices  for  different  categories  of  Utilities 
customers . 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  power  rates  to  the  Municipal  Railway 
might  be  at  a  discount,  which  would  in  effect  reduce  the  taxpayers' 
load. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  questions  regarding  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
System  revenues  and  the  point  at  which  they  might  be  declared  surplus. 

i^ir.  Bourne  said  that  would  have  to  be  a  voluntary  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Utilities. 

Mr.  Carr  also  pointed  out  that  revenues  from  the  "good"  years  have 
to  be  set  aside  for  capital  improvements .

V?ATER  QUALITY 

The  turbidity  levels  at  all  Alameda  and  Peninsula 
reservoirs  improved  in  the  absence  of  heavy  rainfall  during 
the  month.    The  bacteriological  quality  of  all  water  served 
remained  well  within  the  limits  of  the  U,  S.  Public  Health 
Drinking  Water  Standards. 

In  March,  a  total  of  55*5^0  feet  of  water  mains,  up 
to  and  including  12-inch  diameter  pipe,  was  flushed  in  various 
areas  which  included  portions  of  the  University  Mound  and 
Lombard  pressure  zones,  the  general  area  bounded  by  Taylor, 
Pine,  Chestnut  and  Leavenworth  Streets,  and  portions  of  the 
Merced  Manor  system,  the  general  areas  west  of  40th  Avenue 
an^  north  of  Sloat  Boulevard. 


VfATER  C0NT)IT1:QN3 

Rainfall  during  March  was  below  normal  for  the  month. 
Seasonal  rainfall  measured  at  four  key  gaging  stations  of 
those  operated  by  the  Department  averaged  119^  of  normal, 
with  the  lowest  station  barely  normal  at  99«5^. 

Although  rainfall  at  Calaveras  Gaging  Station  was 
approximately  ^1%  of  normal  for  the  month,  runoff  from  this 
moderate  precipitation  over  the  large  watershed  area  has  main- 
tained a  continuous  flow  over  the  Calaveras  spillway.  Approx- 
imately 8.^  billion  gallons  passed  over  the  spillway  between 
February  25  (start  of  spill)  and  April  l8  (latest  report). 

Crystal  Springs  reservoir  ceased  spilling  on  March  14, 
with  a  total  of  388  million  gallons  wasted  over  the  spillway. 

The  Department  started  releasing  water  into  Lake 
Merced  on  March  24  to  raise  the  water  level  while  excess 
water  was  available  in  Peninsula  reservoirs.    This  release 
continued  to  April  9,  with  a  total  of  I78  million  gallons 
released.    The  water  level  was  raised  two  feet.

STATE  PARK  AND  RECREATION  MEETTNPx 

Mr,  Rosen,  Peninsula  Division  Manager,  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  San  Mateo  Parkways  and  Scenic  Roadways  Sub- 
committee at  Canada  College  on  March  26,  called  by  William  P, 
Mott,  Jr,,  Director  of  State  Parks  and  Recreation.     The  purpose 
was  the  implementation  of  a  four-county  Joint  effort  (San  Fran- 
cisco, San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz)  to  establish  a 
regional  recreation  scenic  route  from  Santa  Cruz  County  to  San 
Francisco,     It  was  agreed  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  estab- 
list  a  Joint  four-county  agency  composed  of  delegates  from  the 
respective  Boards  of  Supervisors  who,  in  turn,  will  study  and 
recommend  a  scenic  route.    This  route  will  be  along  the  Western 
edge  of  the  Crystal  Springs  watershed.    A  resolution  was  passed 
calling  upon  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  to  establish  the  agency.

Total  payments  for  the  Department's  share  of  the  I968 
walnut  crop  were  $30,493  —  the  highest  in  the  past  five  years.

Consideration  of  resolution  approving  Municipal  Railway  improvement 

program  to  be  financed  by  general  obligation  bond  issue  in  amount 
of  $54  million  to  be  placed  before  the  electorate  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  approval  at  the  general  election  to 
be  held  on  November  4,  1969. 
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Commissioner  Chase  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

He  said  that  this  program  to  finance  Municipal  Railway  shops,  garages, 
new  streetcar  tracks,  safety  device,     waiting  shelters,  and  other 
related  items  will  lessen  the  degree  of  obsolescence  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  system,  which  has  been  neglected  over  the  years  to  a  point  of 
no  return,  where  the  City  is  faced  with  a  real  problem.     Not  only 
this ,  but  there  is  the  problem  of  accommodating  the  system  to  BART 
and  planning  how  it  is  going  to  fit  in — this  involves  financing. 
On  top  of  this.  Commissioner  Chase  pointed  out,  inflation  is  running 
against  the  system  and  brutally  high  maintenance  costs  are  being 
enco\mtered. 

Commissioner  Chase  stated  that  whether  the  timing  is  liked  or  not, 
the  Commission  has  no  choice  but  to  go  ahead  and  attempt  to  have 
this  approved.     He  said  the  General  Manager's  report  is  sufficient 
to  convince  him  that  the  problem  is  critical  and  must  be  met. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the  motion  for  adoption. 

Mr.  Carr  outlined  the  proposed  six-year  program  of  transit  improve- 
ments developed  by  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  transit  consultants.     The  financing  of 
the  program  and  the  debt  service  needs  were  computed  by  Assistant 
General  Manager,  Finance,  VJilliam  J.  Dwyer  and  his  staff. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  as  set  forth  in  detail  in  his  memorandum  of  recom- 
mendation to  the  Commission  dated  May  2,  1969,  essentially  this  is 
a  program  that  will  keep  in  operation  all  five  of  the  streetcar  lines.. 

John  C.  Kohl  gave  a  report  on  the  role  of  the  three  transit  consultants 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  preparation  and  review  of 
the  proposed  improvement  program  and  transportation  plan. 

He  was  retained  approximately  one  year  ago,  along  with  the  consultants 
Donald  C.  Hyde  and  John  Curtin. 

In  the  year's  time  they  held  frequent  meetings  with  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  his 
staff,  and  had  several  discussions  among  themselves.     The  objective, 
he  said,  has  been  assisting  the  Municipal  Railway  in  the  "Three  R's" 
of  public  transportation:     A  system  that  is  reachable ,  reliable,  and 
reasonable . 

Reachable,  so  that  coverage  in  the  city  is  such  that  residents  may  go 
where  they  wish  with  ease. 

Reliable,  regular  as  to  schedule  and  service. 

Reasonable ,  both  as  to  fares  and  total  cost  to  the  community. 

Out  of  the  discussions  and  reviews,  it  became  increasingly  clear  that 
instead  of  attempting  to  provide  an  overall,  comprehensive  transit 
plan  at  this  time  which  would  require  very  substantial  capital  outlays, 
it  would  be  far  more  prudent  to  concentrate  onj 

1)  Necessary  adjustments  to  BART  construction  and  operation 
as  it  comes  into  being. 

2)  To  maintain  and  upgrade  the  existing  plant. 
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3)  Keep  the  options  open  for  later  developments  as  the  full 
impact  of  BART  is  felt  throughout  the  area. 

4)  Assess  developments  in  San  Mateo  and  Marin  Counties;  which 
are  to  some  extent  "imponderables"  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  course  of  a  year,  Mr.  Kohl  said  he  personally  made  visits  to 
San  Francisco  on  the  average  of  once  a  month,  but  more  recently  has 
had  many  informal  discussions  with  the  other  two  consultants,  Mr.  Hyde 
and  Mr.  Curtin. 

He  said  the  Municipal  Railway  is  recommending  the  minimum  program 
essential  to  the  maintenance  and  upgrading  of  existing  transit  service 
in  San  Francisco.     It  does  not  encompass  all  of  the  proposals  that 
have  been  made.     It  stresses  adapting  transit  service  to  the  unique 
character  of  San  Francisco  -  its  open,  green,  and  attractive  environ- 
ment . 

For  example,  it  does  not  concentrate  all  its  rail  service  on  a  single 
transit  line;  instead  it  retains  all  five  street  car  lines  -  and  with 
some  replacement  of  trackage  and  repavement  of  track  areas  -  makes 
possible  maximum  conservation  of  facilities  already  in  existence,  and 
provides  elbow  room  for  reasonable  traffic  growth. 

It  does  not  affect  the  trolley  coach  lines  in  any  sense.     It  provides 
for  some  expansion  of  cable  car  service. 

Tne  three  R's  in  the  improvement  program  has  to  do  with  storage 
facilities  for  motor  coaches,  where  Mr.  Kohl  said  he  believed  sub- 
stantial improvements  in  efficiency  and  service  can  result  from 
relocation  of  facilities,  as  well  as  economic  gains  through  improve- 
ment of  existing  properties. 

John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  then  made  a  detailed 
presentation  of  the  six-year  transit  improvement  program  to  be  funded 
by  a  general  obligation  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $54,000,000. 
The  monies  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
construction  of  improvements,  additions,  and  extensions  to  the 
Municipal  Railway,  consisting  of,  but  not  limited  to,  re-railing  of 
streetcar  tracks  and  pavement  reconstruction,  modernization  of  Forest 
Hill  Station,  modernization  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel,  construction  of  new 
rail  car  storage  facilities  and  track  connections,  installation  of 
new  tracks  on  Church  Street  to  Duboce  Portal  of  the  Market  Street 
subway,  construction  of  two  open-cut  stations  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sloat  and  Junipero  Serra  Boulevards,  construction  of  Davis  Street 
station  access  and  platforms,  construct  new  motor  coach  shop  facilities 
for  consolidated  central  and  automotive  shops,  trolley  coach  storage 
and  motor  coach  storage  facilities,  new  passenger  waiting  shelters, 
extension  of  cable  car  line  from  Bay  and  Taylor  Streets  to  Beach  and 
Taylor  Streets,  construct  new  cable  cars  and  rebuild  cable  cars, 
acquisition  of  necessary  land,  purchase  and  installation  of  fare 
collection  and  passenger  guidance  equipment;  and  other  appurtenances 
and  equipment  necessary  for  an  efficiently  operating  modern  urban 
transit  system.

He  assessed  the  economic  feasibility  of  the  recommended  program  as 
follows  I 

1.  Economy  in  Operations 

a.  Reduction  in    Non=Revenue  Miloage 

b.  An  Opportunity  for  Greater  Maintenance  Efficiencies 

2 .  Improved  Service 

a.  Schedule  Reliability  (Savings  in  Running  Time) 

b.  Increased  Capacity 

c.  Greater  Flexibility 

d.  Coordination  with  BART 

The  plan  includes  $8.4  million  for  a  streetcar  storage  facility  on 
publicly-owned  land  beneath  the  Great  Highway  at  the  end  of  Kirkham 
Street.     If  this  is  built,  i4r.  Woods  said,  it  will  free  other  Muni 
properties  for  high  and  better  use. 

The  extension  of  the  subway  west  of  St.  Francis  Circle  has  not  been 
included  because  service  to  the  area  does  not  warrant  expenditure  of 
$20  million  at  this  time. 

The  Commission  discussed  various  aspects  of  the  plan. 

Questions  included; 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  about  coordination  of  fare  collection 
with  BART. 

i-'ir.  Woods  said  coordination  of  fare  collection  is  a  very  compli- 
cated project.     BART  will  use  a  magnetized  fare  ticket,  while  A/C 
Transit  and  Muni  both  have  the  exact  fare  plan.     Numerous  meetings 
have  been  held  to  see  if  a  coordinated  system  of  fare  collection  can 
be  worked  out. 


Responding  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Goldman — 

Mr.  Woods  said  it  is  true  that  once  the  program  is  adopted  and 
made  effective,  there  will  be  no  use  for  the  Ocean  Avenue  and  Kirkland 
motor  coach  yards  and  the  areas  would  then  be  available  for  other  use. 


Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  would  the  cost  be  for  new  rail 
storage  facilities  on  flat  ground  without  the  problem  of  removing  and 
replacing  the  highway? 
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Mr.  vJoods  estimated  that  if  built  on  flat  ground  there  could  be 
probable  saving  of  25  percent  or  more.     City  would  have  to  purchase 
property  which  is  now  on  the  tax  rolls.     The  proposed  plan  utilized 
property  under  the  Park  &  Recreation  jurisdiction,  not  on  the  tax 
rolls.     Also,  looking  to  the  future,  if  the  Richmond  rapid  transit 
corridor  were  to  be  built,  this  facility  could  be  expanded  for  storage 
of  the  rapid  transit  vehicles  required  for  that  line. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  it  all  looked  good  on  paper,  but  there 
were  other  facets  the  Commission  must  be  concerned  about.     He  said  he 
was  really  not  convinced  that  a  delay  until  the  June,  1970,  ballot 
might  not  well  end  in  savings.     This  would  allow  time  for  refinement 
and  for  some  of  the  questions  which  had  to  be  acted  on  quickly. 

i4r.  Woods  said  because  of  inflationary  trends,  any  long  delay 
may  cramp  the  construction  schedule  to  such  an  extent  City  could  not 
coordinate  its  new  service  with  BART's  opening,  which  BART  says  will 
be  mid-72.     He  said  BART's  construction  schedule  should  be  made 
available  in  the  near  future. 


Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  what  was  the  alternative  if  the 
public  votes  negatively,  and  was  the  Muni  prepared  for  an  alternative? 

Mr.  VJoods  said  in  that  case  a  good  long  look  would  have  to  be 
taken — that  the  Muni  may  not  be  able  to  meet  with  BART's  date  then. 
The  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  could  break  the  proposal 
down  into  a  pair  of  bond  issues  if  it  wished.     He  said  there  were 
also  other  means  to  utilize  for  financing. 


Commissioner  Goldmcin  felt  that  in  submission  of  the  proposal 
there  should  be  some  refinement  as  to  possible  income.     This  would 
assist  the  CIAC  in  its  decision.     He  mentioned  the  two  present 
storage  facilities  with  some  $8  million  value  between  them  indicated 
for  better  use.     He  said  he  was  not  suggesting  they  be  sold,  but 
that  they  be  subject  to  lease. 


Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  if  the  17<:  tax  rate  was  a  single 
increase  or  would  it  be  multiplied  as  additional  bond  indebtedness  is 
assumed? 

i4r.  Dwyer  replied  the  17<:  was  the  average  increase  in  tax  rate 
over  20  years. 


The  following  people  spoke  on  the  subjects 

Thomas  Standing,  3618  22nd  Street,  Upper  Noe  Valley  Improvement  Club, 
was  in  favor  of  retention  of  "J"  Line  and  all  five  streetcar 
lines,  and  concerned  about  what  changes  would  be  involved  if  the 
bond  issue  failed  to  pass, 

Samuel  Vigil,  65  Oakwood,  Upper  Noe  Valley  Improvement  Club,  asked 
what  the  plans  were  with  respect  to  maintenance  yards  if  the 
people  refused  to  allow  money  for  them  by  failing  to  pass  the 
bond  issue. 
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Mr.  Woods  replied  that  the  plan  would  be  to  replace  existing 
yards  and  either  lease  or  sell  the  property.     If  financing  for 
the  new  program  were  not  granted,  the  Railway  might  have  to 
make  alterations  to  the  existing  facilities  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  new  equipment  and  would  have  to  obtain  funds 
from  some  place  for  this  purpose.     It  would  be  developing  a 
very  serious  problem  and  offering  no  solution. 

Marguerite  Warren,  Sunset  Improvement  Club  Transportation  Committee, 

asked  whether  escalators  could  be  used  rather  thcin  the  recommendec 
elevator  service  in  the  Forest  Hill  Station. 

Mr.  vJoods  replied  either  system  could  be  used?  the  escalator 
plan  would  call  for  a  series  of  ramps. 

She  said  she  thought  the  construction  of  the  Davis  Street  Station 
was  to  be  accomplished  through  allocation  out  of  Golden  Gateway 
funds . 

Mr.  Woods  explained  the  approved  proposal  of  tax  incremental 
bonds  permitted  enough  only  to  construct  a  shell.     It  was 
necessary  now  to  complete  the  station  or  BART  would  go  through 
and  stop  at  Montgomery  Street. 

Miss  Warren  asked  how,  in  the  event  the  properties  at  Kirkland 
and  Ocean  were  sold,  could  this  money  be  tied  into  the  bond 
issue  and  returned  to  the  Municipal  Railway  and  not  be  used  for 
some  other  purpose. 

Mr.  Carr  said  if  the  property  were  to  be  leased,  the  money  would 
go  to  assist  in  the  Municipal  Railway  operation.     If  it  were  to  be 
sold,  it  was  his  understanding  that  with  that  money  available 
the  Commission  would  not  have  to  appropriate  that  amount  in  the 
bond  issue. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  advised  that  under 
the  Charter,  proceeds  from  sale  or  lease  must  be  returned  to 
the  utility  from  which  funds  were  used  to  acquire  the  property. 
Then,  if  the  Railway  were  able  to  acquire  monies  through  lease 
or  sale  of  property,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  sell  all  of  the 
bonds . 

Miss  Warren  asked  what  the  consideration  would  be  for  acquiring 
the  property  under  the  Great  Highway? 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  property  was  owned  by  the  City,  Park  &  Recrea- 
tion Department,  and  the  Commission  would  only  be  asking  for 
sub-surface  rights. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  any  commitment  from  the  Park  & 
Recreation  has  been  given? 

According  to  Mr.  Woods,  the  Railway  does  not  have  written 
commitment  from  Park  &  Recreation,  but  meetings  have  been  held 
with  the  staff.     He  could  not  see  one  City  department  obstructing 
another  City  department  in  a  matter  of  this  importance.     The  City 
Planning  Commission  had  written  saying  this  is  its  second  choice. 

Edith  St.  Cyr,  said  as  a  taxpayer  she  was  in  favor  of  leasing.  If 

City  leases  the  land  it  always  has  an  income — if  the  City  sells 
the  land,  it  uses  up  the  money  and  it  is  gone. 
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Chris  Pagni,  1650  Dolores  Street,  was  interested  in  the  repair  aspect, 
removal  of  tracks,  and  the  rerouting  of  vehicles  in  the  Duboce- 
Market  station  area  during  BART  construction  with  said  re-routing 
to  be  done  at  BART  expense. 

i^orman  Rolfe,  1188  Green  Street,  spoke  relative  to  the  Duboce  Station, 
and  opposing  cars  crossing  each  other's  path  underground.  He 
submitted  that  this  was  dangerous.     He  said  the  composite  report 
called  for  two  portals — one  at  Church  and  one  at  Duboce.  If 
there  is  to  be  only  one  portal,  the  extra  money  could  be  used 
for  grade  separation. 

Michael  Wilmar,  257  Liberty  Street,  spoke  on  alternate  financing. 
He  said  he  would  do  all  he  could  to  see  the  bond  issue  pass, 
but  frankly  felt  that  a  limit  had  been  reached  on  the  railway 
taxation.     He  asked  if  any  provision  had  been  made  for  possible 
financing  through; 

1,  Federal  monies 

2.  Enabling  legislation  to  provide  for  Federal  funds  or 
State  funds 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  if  the  bond  issue  is  successful,  application 
would  be  made  to  the  Federal  government  for  a  grant — it  would  be 
premature  to  make  application  before  you  have  the  matching  funds. 
Insofar  as  Federal  aid  to  mass  transit  was  concerned,  he  said 
the  American  Transit  Association  has  a  lobbyist  in  Washington 
to  investigate  all  possibilities;  they  are  presently  advocating 
a  trust  fund  so  that  this  money  would  be  there  for  allocation 
to  the  states . 

Richard  Harcourt  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  felt  that 
City  would  have  a  difficult  time  in  obtaining  Federal  funding. 
He  asked  Mr.  Dwyer  to  explain  the  17<:  tax  rate,  and  remarked 
that  City  is  already  committed  to  $51  million  over  5  or  6  years 
for  the  Railway  fleet. 


On  roll  call  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  69-02  87 
approving  the  Bond  issue  plan. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  complimented  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Woods  and  his 
staff  for  the  comprehensive  plan.     He  said  when  the  Bond  issue  pro- 
posal goes  to  the  CIAC  it  will  be  part  of  their  problem  to  determine 
whether  City  credit  could  hcindle  it,  and  whether  there  will  be  room 
for  this  bond  issue  along  with  those  which  will  be  presented  by  other 
City  departments .

Gentlemen: 

A  bond  issue  to  finance  Municipal  Railway  shops,  garages, 
new  streetcar  tracks,  safety  devices,  and  other  related 
items  has  been  under  discussion  for  some  time.     Now  that 
new  vehicles  are  on  order,   it  becomes  more  urgent  that 
these  improvements  be  made  so  that  Muni  operations  can  be 
fully  coordinated  with  those  of  BART. 

As  I  reported  to  you  last  week,  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Mellon, 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  Chairman  of  the  Capital 
Improvements  Advisory  Committee,  has  informed  me  that  if 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  to  submit  a  bond  program 
for  Municipal  Railway  improvements,   it  must  do  so  by  May  7. 
The  Capital  Improvements  Advisory  Committee  will  consider 
the  proposal  on  May  9. 

Therefore,  in  accordance  with  Section  121  of  the  City 
Charter,  I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  a  bond 
fund  transit  improvement  program  to  be  funded  by  a  general 
obligation  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $54  million. 

The  program  contains  the  basis  for  a  bond  issue  to  be 
proposed  to  the  electorate  on  November  4,  1969,  to  finance 
a  six-year  program  of  transit  improvements. 

The  details  of  the  improvem.ent  program  are  included  in  the 
attached  memorandum  from  John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager  of 
the  Municipal  Railway.     The  financing  of  the  program  and  the 
debt  service  needs  have  been  computed  by  Assistant  General 
Manager,  Finance,  William  J.   Dwyer  and  his  staff.

An  essential  element  of  the  program  is  the  recommendation 
that  all  five  streetcar  lines  be  retained.  Using  subway 
surface  cars  in  the  Muni-BART  tunnel  on  Market  Street  and 
running  on  the  surface  outside  the  tunnels  will  result  in 
running  time  savings  on  the  five  lines  varying  from 
approximately  10  to  15  minutes.  The  tables  showing  these 
savings  are  included  in  Mr.  Woods'  memorandum. 

Your  staff  has  considered  the  former  proposal  that  the 
"n"  line  be  depressed  from  Sloat  Boulevard  to  Holloway 
Avenue  at  San  Francisco  State  College.     The  cost  of  such 
construction  would  be  about  $20  million. 

I  find  that  the  3  or  4  minutes  that  might  be  saved  in  travel 
time  do  not  justify  this  expenditure.     The  depressed  line, 
therefore,  has  been  deleted  from  the  bond  proposal.  However, 
depressed  stations  will  be  constructed  on  both  the  "M"  and 
"K"  lines  just  south  of  Sloat  Boulevard  where  the  subway- surface 
cars  will  emerge  from  the  BART  subway. 

With  the  assistance  of  transit  consultants,  Mr.  Woods  has 
considered  several  alternative  approaches  but  is  convinced 
that  this  program  best  fits  the  particular  needs  of  San 
Francisco . 

At  the  present  time  we  have  every  indication  that  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  will  continue  their  travel  preferences 
for  streetcar  lines.     Therefore,  I  think  this  program,  v/ith 
its  flexibility,  makes  optimum  use  of  the  investment  San 
Franciscans  have  made  in  their  transit  system  and  that  being 
developed  by  BART. 

Another  feature  of  the  improvement  program  is  the  storage  of 
equipment  under  the  Great  Highway  at  Ocean  Beach.     This  can 
be  done  with  savings  in  operations  not  possible  under  present 
procedures.     All  in  all,  Mr.  Woods  has  thoroughly  reviewed 
the  various  possibilities  and  has  produced  a  sound  transit 
improvement  program  tailored  closely  to  the  needs  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  San  Franciscans  gave  the 
Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  bond  issue  its  strongest 
support  in  the  November,  1962,  election.     This  $54  million 
bond  issue  will  provide  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
with  a  serviceable  urban  transit  system. 
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The  $54  million  bond  issue,  with  bonds  to  be  sold  over  a 
six-year  period,  would  represent  an  increase  of  approximately 
17<:  on  the  tax  rate.     At  the  present  rate,   this  would  mean 
a  little  less  than  $.90  monthly  for  a  $25,000  home.  We 
believe  the  people  of  San  Francisco  will  choose  to  move 
forward  with  an  improved  transit  program  which  has  been 
desired  by  City  residents  for  many,  many  years. 

For  your  ready  reference.  Section  121  of  the  City  Charter, 
which  refers  to  my  responsibilities  reads  as  follows s 

"The  public  utilities  commission  shall  have 
charge  of  the  construction,  management, 
supervision,  maintenance,  extension,  operation 
and  control  of  all  public  utilities  and  other 
properties  used,  owned,  acquired,   leased  or 
constructed  by  the  city  and  county,  including 
airports,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  any  public 
utility  service  to  the  city  and  county  and  its 
inhabitants,  to  territory  outside  the  limits  of 
the  city  and  county,  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof . 

"The  commission  shall  locate  and  determine  the 
character  and  type  of  all  construction  and 
additions,  betterments  and  extensions  to  utilities 
under  its  control,  and  shall  determine  the  policy 
for  such  construction  or  the  making  of  such 
additions,  betterments  and  extensions  from  the 
public  funds  under  its  jurisdiction  provided  that 
in  each  such  case  it  shall  secure  the  recommendations 
of  the  manager  of  utilities,  which  shall  be 
presented  in  v^riting  and  shall  include  analyses  of 
cost,  service  and  estimated  revenues  of  all  proposed 
or  feasible  alternatives  in  cases  where  it  is  deemed 
by  the  manager  that  such  alternatives  exist."

SIX- YEAR  TRANSIT  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  —  May  1969 


There  is  community-wide  recognition  of  the  need  for  essential 
improvements  and  additions  to  the  Municipal  Railway  system. 

Submitted  herewith  is  a  six-year  program  recommended  by  the 
staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  transit  consultants  to 
accomplish  these  objectives. 

Physical  plant  reconstruction,  improvement,  and  rehabilitation 
responsibilities  have  been  delayed  during  the  years  for 
various  reasons.     Major  projects  have  been  deferred  because 
of  inadequate  financial  resources--with  only  those  betterments 
accomplished  that  have  been  vital  to  safety  and  continued 
operation  of  the  system. 
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It  has  been  possible,  through  accelerated  mainterxance 
expenditures,  to  defer  many  measures.     Others  have  been 
deliberately  delayed  pending  firm  indications 
that  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District   (BART)  system 
would  be  completed  within  the  City  as  planned. 

Now  with  BART's  regional  system  assured,   serious  prosecution 
of  the  Muni's  own  improvement  must  be  undertaken,   if  the 
City  is  to  utilize  advantageously  the  BART-constructed 
Market  Street  subway  and  outer  Market  extension. 

Sharply  rising  costs  of  operation  are  imposing  a  burden 
upon  the  people  of  San  Francisco  that  can  only  be  relieved 
by  substantial  changes  in  plant  which  will  permit  increased 
efficiencies . 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  already  recommended 
one  step  to  accomplish  modernization  of  this  nature  through 
transfer  of  the  Muni's  electrical  plant  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  and  Power  System,  a  revenue  supported  department  with 
considerable  technical  resources  and  ability  to  do  the  job. 

Extensive  reviews  of  the  numerous  transportation  planning 
studies  in  San  Francisco,   and  particularly  of  those  proposals 
resulting  from  the  comprehensive  Northern  California  Transit 
Demonstration  Project  in  1967,   have  identified  those 
improvements  which  promise  substantial  advances  in  the  reliability 
and  quality  of  transit  service,  as  well  as  real  economies  in 
the  operations  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

A  total  program  of  $54,000,000  to  be  accomplished  over  a 
period  of  six  years,  as  outlined  in  Table  I,  which  accompanies 
this  presentation,   is  recommended  by  the  staff  and  myself, 
and  by  the  Railway's  transit  consultants. 

Of  great  importance  in  the  formulation  of  this  program  is  the 
decision  to  recommend  continuation  of  the  five  existing 
streetcar  lines--J,  K,  L,  M,  and  N  lines — and  their  conversion 
to  subway-surface  operation  in  the  new  Market  Street  subway 
and  on  existing  trackage  beyond  the  tunnel  portions, 

A  combination  of  circumstances — including  the  City's  topography 
and  residential  density--have  caused  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
to  rely  heavily  on  public  transportation.     It  is  well  known 
that  their  patronage  of  the  Muni,  which  has  been  constant 
over  the  years,  has  m.ade  per  capita  transit  use  here  second 
only  to  that  in  New  York  City. 
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These  five  streetcar  lines  in  my  opinion  have  contributed 
largely  to  this  fortunate  state  of  transit  affairs;  and  I 
am  confident  that  acquisition  of  modern  and  efficient 
articulated  rail  cars  will  make  the  service  even  more  popular 
than  it  is  today.     I  strongly  recommend  retention  of  the 
five  lines. 

Naturally,  some  of  the  projects  included  in  the  recommended 
program  are  required  for  continued  operation  of  the  streetcar 
lines . 

For  example,  a  new  rail  car  shop  and  storage  facility  is 
contemplated  in  the  outer  Sunset  section  on  a  site  suitable 
for  operations  and  acceptable  to  all  City  departments  concerned. 
Functional  site  possibilities  exist  that  are  located  on 
publicly  owned  land — an  important  factor,   inasmuch  as  it  would 
eliminate  the  costly  necessity  for  acquiring  valuable  private 
property  through  condemnation. 

Also  included  in  the  program  are  those  projects  necessary  to 
achieve  desirable  consolidation  of  motor  coach  shop  facilities 
and  to  relocate  motor  coach  storage  areas  so  as  to  minimize 
non-revenue  mileage  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  scheduled 
runs,  and  to  facilitate  assignment  of  equipment  to  particular 
routes . 

Extension  of  Powell-Mason  Cable  Car  trackage  to  Beach  and 
Taylor  Streets  and  the  essential  renewal  of  rails  and 
reconstruction  of  track  on  all  cable  car  lines  is  recommended 
in  the  program. 

The  succeeding  section  of  this  presentation  describes  all  of 
the  proposed  projects  and  furnishes  estimates  of  their  costs. 
The  Railway's  engineering  staff  has  prepared  preliminary 
studies  and  detailed  costs  of  each  project. 

A  final  section  details  various  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
proposed  improvements,  and  assesses  the  economic  feasibility 
of  the  recommended  program.

The  rails  in  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  have  not  been 
replaced  since  1939.     Their  poor  condition  causes 
side  sway  and  vertical  oscillation  in  vehicles 
operating  through  the  tunnel.     With  acquisition 
of  nev7  subway-surface  cars,   this  roadbed  should 
be  brought  up  to  optimum  standards  in  order  to 
permit  higher  velocity  operation  of  vehicles 
through  the  tunnel. 

The  "J"  line  was  constructed  in  1916;  and,  with 
the  exception  of  two  short  sections,  has  never 
been  re-railed. 

The  "K"  line  was  re-railed  in  1951  between  the 
Phelan  Loop  and  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  and  is 
in  good  condition.     However,  the  portion  of  the 
line  in  the  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  right-of-way 
has  been  in  operation  since  1918.     Funds  provided 
under  this  item  would  cover  the  cost  of  replacement. 
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The  "N"  line  was  built  in  1928  and  has  never  been 
re-railed.     It  is  the  City's  most  heavily 
patronized  streetcar  line.     Numerous  complaints 
have  been  received  from  residents  along  the  line 
because  of  excess  vibration,  and  considerable 
corrective  work  has  been  done.     Re-railing  will 
solve  this  problem  entirely. 

The  "L"  line  is  the  second  heaviest  traveled 
streetcar  line  in  the  Municipal  Railway  system. 
Some  sections  of  rail  on  this  route  were 
installed  in  1918,  and  have  never  been  replaced. 
Others  were  installed  in  1923,  and  they,  too, 
are  in  poor  condition.     Complaints  of  excess 
vibration  have  also  been  received  from  residents 
adjacent  to  this  route. 

The  rail  on  the  "'^1"  line  has  not  been  subject 
to  the  heavy  use  characteristic  of  other  lines, 
and  has  an  estimated  remaining  life  of  10  to  15 
years.     However,  the  pavement  between  the  rails 
and  the  basalt  header  blocks  along  the  rails 
are  in  poor  condition.     The  funds  requested  under 
this  item  would  restore  the  street  surface  to 
good  condition. 

The  streetcar  tracks  between  Ocean  and  Phelan 
Avenues  and  the  Geneva  Avenue  Car  House  will  be 
surplus  after  we  relocate  the  storage  facilities 
for  the  subway-surface  vehicles.     It  is  the 
Municipal  Railway's  obligation  to  remove  these 
tracks  and  restore  the  pavement  within  the  track 
area;  and  funds  requested  under  this  item  be  for 
this  purpose. 

b.     Forest  Hill  Station  1969  Est.  Cost  $1,800,000 

The  station's  existing  antiquated  elevator  service 
gives  patrons  the  choice  of  waiting  or  walking 
the  60-foot  vertical  distance  from  station  to 
platform  level.     The  modernized  station's  six 
new  hydraulic  elevators  will  eliminate  the  need 
for  stair  climbing,  although  a  new  crossover  and 
stairway  to  grade  will  be  added  at  each  end  of 
the  platform  for  emergency  egress  only. 
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The  height  of  existing  platforms  will  be 
adjusted  to  match  the  floor  level  of  the  new 
transit  cars.     A  grade-separation  pedestrian 
crossing  over  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  will  be 
added.     Fare-collection  equipment  will  be 
installed  in  the  existing  station  lobby  along 
with  other  general  improvements. 

c.     Twin  Peaks  Tunnel         1969  Est.   Cost  $860,000 

The  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  has  been  in  service  for 
over  50  years  without  any  major  replacement  or 
reconstruction  work.     There  has  been  partial 
deterioration  of  tunnel  lining  in  certain  areas 
due  to  corrosion  of  the  reinforcing  steel  by 
ground  water. 

The  false  roof  in  the  crown  of  the  tunnel,  which 
forms  the  ventilating  duct,   is  supported  by 
metal  hangers  which  are  subject  to  corrosion 
and  are  in  dire  need  of  replacement. 

2.     New  Construction 

a.     New  Rail  Car  Storage  and  Service  1969 

Facility  and  Track  Connection  Est.  Cost  $8,450,000 

Streetcars  are  presently  stored  and  maintained 
in  the  vicinity  of  San  Jose  and  Geneva  Avenues, 
over  a  half-mile  beyond  the  end  of  one  of  the 
less  heavily  traveled  lines.     Under  this  bond 
program  the  streetcar  storage  and  maintenance 
facility  will  be  relocated  near  the  end  of  the 
most  heavily  traveled  line,  with  a  connection 
to  the  next  most  heavily  traveled  line. 

The  nevj  streetcar  storage  and  maintenance  building 
will  be  constructed  in  the  western  part  of  the 
City,  near  the  end  of  the  "L"  or  "N"  line,     A  new 
track  will  connect  both  lines  to  the  new  storage 
building.     Adequate  off-street  employee  parking 
will  be  provided. 

During  morning  hours  "N"  streetcars  must  now 
travel  from  the  carbarn  along  the  "K"  route  to 
Eleventh  and  Market  Streets  and  return  to  the 
beach  before  picking  up  their  first  inbound 
passengers.     "L"  streetcars  must  now  travel  to 
West  Portal  on  the  "K"  line,  and  then  to  the 
beach  to  pick  up  their  first  inbound  passengers. 
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With  streetcar  storage  in  the  outer  Sunset-Parkside/ 
"L"  and  "N"  streetcars  will  save  miles  of  travel 
between  the  storage  barn  and  the  beginning  of 
their  scheduled  runs.     Even  the  "J"  streetcars 
will  have  less  distance  to  travel  to  start  their 
runs.     These  savings  will  more  than  offset  the 
extra  travel  times  on  the  "K"  and  "M"  lines. 

b.  Safety  Train  Control  for  Subway  1969 

Est.   Cost  $1,350,000 

This  item  will  include  safety  devices  which  will 
automatically  insure  safe  operation  of  vehicles. 
These  devices  will  allow  reduction  of  headways 
to  safe  minimums  and  velocities  to  safe  maximums 
by  providing  green,  red,  and  yellow  aspects  to 
vehicle  operators. 

Sonic  signals  will  provide  velocity  and  distance 
inputs  to  wayside  and  vehicle  transducers  which 
will  override  operator  controls  should  safety 
rules  be  violated. 

c.  Fare  Collection  and  Passenger  1969 

Guidance  Equipment   Est.  Cost  $1,150,000 


The  subway  stations,  which  are  to  be  constructed 
by  BART,  will  not  include  fare  collection  or 
passenger  guidance  equipment  for  flunicipal  Railway 
use.     This  item  will  provide  for  these  features. 
It  will  consist  of  turnstiles  to  receive  pre-paid 
fares  prior  to  boarding  transit  vehicles  in  the 
station  areas.     It  will  also  include  exit  turnstiles, 
area  enclosures,   token  vendors,  and  transfer 
dispensers . 

d.     New  Shop  Equipment       1969  Est.  Cost  $350,000 

This  will  provide  for  the  replacement  of  worn-out 
machine  tools  and  coach  maintenance  equipment. 
Also  included  are  new  items  of  maintenance 
equipment  for  the  rail  storage  service  facility 
and  for  the  new  Central  Shop,     Modern  maintenance 
and  repair  equipment  is  needed  to  keep  rolling 
stock  in  first-class  condition. 
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e.  Installation  of  New  Trackage  on  1969 

Church  Street  to  Duboce  Portal        Est.  Cost  $100,000 

This  item  will  cover  the  cost  of  constructing 
tracks  on  Church  Street  between  Market  Street 
and  Duboce  Avenue,  and  to  tie  into  the  tracks 
of  the  "N"  line.     The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
District  will  construct  the  streetcar  ramp 
adjacent  to  the  U.S.  Mint. 

Construction  of  the  track  under  this  item  will 
allow  the  "J"  line  to  enter  the  subway  at  the 
same  point  as  the  "N"   line  and,   in  addition, 
will  give  the  "J"  line  a  direct  connection  to 
the  proposed  streetcar  storage  facility.  This 
will  provide  a  smooth,  efficient  operation  for 
the  "J"  line. 

f.  Open  Cut  Stations  - 

Sloat  Boulevard  1969  Est.  Cost  $2,000,000 

The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,   in  accordance 
with  the  1962  Composite  Report,   is  to  construct  a 
subway  under  West  Portal  Avenue  for  the  operation 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  streetcars.     Ramps  are 
to  be  constructed  at  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  to 
provide  for  surface  operation  of  streetcars  beyond 
the  Sloat  Boulevard-Junipero  Serra  intersection. 

It  is  recommended  that  two  open  cut  stations  be 
constructed  to  enable  passengers  to  board  or  leave 
the  subway  surface  cars  effectively  at  this  heavily 
patronized  location. 

g.  Construction  of  Davis  Street  1969 
Station--Access  and  Platforms        Est.  Cost  $4,000,000 

Current  BART  construction  contracts  will  provide 
an  underground  concrete  station  shell  at  Davis 
Street.     Its  completion  cannot  be  undertaken  until 
additional  funds  are  provided  from  other  sources. 
The  estimated  cost  of  completion  of  the  station, 
which  would  eventually  serve  both  BART  and  the 
Municipal  Railway,   is  $25  million. 
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The  funds  included  in  this  request  would  provide 
for  minimum  construction  work  required  at  this 
time  to  make  this  facility  a  functioning  transit 
station  for  the  Municipal  Railway,     These  additions 
will  include  pedestrain  conveyances  for  Market 
Street,   sidewalk  openings  to  the  loading  platform, 
fare  collection  equipment,  the  platform,  lighting 
and  other  essential  equipment. 


B.     MOTOR  COACH  FACILITIES 

1.  New  Central  Shop  and 

Automotive  Shop   1969  Est,  Cost  $2,500,000 

The  existing  Elkton  Shop,  which  is  located  at  San  Jose 
and  Ocean  Avenues,  was  constructed  in  1907  as  a 
temporary  structure  to  replace  the  Market  Street 
Railway  shops  which  were  damaged  in  the  1905  earthquake 
It  is  a  wood  frame  building  with  corrugated  metal 
sidings  and  is  antiquated  and  inefficient.  The 
Automotive  Shop  is  currently  located  at  24th  and  Utah 
Streets.     This  structure  was  formerly  a  street  car 
barn,  and  it  does  not  have  facilities  which  are 
conducive  to  good  motor  coach  maintenance  practices. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Central  Shop  and  the 
Automotive  Shop  be  combined  in  one  structure.  Property 
would  have  to  be  acquired  adjacent  to  the  Potrero 
coach  facility  for  the  construction  of  this  building. 

2.  Conversion,  Potrero  Trolley  1969 

Coach  Facility   Est.   Cost  $150,000 

The  final  report  of  the  1967  Northern  California 
Transit  Demonstration  Project — "Coordinated  Transit 
for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area — Now  to  1975"  recommends 
that  all  but  six  of  the  present  trolley  coach  lines 
be  replaced  by  motor  coaches. 

The  trolley  coaches  operating  on  the  six  lines  which 
are  to  be  retained  would  be  housed  and  maintained  at 
the  Presidio  Yard.     The  facilities  at  the  Potrero  Coach 
Yard  would  then  be  used  for  storage  and  maintenance 
of  motor  coaches.     Funds  provided  by  this  item  would 
be  used  for  the  installation  of  fueling  equipment  and 
other  equipment  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  motor 
coaches . 
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Replacement  of  Kirkland 

Motor  Coach  Yard   1969  Est.  Cost  $2,000,000 


The  Kirkland  Motor  Coach  Yard  was  constructed  in 
194  9  to  provide  storage  and  maintenance  for  the 
motor  coaches  which  replaced  many  of  the  streetcar 
lines  after  World  War  II.     The  surrounding  property 
has  changed  in  character  since  then,  and  the  yard 
area  now  has  a  higher  and  better  land  use  than  that 
of  a  motor  coach  storage  facility. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  property  be  offered  for 
lease  and  that  a  new  facility  be  constructed  for  the 
maintenance  and  storage  of  the  coaches  now  using 
the  Kirkland  Yard. 

Replacement  for  Ocean  Avenue  1969 

Coach  Yard  Est.  Cost  $2,000,000 


Upon  completion  of  the  Balboa  Park  Station  in  1972, 
there  will  be  a  complete  revitalization  of  the 
properties  adjacent  to  this  station.     The  area  now 
used  for  motor  coach  storage  and  maintenance  will 
have  a  higher  and  better  use.     This  area,  together 
with  the  Geneva  Carhouse  area,  should  also  be  leased 
for  multi-dwellings,  office  buildings,  or  other 
commercial  use. 

Rental  revenues  from  these  lands  could  then  be 

deposited  in  the  miscellaneous  operating  revenues 

of  the  Municipal  Railway  to  help  offset  some  of  the 

operating  deficit.     A  new  coach  facility  could  be 

constructed  in  the  southwest  portion  of  the  City 

and  would  not  materially  injure  our  present  operations. 

New  Passenger  Waiting  Shelters     1969  Est.  Cost  $60,000 

It  is  proposed  that  20  pre-cast  concrete  open-front 
waiting  shelters  be  constructed  at  various  locations 
throughout  the  City  at  the  major  transfer  points. 
These  shelters  would  provide  covered  standing  space 
and,  also,  a  built-in  bench.     In  some  instances  they 
would  replace  obsolete  existing  shelters.

To  serve  the  needs  of  the  thousands  of  tourists  to 

San  Francisco  each  year  and  to  provide  service  to 

the  residents  of  Chinatown  and  Russian  Hill,  three 

new  cable  cars  would  be  constructed  and  added  to 

the  fleet.     In  addition,  seven  of  the  existing  cars 

which  badly  need  repair  would  be  completely  reconstructed. 

2o     Extension  Taylor  Street  1969 

to  Beach  Street  Est.  Cost  $650,000 


The  present  terminus  of  the  No.   59  line  at  Bay  and 
Taylor  is  inconvenient  and  is  a  traffic  hazard. 
For  many  years  it  has  been  proposed  to  extend  the 
line  within  the  reach  of  the  sights  and  smells  of 
Fisherman's  Wharf. 

The  line  would  be  extended  approximately  700  feet 
along  Taylor  Street  to  a  new  off-street  terminus 
at  Beach  Street.     This  would  alleviate  the  necessity 
of  visitors  walking  from  the  end  of  the  line  to 
Fisherman's  Wharf  and  would  also  clear  up  the  poor 
traffic  conditions  that  exist  at  Bay  and  Taylor  Streets. 

3.     Reconstruct  and  Re-rail  1969 

Existing  Lines   Est.  Cost  $1,250,000 


San  Francisco's  Cable  Car  System  has  long  been  a 
cherished  tradition.     With  the  exception  of  minor 
improvements,  the  system  is  essentially  the  same 
now  as  it  was  in  the  1890 's. 

To  keep  the  system  in  operable  condition,  the  track 
will  be  re-railed,  switches  will  be  renewed,  and 
other  mechanisms  beneath  the  street  reconstructed. 
Most  of  the  work  will  be  done  at  night  so  that  the 
system  shut-down  will  be  minimal. 
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D.  FEASIBILITY 

1.  Economics  in  Resulting  Operations 

a.  Reduction  in  Non-Revenue  Mileage 

Construction  of  a  new  rail  service  and  storage 
facility  will  greatly  reduce  the  enormous 
amount  of  deadhead  time  now  existing  on  the 
five  car  lines.     Annual  savings  of  15,000 
vehicle  hours  can  be  realized  from  relocation 
of  this  facility. 

b.  An  Opportunity  for  Greater  Maintenance  Efficiencies 

The  new  rail  car-storage  installation  will  enable 
the  Muni's  maintenance  staff  to  conduct  vastly 
improved  operations  with  serviceable  and  up-to-date 
tools  and  work  areas  at  their  disposal.  New 
motor  coach  facilities  and  combining  automotive 
shop  and  central  shop  operations  will  also  eliminate 
a  great  deal  of  duplication. 

2.  Improved  Service  to  the  Public 

a.  Schedule  Reliability   (Savings  in  Running  Time) 

Elements  of  the  improvement  plan  will  result 
in  expedited  scheduling  and  consequent  savings 
in  running  time  on  all  lines.     This  saving  in 
time  will  reduce  the  vehicle  hours  by  more  than 
85,000  hours  annually  on  the  basis  of  the  present 
number  of  trips  scheduled. 

b.  Increased  Capacity 

The  greater  carrying  capacity  of  the  new  subway- 
surface  vehicles  can  still  be  increased  further 
as  demand  requires. 
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c.  Greater  Flexibility 

Greater  flexibility  and  reliability  will  be 
among  the  rewards  accruing  from  an  improved 
track  system. 

d.  Coordination  with  BART 

The  improvement  plan  for  the  Municipal  Railway 
which  utilizes  all  types  of  transit  vehicles 
will  give  the  City  a  system  which  can  be  readily 
coordinated  with  BART's  regional  system.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (July  through  March) 

Passenger  volume  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  the  current  fiscal  year  increased  by  7.9  per  cent  over  the  cor- 
responding 1967-68  period--from  9,851,426  to  10,633,150. 

The  three-quarter  figure  exceeded  the  10,085,150  total  for  all  of  fiscal 
1965-66-- just  three  years  ago. 

Air  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  for  the  nine  months  totaled  212,943,455  pounds, 
a  gain  of  17.3  per  cent;  air  express  gained  5.5  per  cent  to  13,616,966  pounds,  and 
air  freight  volume  increased  by  19.7  per  cent  to  43 ,459, 658  pounds. 

The  March  traffic  totals  were:    passengers,  1,088,798,  up  2.6  per  cent; 
U.S.  Mail,  22,483,680  pounds,  a  decline  of  1.8  per  cent;  express,  1,453,114  pounds, 
down  .3  per  cent;  and  air  freight,  46,129,185  pounds,  a  gain  of  10.8  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements  for  the  nine  months  numbered  358,123,  up  8.4  per  cent 
from  the  corresponding  previous  year  period.     The  total  was  divided  as  follows: 
scheduled  air  carrier,  302,801;  military,  5,436,  and  general  aviation  classifica- 
tions--non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based    private  and/or  corpor- 
ate planes,  49,886. 

The  March  figures  were:     scheduled  carrier,  25,154;  military,  592  and 
general  aviation,  4,778. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  March  figures  do  not  reflect  the  very  sub- 
stantial gains  recorded  over  the  past  several  years.    All  carriers  have  reported  a 
s.ubstantjLal  fall-off  in  traffic  in  the  first  quarter  of  1969.     The  small  (2.6  per 


cent)  increase  in  passenger  traffic  reflected,  to  a  small  degree,  diversions  to 
Oakland  and  San  Jose  and,  also,  the  American  Airlines  strike,  which  lasted  20  days 
into  the  month*     However,  it  is  believed  most  intended  American  customers  traveled 
by  other  airlines. 

There  was  no  apparent  cause  for  the  decline  in  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by 
air  which  have  shown  monthly  increases  as  high  as  43  per  cent  within  the  last  year. 
This  reflects  a  leveling-off  effect  as  it  cannot  be  expected  to  continually  show 
such  spectacular  gains. 

Local  shipments  of  air  freight,  mostly  flowers  and  seasonal  perishable 
agricultural  crops  were  nearly  19  per  cent  above  the  volume  last  March  and  kept  the 
overall  increase  in  the  freight  total  to  10  per  cent.    Arriving  freight  shipments 
showed  a  minute  .025  per  cent  gain. 

Also,  the  increase  in  scheduled  air  carrier  movements  was  cut  to  5.4  per 
cent,  well  below  the  average  monthly  gain,  by  the  American  Airlines  strike. 

1969-70  Budget 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  and  his  top  aides  appeared  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee  with  regard  to  budget  requests  for 
the  1969-70  fiscal  year. 

AAL  Ground  Breaking 

Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alio to  was  guest  of  honor  at  a  ground-breaking  ceremony 
held  by  American  Airlines  to  begin  construction  of  the  first  unit  of  a  $39  million 
"superbay"  hangar  to  accommodate  the  Boeing  747s  and  other  types  of  "jumbo"  jet- 
liners. 

Hansen  Named  to  BATS 

General  Manager  Hansen  was  appointed  as  PUC  representative  on  the  Bay 
Area  Transportation  Study  Committee  and  began  attending  scheduled  meetings. 
Expansion  Plans  Meetings 

Meetings  were  held  by  top-level  Airport  officials  and  representatives  of 
United  States  Government  inspection  agencies  such  as  Customs,  Immigration,  etc., 
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regarding  anticipated  future  space  requirements.    Additional  conferences  on  the 
same  subject  were  also  held  with  some  of  the  airline  tenants. 
Air  Traffic  Record 

Norman  Merkel,  Chief  Controller  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration's 
air  traffic  control  tower  at  SFIA  reported  1,250  aircraft  movements- -take-offs  and 
landings--on  April  18,  a  record  number  for  any  24-hour  period.     The  peak  air 
traffic  hour  was  between  10  and  11  A.M.  when  95  aircraft  landed  or  took  off. 

STOL  Conferences 

Approximately  35  persons  attended  the  Northern  California  STOL  Meeting 
held  at  the  Airport  under  sponsorship  of  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,     Probable  requirements  of  the  short  take-off  and  landing  aircraft  when 
they  become  more  commonplace  in  the  commercial  aviation  picture  were  reviewed. 

Medical  Planning 

A  regional  emergency  medical  service  meeting  was  called  at  SFIA  by  Dr. 
Lee  Parr  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  relative  to  planning  emergency 
medical  service  to  meet  situations  which  may  develop  after  "jumbo"  jetliners  are 
placed  into  service.     It  was  pointed  out  that  an  emergency  with  this  type  of  air- 
craft could  create  much  greater  medical  service  problems. 

Seaboard  World  Airlines 

News  media  reports  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  stated  that  Seaboard 
World  Airlines--an  all-cargo  carrier--had  been  granted  direct  one-plane  service  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  Europe.     Seaboard  has,  for  several  years,  offered  cargo 
service  to  Europe  with  shipments  from  the  West  Coast  to  New  York  being  carried  to 
New  York  on  domestic  carriers  for  trans-shipment  to  a  Seaboard  aircraft. 

Highways  Meeting 

Airport  Assistant  General  Manager  Dale  Fearn  (Planning  &  Development) 
met  with  the  San  Mateo  County  Greater  Highways  Committee  to  explain  the  necessity 
for  a  complete  restudy  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway  interchange  with  the  proposed  cross- 
country freeway,  Interstate  380,  to  permit  expanded  access  to  the  Airport.

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At  2:30  p.m.  Thomas  J.  ilellon,  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  appeared 
to  explain  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee's  action  with 
respect  to  the  $54  million  Municipal  Railway  general  obligation  bond 
improvement  program  approved  by  the  Commission  at  its  meeting  of 
May  6,  1969.     Calendar  Item  MR  #4  was  therefore  taken  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Mellon,  CIAC  Chairman,  reported  he  advised  the  Commission  by 
letter  on  May  9,  1969,  that  the  CIAC  approved  the  bond  issue  of 
$54  million  as  submitted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and 
agreed  it  should  be  given  first  priority  for  the  November,  1969, 
election . 

However,  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  Committee  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  should  consider  submitting  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an 
alternate  financing  proposal,  similar  to  the  present  non-profit  cor- 
poration for  funding  the  Municipal  Railway  rolling  stock  purchases. 

The  Committee  reached  this  conclusion,  he  said,  after  considering 
(1)   the  bonding  capacity  of  San  Francisco,  which  has  been  rather 
severely  reduced  due  to  recent  State  legislation,  and  the  consequent 
possibility  that  additional  general  obligation  bonds  would  constitute 
an  intrusion  into  the  debt  limit,  and  (2)   the  factor  of  cost 
escalation.     For  these  reasons  the  CIAC  recommended  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  give  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  choice  of 
methods  to  fund  the  $54  million  in  improvements — either  through  bond 
issue  or  non-profit  financing. 

Mr.  Mellon  said  that  bonds  from  the  non-profit  corporation  carry  a 
slightly  higher  interest  rate  than  general  obligation  bonds,  but  the 
difference  may  be  erased  by  being  able  to  get  the  project  under  way 
more  rapidly  and  in  that  way  avoiding  some  inflation. 

Commissioner  Chase  moved  and  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded,  approval 
of  CIAC's  recommendation  to  submit  the  alternate  financing  method 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  felt  the  general  obligation  bond  proposal 
should  be  submitted,  and  if  somewhere  along  the  line  it  was  dis- 
approved the  Commission  would  still  have  the  alternative  to  present 
the  non-profit  corporation  approach.     He  said  if  the  Commission 
made  this  decision  now,  it  would  be  taking  the  decision  away  from  the 
electorate . 

Mr.  Mellon  said  this  would  be  giving  the  same  opportunity  as  given 
to  decide  on  the  rolling  stock  that  in  any  event  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  as  the  elected  representative  of  the  people  have  the 
final  decision. 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  the  question.

Arthur  H«  Frye,  Jr.,  Water  Department  General  Manager,  explained  that 
Freeway  186  will  be  an  east-west  road  traversing  the  Peninsula  from 
Pacifica  to  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  and  will  cross  the 
northerly  end  of  the  San  Andreas  watershed  in  the  vicinity  of  San 
Bruno  Avenue,     The  location  of  the  interchange  between  Routes  186 
and  35  will  be  on  watershed  land  adjacent  to  Skyline  Boulevard. 

Three  alternative  plans  were  considered,  he  said.     The  first  took 
120  acres  of  watershed  land,  the  next  90  acres,  and  the  one  finally 
decided  upon  will  take  75  acres.     In  addition  to  the  negotiations 
saving  40  acres,  the  equestrian  area  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
watershed  has  been  saved,  Mr.  Frye  said. 

Alan  S,  Hart,  District  Engineer,  State  of  California  Division  of 
Highways,  with  maps  then  explained  the  route.     It  does  not  involve 
any  "ticklish"  problems,  he  said.     The  plan  meets  with  the  approval 
of  the  cities  of  San  Bruno  and  Pacifica,  and  v/ith  San  Mateo  County, 
So  that  there  would  be  no  misunderstanding  as  the  State  proceeds 
ahead,  he  wished  to  make  sure  that  both  the  Commission  staff  and  the 
Highway  Division  staff  have  agreed  that  this  was  the  best  that  could 
be  done . 

The  compelling  issue  was  the  introduction  of  this  freeway  into  the 
Airport.     The  urgency  was  to  get  that  job  done,  and  the  dirt  from 
certain  parts  of  Freeway  Route  186  which  is  part  of  the  system  was 
needed  to  build  it,  said  Mr.  Hart. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Chase, 
the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  69-0318,  approving 
the  location  of  Route  186   (San  Bruno  Avenue  Freeway)   and  of  the 
interchange  between  Freeway  Routes  186  and  35   (Skyline)   on  Water 
Department  property  as  shown  on  State  Drawing  No.   3008-220131,  subject 
to  proper  measures  to  protect  water  quality,  to  cause  minimum  dis- 
ruption of  the  watershed  area  as  a  natural  reserve,  and  to  preserve 
riding  trails  and  the  proposed  equestrian  area;  and  authorizing  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  or  with  his  concurrence,  the 
General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  to  discuss  the 
design  and  criteria  with  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  prevent 
contamination  and  pollution  and  preserve  the  adjacent  areas. 

Mr,  Hart  then  also  outlined  other  State  freeway  plans  which  will 
affect  Utilities'  property  on  the  Peninsulas 

1.  The  widening  of  the  current  Bayshore  Freeway  between  the  inter- 
section of  Route  186  and  the  Airport  main  gate,  by  adding  two  lanes 
to  both  sides.     Cost,  about  $40  million. 

This  will  include  revamping  of  the  existing  interchange  at  the  Airport 
entrance,  and  possible  extension  of  Route  186  across  Bayshore  Freeway 
to  the  vicinity  of  the  United  Air  Lines  maintenance  base. 

Dale  H.  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment, said  that  as  soon  as  the  Highway  Department  has  a  plan  to 
recommend,  it  will  be  studied  by  the  Airport  Department  as  to 
feasibility,  as  well  as  to  the   effect  of  the  architecture  on  the 
surrounding  areas. 
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2.     Building  the  interchange  at  Ralston  Avenue  of  Freeways  280 
(Junipero  Serra)   and  92  to  Half  iloon  Bay,  and  alignment  of  Route  92 
westerly  across  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  by  bridge. 

Mr.  Hart  said  he  was  submitting  a  written  explanation  to  the  Water 
Department.     Instead  of  a  straight-line  route  over  the  reservoir 
south  of  the  present  causeway,  the  Highway  Division  is  agreeable  to 
a  curving  route  near  the  causeway  without  too  much  disfiguration  of 
the  land. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  that  the  report,  when  submitted,  also 
include  findings  as  to  the  feasibility  of  a  third  alternative — widen- 
ing of  and  constructing  the  freeway  on  the  present  dam. 

Mr.  Carr  said  items  to  be  considered  by  staff  when  reviewing  these 
matters  should  includes     reservoir  protection,  security  of  watershed, 
and  ecological  and  aesthetic  factors. 

3o     During  the  construction  period,  and  until  Route  280  is  opened 
between  Ralston  Avenue  and  the  Crystal  Springs  watershed  southern 
boundary,  Canada  Road  will  carry  an  unusually  heavy  volume  of  traffic 
generated  by  the  completed  portions  of  the  freeway  to  the  north  and 
south  of  this  section.     San  Mateo  County  has  asked  the  State  Highway 
Division  to  maintain  this  county  road  until  the  freeway  is  opened. 

Mr.  Hart  said  the  state  has  agreed  to  maintain  Canada  Road,  provided 
the  County  puts  it  into  good  shape,  takes  the  road  back  when  the 
freeway  is  opened,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  no  objec- 
tion to  the  arrangement.     He  said  San  Mateo  County  has  agreed  to 
the  first  two  provisos  and  has  requested  support  of  the  Commission 
with  respect  to  the  third. 

He  asked  for  an  expression  from  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  that  Mr.  Carr  have  his  recommendation  on 
this  matter  on  the  Commission's  next  meeting  agenda. 

4c     An  expression  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  to  v/hat  its 
participation  would  be  in  its  offer  to  do  the  landscaping  on  the 
Crystal  Spring  portion  of  Freeway  2  80  when  built.

In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  69-0326,  completion  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
Contract  No.   382~-i-Joccasin  Powerhouse  Replacement,  Oral  L.  r^core. 
General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  explainai  that  there  is  a 
dispute  as  to  final  payment  quantities  for  work  performed  under  unit 
price  items  and  Contractor's  right  to  additional  compensation  under 
lump  sum  items  covering  installation  of  City-furnished  equipment  and 
other  work.     The  City  Attorney's  Office  has  recommended  payment  of 
all  sums  admitted  by  City  to  be  due  on  said  contract  and  not  in 
dispute,  and  that  the  Corr.mission  authorize  execution  of  agreement 
with  the  contractor,  Halvorson-McLaughlin  Constructors,  re  final 
payment  being  made  without  prejudice  to  either  party.

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Preliminary  drawings  were  approved  for  American  Airlines'   $10  million 
maintenance  and  operational  facility  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport   (Resolution  Wo.  69-0  328) . 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  this  was  the  first 
phase  of  the  first  module  of  the  total  development  to  house  American's 
"super  jets/'  consisting  of  three  planned  hangars  to  represent  an 
eventual  investment  of  some  $35  million c     Substantial  employments 
will  result,  Mr.  Hansen  said;   ultimately  3700  to  3800  employees  in 
addition  to  those  presently  employed  at  the  Airport. 

Representatives  of  the  architectural-engineering  firms  in  New  York 
doing  this  work  for  American  Airlines  were  present  with  exhibits  to 
describe  the  details  of  the  structure.

The  Commission  by  adopting  Resolution  No.  69-0  327  approving  the  final 
specifications  and  drawings,  authorized  United  Air  Lines  to  proceed 
with  construction  of  Stage  II  of  its  engine  overhaul  building 
expansion,  costing  some  $3.2  million,  to  provide  facilities  for  servic- 
ing the  new  engines  of  the  jumbo  jets. 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  modification  of  Pier  B  and  related  ramp 
utilities  for  United' s  Boeing  747  operations,  at  a  cost  of  $450,000 
were  also  approved  (Resolution  No.  69-0329).

Presenting  for  approval  the  preliminary  plans  for  construction  of 
the  North  Terminal  and  Rotundas  1  and  2  at  the  Airport,  Mr.  Hansen 
said  that  the  estimated  construction  cost  of  $17,540,000  was 
$5  million  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  the  north  terminal  as  initially 
envisioned  in  the  definitive  plan  for  the  Airport  expansion  prepared 
Dy  the  Airport  Architects. 

He  explained  that  in  working  with  United  Air  Lines,  who  will  be  the 
principal  tenant,  and  with  the  concessionaires,  it  was  determined  it 
was  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Airport  to  expand  the  initially 
planned  building  i^y  100,000  square  feet.     Of  that,   10,000  square 
feet  will  be  used  for  concessionaire  area;   30,000  will  be  used  for 
baggage  area  and  airlines  operational  space.     All  will  be  rented  space, 
and  the  schedule  has  been  worked  out  so  that  within  eight  years  the 
$4  million  cost  will  have  been  amortized.     A  little  over  $1  million 
is  being  figures  for  escalation. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  the  estimated  construction  costs  for  Rotundas  1 
and  2  are  "within  the  ball  park."     As  these  structures  have  been 
designated  for  exclusive  use  by  United  Air  Lines,  the  development 
of  the  spaces  from  the  schematic  design  stage  has  continued  on  the 
basis  of  the  two-level  passenger  handling  system. 

The  Commission  asked  Mr.  Carr  for  a  progress  report  as  soon  as 
practicable  on  the  status  of  financing  for  the  Airport  program  to 
date,  including s 

a.     An  idea  of  how  much  the  airlines  are  planning  to  invest  in 
building  over  this  period  of  time. 
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b.  An  idea  as  to  tne  forced  additions  being  planned  over  and  above 
the  original  bond  issue  because  of  the  airlines'  and  others' 
needs . 

c.  An  idea  as  to  the  escalation  in  cost  for  the  entire  program, 

Tne  Commission  requested  also  that  if  there  appears  to  be  a  necessity 
for  change  in  the  financing,  Mr.  Carr  submit  his  recommendations 
along  that  line. 

Mr,  Fearn,  and  Leonard  D.  Blackford  and  James  T.  Ream  of  the  joint- 
venture  Airport  Architects,  then  gave  a  detailed  presentation  of 
the  plans  for  construction  of  the  North  Terminal  and  Rotundas  1  and  2. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  it  will  take  six  months  of  concentrated  work  before 
the  final  plans  will  be  presented  to  the  Commission  for  bid  author- 
ization.    t>Iorth  Terminal  is  expected  to  go  to  construction  the  first 
of  January. 

Mr,  Ream  described  schematic  plans  prepared  by  Airport  Architects  on 
entrance  lighting.     Estimated  cost,  $250,000. 

His  drawings  disclosed  the  manner  in  which  the  entrance  system  will 
be  integrated  into  overall  terminal  and  apron  area  lighting.  The 
terminal  entrance  area  lighting  will  be  accomplished  by  a  system  of 
"aimed"  luminaires  mounted  on  twelve  100-foot  high  towers.  These 
lights  will  illuminate  not  only  the  main  roads,  but  also  the  flank- 
ing landscaped  areas,  parking  lots,  and  secondary  roads. 

The  Commission  approved  the  preliminary  and  schematic  plans  as 
presented  by  unanimously  adopting  Resolutions  Wo.   69-0330  and  69-0331. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Rousseau's  question,  Paul  Johansson, 
Airport  Architects  project  manager,  said  they  are  keeping  to  the 
critical  path  and  are  within  schedule  as  prepared  by  the  Airport.

Gentlemen: 

At  its  meeting  today,  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory 
Committee  took  the  following  position  with  respect  to 
the  $54  million  Municipal  Railway  general  obligation 
bond  improvement  program  approved  by  the  Commission  at 
its  meeting  of  May  6,  1969. 

On  motion  of  Controller  Nathan  B.  Cooper   (seconded  by 
S.  Myron  Tatarian,  Director  of  Public  Works) ,  it  became 
the  Committee's  position  that  the  Municipal  Railway 
improvement  program  is  essential,  and  should  move  ahead 
without  delay. 

The  Committee  further  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  consider  an  extension  of  the  present  Muni 
non-profit  program  as  an  alternative  to  the  general 
obligation  bond  proposal.     Both  alternatives  would 
subsequently  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  its  choice. 

As  maker  of  the  motion,  Mr.  Cooper  stated  that  the 
non-profit  financing  alternative  should  be  considered  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  because  of   (1)  the 
possibility  that  additional  general  obligation  bonds  would 
constitute  an  intrusion  into  the  debt  limit;  and,    (2)  the 
factor  of  cost  escalation  during  the  period  between  the 
points  at  which  non-profit  corporation  and  general 
obligation  bond  financing  methods  could  be  effectuated. 
A  six-month  delay  in  construction  would  add  another  six 
per  cent  to  the  cost  of  the  Muni  program,  Mr.  Cooper  said.

The  Committee  was  informed  by  me  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  would  be  asked  to  consider  the  matter  at  its 
meeting  of  May  20. 

I  also  informed  the  Committee  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  had  approved  submission  of  a  general  obligation 
bond  issue  and  this  was  the  presentation  the  staff  had 
come  prepared  to  make. 

Mr.  John  M.  Woods,  Railway  General  Manager,  made  a 
detailed  presentation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation,  Thomas  J.  Mellon, 
Chief  Administrative  Officer,  who  is  also  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  stated  that  it  is  his  opinion  that  we  have 
"a  very  salable  bond  issue  and  with  a  proper  campaign,  it 
can  be  sold" . 

Mr.  Mellon  added  that  it  could  well  be  in  the  best  public 
interest  to  consider  non-profit  financing  because  of  the 
fact  that  these  bonds  do  not  use  up  the  City's  bonding 
capacity,  a  factor  which  might  be  extremely  important  in 
the  not  too  distant  future.     The  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  said  he  is  also  greatly  concerned  at  the  rapid 
increase  in  construction  costs. 

Mr.  William  J.  Dwyer,   it  was  agreed,  will  work  closely 
with  Mr.  Cooper  in  developing  information  as  to  the 
probable  cost  differences  between  general  obligation  bond 
and  non-profit  corporation  financing. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  agree  with  the  request  of  the  Capital  Improvement 
Advisory  Committee.     If  so,   the  Board  of  Supervisors  will 
receive  a  recommendation  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  financing  Municipal  Railway  improvements  by  one  of  two 
alternative  methods s      (A)   a  general  obligation  bond  issue; 
or   (B)   bond  financing  under  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway  Improvement  Corporation,  a  non-profit  organization.

Deputy  City  Attorney  Robert  M.  Desky  outlined  the  anti-trust  actions 
and  negotiated  settlement  in  the  tickets  conspiracy  claim  by  City 
against  Hancock  Bros.,  Inc.  and  Globe  Ticket  Company  of  California. 

In  September  of  1967,  the  United  States  indicted  three  conspirators 
for  violations  of  anti-trust  laws  consisting  of  acts  to  fix  the  price 
of  tickets  during  the  years  1950/1965.     The  companies  involved  - 
Dillingham  Ticket  Company  and  Hancock  and  Globe  -  pleaded  nolo  contendre 
and  were  fined. 

Subsequently  the  City  Attorney's  office,  without  filing  a  suit,  nego- 
tiated a  settlement  with  Globe  and  Hancock,  the  two  companies  that 
sold  transfers  and  tickets  to  City  during  the  period  1950/1965  amount- 
ing to  $1,025,000,  of  wiiich  $912  ,439  was  for  purchase  of  Municipal 
Railway  transfers. 

The  Commission  approved  the  City  Attorney's  recommendation  for  settle- 
ment in  amount  of  $60,0  33.95,  by  adopting  Resolution  No.   69-0  36  3.

aoore,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  General  Manager,  said  the  cost  of  the  work, 
estimated  at  $75,000,  will  be  billed  to  the  supplier,  Ferrostaal 
Pacific  Corporation,  American  agent  of  the  German  manufacturer,  AEG. 

i^ir.  iioore  said  the  City  is  losing  at  least  $1,600  per  day  because  of 
tne  generator,  which  has  not  worked  properly  since  its  installation. 
The  declaration  of  an  emergency  will  permit  City  to  use  Department 
employees  in  the  investigation.     The  German  firm  of  AEG  has  assigned 
a  man  to  nelp. 

Commissioner  Goldman  commented  on  this  difficulty  and  the  fact  the 
generator  is  of  foreign  manufacture.     He  asked  what  could  be  done  to 
prevent  recurrence . 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  V^illiam  F.  Bourne  stated  the  equipment  was 
supplied  through  open  public  bid  in  which  both  foreign  and  American 
companies  were  permitted  to  compete,  as  required  by  law,  under  United 
States  trade  agreements , 


iAr.  Carr,  in  submitting  the  study  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment prepared  by  the  international  consulting  engineering  firms  of 
Daniel,  Mann,  Johnson  and  Mendenhall   (DMJM)   and  Malcolm  Pirnie 
Engineers,  said  the  study  came  about  when  New  York  in  1965  was  exper- 
iencing trouble  with  its  distribution  system.     At  that  time  it  was 
determined  that  San  Francisco's  water  department  should  have  a  "top 
to  bottom"  study  of  its  distribution  system. 

Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  V^ater  Department  General  Manager,  said  the  purpose 
of  the  study,  which  was  prepared  over  a  two-year  period,  was  to  guide 
the  staff  in  planning  to  meet  future  requirements  of  the  City  and  a 
growing  suburban  market.     He  explained  that  San  Francisco  accepted  the 
responsibility  of  furnishing  water  to  those  suburban  cities  and  dis- 
tricts . 

Mr.  Frye  then  introduced  the  DMJM  San  Francisco  Division  team  represen- 
tatives, C.  T.  Blair,  Vice  President;  James  D.  Reiter,  Engineering 
Manager;  Arthur  G.  Auble,  Chief  Economist  and  Malcolm  Pirnie  of  New 
York. 

Mr.  Blair  opened  the  presentation  of  the  report  on  the  study  by  saying 
that  nad  it  not  been  for  the  development  of  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  system  many  of  the  adjacent  cities  in  neighboring  counties 
would  not  have  developed  as  they  did. 

The  scope  of  the  contract  between  City  and  DMJM  specified  the  following 
outline  of  engineering  services  to  be  provided: 

1.  Water  demand  studies 

2.  Water  supply  capability  studies 

a.  Study  of  local  water-supplies  available  for  general  area  of 
service 

b.  Transmission  main  study  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department 

c.  Network  analysis  of  distribution  mains  of  San  Francisco  Water 
Department 

d.  Pitometer  survey  of  a  portion  of  the  trunk  mains  of  the  distri- 
bution system  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department 

e.  Review  and  evaluation  of  storage  requirements 

f.  Evaluation  of  possible  additional  future  water  supplies,  if 
required 
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3.  Definition  of  future  service  area  and  alternatives 

4.  System  improvement  program  analysis 

5.  Building  requirements  and  space  study 

6.  Development  plans  for  Peninsula  and  Alameda  corporation  yards 

In  accordance  with  the  contract,  he  said  the  objectives  of  the  con- 
sultants were  to: 

1.  Provide  definitive  population  and  water  demand  projections  of  the 
study  area  to  year  2000 

2.  Evaluate     local  and  imported  supplies  available  to  the  general 
service  area  with  regard  to  quantity,  quality,  and  cost 

3.  Analyze  and  identify  future  transmission,  distribution,  and  storage 
requirements 

4.  Define  the  future  San  Francisco  Water  Department  service  area 

5.  Provide  a  staged  capital  improvement  program  to  the  year  2000 

6.  Prepare  a  schedule  for  funding  the  required  improvements 

7.  Study  and  indicate  general  methods  of  financing  available 

Mr.  Blair  and  Mr.  Pirnie  then  presented  a  detailed  review  of  the  two 
reports  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  contract;  namely, 

1)  "An  Analysis  of  Water  Demand  Supply  and  System  Improvements"  and 

2)  "Building  Requirements  Study  and  Development  Plan  Study  for  Sub- 

urban Headquarters  and  Alameda  Service  Center" 

According  to  the  first  report,  the  population  is  expected  to  increase 
by  1/3  and  the  water  demand  increase  by  1/2  by  the  year  2000.  The 
difference  has  to  do  with  standard  of  living,  technologies,  climatic 
conditions,  and  the  nature  of  land  use.     Individual  consumption,  is 
considered  in  detail  in  the  report. 

It  proposes  a  program  of  system-wide  improvements  to  permit  meeting  a 
demand  for  water  which  is  expected  to  increase  from  the  present  2  30 
million  gallons  per  day  to  approximately  400  million  gallons  per  day 
in  the  year  2000. 

The  present  supply  of  water  provided  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  System 
and  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula  and  East  Bay  sources  will  be  adequate 
to  meet  tne  anticipated  San  Francisco  and  suburban  demands  projected 
for  the  foreseeable  future.     The  cost  of  system  improvements  is  approxi- 
mately $135  million,  including  escalation  considerations,  to  be  spent 
during  the  next  twenty  years . 

With  regard  to  the  second  volume,  the  consultants  said  the  recommenda- 
tion is  essentially  to  create  a  suburban  headquarters  as  well  as  a 
service  center.     The  headquarters  site  selected  is  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ralston  Road  in  Belmont,  on  watershed  property.     In  addition 
recommendations  are  made  for  modifications  to  the  Alameda  Service  Center, 

The  report  proposed  a  capital  improvement  program  for  non-recurring 
expenditures  from  1969/70  to  the  year  20WO  of  $90  million  for  the  recom- 
mended service  area,  and  a  capital  ifftprovement  program  for  recurring 
items,  replacement  rehabilitation  for  existing  facilities  from  1969/1970 
to  19  79  estimated  at  $45  million. 

The  consultants  then  detailed  an  11-year  capital  improvement  program 
of  $108.6  million  from  1969/70  to  1979. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  with  relation  to  monies  to  be  acquired  for 
the  capital  improvement  program  if  thought  had  been  given  to  the 
economic  feasibility  of  possible  regionalization  rather  than  putting 
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the  burden  upon  the  City. 

Mr.  Blair  said  that  historically  water  programs  and  capital  improvements 
nave  been  revenue-supported  and  revenue -financed.     With  regard  to  re- 
gionalization  within  the  service  area,  he  said  that  first,  the  system 
is  operating  effectively.  It  needs  improvements.     It  is  in  effect  a 
centralized  system  now.     The  cost  should  be  borne  equitably  by  those 
who  benefit  from  the  system. 

He  said  he  saw  no  reason  to  subdivide  the  activity  from  where  it  is 
now.     He  would  rather  pose  the  question.     On  that  point  he  would  talk 
to  other  major  water  purveyors  in  the  region.     He  would  recommend 
further  conversations  be  held  with  them — not  to  establish  domestic 
service  further  but  to  investigate  the  effect  on  the  separate  entities 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  it  seemed  to  him  there  was  another  alterna- 
tive, particularly  when  they  are  talking  about  taking  $50  million  or  a 
total  of  $78  million  to  accomplish  what  they  foresee  for  the  year  2000. 
He  asked,  supposing  this  was  not  acceptaible  to  the  other  users,  could 
the  consultants  envision  a  system  to  serve  San  Francisco  by  itself 
without  any  further  capital  improvements? 

Mr,  Blair  said  there  were  two  alternatives: 

One  was  further  reduction  of  the  service  area. 

The  other  was  maintaining  the  service  area  but  reducing  the  level  of 
service . 

They  were  recommending  now  that  the  present  service  boundaries  be  re- 
examined because  they  believed  no  further  water  source  development 
should  be  undertaken. 

i^ir.  Blair  said  he  thought  it  could  be  demonstrated  that  the  revenue 
sources  exist  which  could  support  this  nrogram. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  about    conversion    of  sea  water  by  the  year 
2000. 

Mr.  Blair  said  they  were  cognizant  of  desalinization ,  but  the  state  of 
the  art  at  the  present  is  such  that  it  is  not  likely  to  be  an  impor- 
tant factor  to  be  used  as  a  base  for  source . 

In  replying  to  a  query  from  Commissioner  McDonnell,  Mr.  Blair  delin- 
eated recommended  service  area  boundaries,  which  exclude  deliveries  to 
various  cities  and  water  districts  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties 
(Alameda  County  Flood  Control  District,  City  of  Scmta  Clara,  Alviso, 
Mountain  View,  Sunnyvale,  Milpitas) ;  retaining  City  of  Palo  Alto  and 
Coastside  County  Water  District.     He  said  this  was  looking  30  years 
ahead,  and  suggested  at  the  time  a  firm  decision  is  made — presumably 
in  about  10  years  when  contracts  run  out — that  factors  regarding  their 
purchasing  alternatives  from  State  South  Bay  Aqueduct  and  federal 
sources  be  re-examined. 

The  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the  DI4JM  study,  consisting  of  the 
two  reports,  for  planning  purposes  to  guide  the  staff  in  their  pro- 
gramming for  the  future.

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In  discussion  Resolution  i^o.  69-0387,  authorizing  two  members  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  automotive  maintenance  staff  to  go  to  General 
Motors  plant  in  Michigan  for  instruction  on  maintenance  of  the  new 
diesel  motor  coaches,  Mr.  Carr  said  these  men  will  instruct  others 
upon  their  return. 

John  T.  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A  commended 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  this  action. 

John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  was  asked  what  was 
to  be  done  with  the  equipment  being  replaced  by  the  new  vehicles. 
Mr.  Woods  said  the  first  replaced  will  be  the  old  Whites,  which  are 
not  worth  selling.     This  may  be  an  area  to  use  the  Youth  Corps  to 
assist  in  stripping  to  sell  as  scrap,  he  said. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Squire,  Mr.  "Woods  said  the  radios 
will  be  installed  upon  receipt  of  the  buses  here  in  San  Francisco. 
The  time  required  to  install  a  radio  in  each  vehicle  is  less  than 
half  a  day.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  announced  that  China  Airlines  is  proposing  to  inaugurate 
service  to  San  Francisco  early  in  19  70,  from  Taipei  via  Osaka,  Tokyo 
and  Honolulu.     They  will  be  using  Boeing  equipment,  and  have  a  work- 
ing agreement  with  Northwest  Orient  Airlines.     There  will  be  four 
flights  weekly.     The  Airport  Department  will  provide  counter  space 
in  the  South  Terminal. 


****** 


Mr.  Carr  reported  on  the  transit  inspection-study  of  rapid  transit 
systems  in  various  cities,  undertaken  with  Supervisors  Boas,  Francois 
and  Mailliard,  with  a  possible  transit  system  between  San  Francisco 
and  the  Airport  in  mind. 

The  cities  visited  were  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  and  Seattle.  He  said 
the  trip  was  very  profitable;  the  group  received  excellent  briefings 
at  each  stop. 

He  described  each  of  the  systems  viewed  and  some  of  the  merits  and 
drawbacks:  Pittsburgh,  sky  train;  Cleveland,  rapid  transit  trains 
between  City  and  Airport;  and  Seattle,  monorail  system. 

With  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Carr  said,  one  of  the  things  to  be  decided  is 
whether  it  is  feasible  to  run  a  rapid  transit  train  directly  into  the 
Airport  or  design  a  connection  to  BARTD  at  Millbrae.     The  skytrain 
concept  is  one  that  would  work  very  well  in  event  a  transfer  is 
necessary,  he  stated. 
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He  said  he  had  been  under  the  impression  the  Cleveland  operation  would 
run  all  trains  directly  from  the  airport  into  Cleveland,  non-stop. 
There  were  others  running,  however;  with  a  ten-minute  limit.     It  would 
not  be  entirely  unfeasible  to  have  a  system  down  into  the  Peninsula 
where  a  train  every  ten  minutes  went  to  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  but  did  not  go  on  to  San  Mateo. 

Supervisors  Boas  and  Hailliard,  after  seeing  the  Seattle  monorail 
system,  were  of  the  opinion  the  monorail  is  not  quite  suitable  for 
tnis  purpose. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  spoke  of  the  importance  to  San  Francisco  of 
rapid  transit  to  the  Airport,  and  asked  if  a  study  were  being  made  of 
the  possible  use  of  the  former  ilunicipal  Railway  right-of-way  to  San 
Mateo  for  this  purpose.     He  pointed  out  the  considerable  savings  in 
cost  and  time,  because  most  of  the  right-of-way  was  owned  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  fee.     Mr.  Carr  said  John  C.  Lilly,  Director, 
Utilities  Property  Management  Bureau,  is  investigating  this  possibility. 
He  nas  indicated  some  preliminary  studies  by  the  Planning  Commission 
indicate  that  the  cost  of  extending  BART  to  the  Airport  would  be  just 
about  equal  to  a  monorail  system  and  much  more  useable. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  real  sensible  thing  to  do  is  extend  BART.     There  is 
indication  the  Planning  Commission  would  work  with  the  Airport  on 
running  time.     It  appears  the  extension  of  BART  system  out  of  Mission 
would  not  make  any  difference  in  the  running  time  for  several  more 
areas.     The  Planning  Commission  will  have  to  take  this  up  and  consult 
with  the  Utilities  Commission  whether  they  use  the  right-of-way  or 
BART.     Staff  will  be  pressing  for  many  answers,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Mr,  Woods  said  tnat  in  addition  to  the  City's  right-of-way,  there  is 
an  existing  Southern  Pacific  right-of-way  which  runs  parallel  to  City's 
and  ties  into  the  BART's  last  station  at  Westlake. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  not  going  to  do  any  work  on  the  matter  until  he 
hears  further  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (April) 

Air  passenger  traffic  for  April  held  level  with  a  year  ago  which  is 
consistent  with  national  forecasts  made  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The 
month's  total  of  1,102,475  compares  to  the  1,100,623  recorded  in  April  of  last 
year. 

Shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  gained  6.7  per  cent  to  23,095,674  pounds; 
express  increased  16  per  cent  to  1,480,598  pounds,  and  air  freight  volume  of 
48,054,986  pounds  was  16.4  per  cent  more  than  April  of  1968. 

Total  aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-off s--was  31,888,  a  daily 
average  of  more  than  1,000.     Of  the  total,  24,985  were  by  scheduled  carrier;  517 
military,  and  6,386  by  general  aviation  classif ications--non-schedule J  carrier  and 
local  or  itinerant  private  and/or  corporate  planes. 

AOCI  Conferences 

The  Airport  Operators  Council  International  conducted  a  technical  con- 
ference at  the  Boeing  Co.  plant  in  Seattle,  attended  by  Dale  H.  Fearn,  Assistant 
General  Manager  for  Planning  &  Development,  and  James  Wallsten,  Senior  Architect. 
Similar  sessions  at  McDonnell-Douglas  Aircraft  Co.  and  Lockheed  Aircraft  Corp. 
plants  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  were  attended  by  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
James  K.  Carr,  and  Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen.

Purpose  of  Meeting:     PRESEi'JTATION  of  a  report  by  the  Airport  staff  on 

status  of  planning  and  financing  expansion  of 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  based  on 
material  prepared  by  consulting  architects  John 
Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates,  and  Dreyfuss  and 
Blackford,  a  joint  venture. 


Commissioner  iicDonnell  stated  that  during  the  last  nineteen  months 
since  passage  of  the  1967  Airport  Bond  Issue,     inflation  has  forced 
costs  higher  than  earlier  estimates.     The  need  for  the  improvements 
has  grown  more  urgent  at  the  same  time,  he  stated.     Airlines  are 
pressing  for  further  space  at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  working 
to  make  optimum  use  of  the  Airport;  and  airlines  are  making  tremen- 
dous expenditures  at  the  Airport, 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  as  he  told  the  Commission  two  years  ago,  there 
would  be  many  policy  decisions  to  make,  but  the  most  difficult  would 
be  when  heavy  traffic  forces  determination  of  permits  to  land  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Referring  to  architects'  drawings,  Mr. Carr  said  the  original  plan  to 
locate  the  control  tower  at  the  intersection  of  the  runways  was 
abandoned  some  months  ago,  and  the  FAA  has  approved  a  200-foot  tower 
above  the  parking  garage.     The  tower  itself  can  be  built  in  stages 
within  the  garage  structure.     A  subsequent  stage  would  include  a 
roof-top  restaurant  and  offices.     Construction  includes  stressing 
for  an  ultimate  rapid  transit  operation  on  the  sixth  level.     Mr.  Carr 
said  the  parking  facility  should  not  be  referred  to  as  the  "garage"-r- 
but  as  a  transportation  center  that  will  become  the  "theme  building" 
for  a  compact  and  beautiful  Airport. 

Purpose  of  the  presentation,  Mr.  Carr  explained,  was  to  submit  the 
5-year  program  and  recommended  financing  to  the  Commission  for  the 
necessary  updating  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Mr,  Hansen  said  that  the  original  definitive  plan,  the  basis  of  the 
$98  million  bond  issue,  is  still  the  basis  of  the  total  $110  million 
program — that  financing  has  never  been  in  question. 

As  planning  progressed,  opportunities  to  improve  upon  the  basic  plan 
presented  themselves.     It  was  recommended  that  the  Commission  approve 
the  following: 

1)  Develop  the  fifth  garage  level. 

2)  Develop  additional  rental  areas  for  carriers  and  concession- 
aires . 

3)  Instead  of  one  tunnel.  Central  Terminal  and  South  Terminal 
will  each  be  served  by  one. 

4)  Rather  than  one  tunnel  to  the  North  Terminal,  a  tunnel  will 
serve  each  pier.   (The  number  of  tunnels  will  be  increased 
from  three  to  six) . 

5)  Improve  the  baggage  handling  system,  making  it  possible  to 
deposit  baggage  in  the  garage  and  have  it  brought  by  conveyor 
belt  to  the  carrier. 
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6)     Provide  total  air  conditioning  of  all  three  terminal  buildings. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Hansen  said,  it  was  also  found  more  economical  in 
some  instances  to  construct  new  buildings  rather  than  reconstruct 
existing  buildings. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  the  total  increase  in  scope  of  v\7ork  comes  to  $2  8 
million — that  escalation  of  material  and  labor  costs  amounts  to 
$8,5  million. 

All  the  terminal  work  to  be  reviewed  was  laid  out  in  12  separate 
contracts  in  digest  form,  two  of  which — entry  roads  and  the  fifth 
level  of  the  garage — are  already  underway.     Mr.  Hansen  said  each 
contract  would  be  explained,  questions  answered,  and  financing 
reviewed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  wished  first  to  discuss  the  general  picture 
before  going  into  detail.     He  said  he  understood  it  as  follows: 

$110  million  is  still  intact,  to  which  will  be  added  $8.5  million 
for  escalation,  plus  $28  million  in  additional  work.     The  new 
total,  $146.5  million. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  there  were  some  offsets  which  he  would  explain.  He 
added,  in  response  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Goldman,  that  the 
total  program  will  be  finished  in  five  years. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  wished  to  be  satisfied  that  enough  money 
was  included  to  cover  escalation. 

Mr.  Hansen  replied  this  was  figured  "as  well  as  anyone  can  figure." 

Mr.  Hansen  and  Dale  H,  Fearn,  Airport  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Planning  and  Development,  then  explained  the  changes  in  the  scope  of 
the  12  contract  items  of  the  Airport  expansion  program.

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  certain  items  would  be  deferred  for  later 
financing  under  substantially  increased  revenues  from  traffic  and 
rentals — and  funding  of  the  revenue  bonds  reduced  when  bonds  on  the 
South  Terminal  and  garage  will  have  been  paid  off.

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  how  much  of  the  $2  4  million  for  projects 
other  than  terminal  the  Airport  expects  to  receive  from  the  Federal 
government . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  a  maximum  of  50  per  cent  could  be  received  for  eligible 
field-side  projects.     This  would  mean  a  maximum  return  of  $3  million, 
plus  a  possible  $4  million  additional  return  on  fill  projects. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Hansen,  in  estimating  the  costs,  did 
not  include  Federal  money.     He  said  he  was  certain  some  will  be 
received,  and  further,  discussions  are  going  on  now  on  bills  in 
Congress  which  hopefully  would  include  terminal  projects  and  change 
the  whole  Federal  aid  approach  to  airports. 

Conunissioner  Goldman  said  for  years  Federal  aid  has  been  discussed. 
Even  when  the  City  gets  it  the  amo\int  is  something  like  $1  million 
for  financing  $51  million,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Muni  equipment,  he 
said.     He  wondered  why  San  Francisco  has  to  undertake  the  application 
when  the  Airport  is  a  total  community  project  used  by  people  in  the 
Bay  Area  and  many  miles  beyond.     He  asked  if  they  were  living  in 
some  type  of  antiquated  area  where  the  Commission  does  this  because 
it  is  going  to  reflect  benefits  to  San  Francisco.     He  said  the 
Commission  should  be  realistic  about  this. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  what  Commissioner  Goldman  recommended. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  by  moving  the  Airport  ahead  through  the 
general  obligation  bond  approach,  and  now  with  another  proposal  that 
a  portion  be  financed  through  the  non-profit  corporation  medium,  what 
the  Commission  is  really  doing  is  bankrupting  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.     He  did  not  see  how  the  expanded  program  could  be 
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accomplished  if  the  rest  of  the  community  did  not  become  involved. 
At  some  time  the  Commission  will  have  to  realize  that  the  750,000 
in  San  Francisco  cannot  possibly  finance  this  total  structure,  he 
said.     They  will  have  to  capitalize  on  the  people  of  the  Bay  Area; 
they  will  have  to  face  this  fact,  and  he  felt  it  should  be  done  now. 
He  said  the  non-profit  corporation  approach  is  the  same  as  admitting 
City  doesn't  have  the  capacity. 

Commissioner  Chase  asked  how  Commissioner  Goldman  would  go  about  it. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  there  should  be  plans  for  a  fourth  airport, 
supported  by  an  area-wide  approach  to  debt  servicing. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  somewhere  along  the  line  the  Commission 
should  be  investigating  this  means  of  expanding  the  source  of 
financing  for  the  program. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  time  is  of  the  essence.     It  is  a  matter  of 
emergency.     There  is  need  now  for  these  facilities.     The  airlines 
themselves  put  up  buildings.     The  City  needs  more  money  for  the 
iiunicipal  Railway;  there  may  have  to  be  a  priority  set  up  to  see 
wnich  is  going  ahead  and  which  is  needed  most.     This  Commission  has 
the  responsibility  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport — it  is 
growing,  and  there  is  nothing  much  the  Commission  can  do  about  that 
but  take  care  of  its  needs.     The  estimates.  Commissioner  Chase  said, 
indicate  this  will  pay  for  itself.     The  Commission  can  talk  all  it 
wants  about  involving  other  communities,  which  may  be  logical,  but 
it  knows  it  doesn't  have  time  to  meet  the  deadlines. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  mean  to  hold  up  on  the  project, 
because  it  is  vital.     He  said  there  was  always  talk  about  federal 
aid  Dut  the  Commission  has  not  made  any  effort  to  look  at  it  realis- 
tically from  a  community-wide  standpoint;   and  he  did  not  think  it 
could  get  the  answers  to  community  help  without  asking  for  it. 

Commissioner  Diviny  asked  if  any  other  airports,  such  as  Los  Angeles, 
New  York,  and  Chicago,  received  assistance  from  other  communities 
outside  their  own  immediate  vicinities? 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  New  York  airports  are  part  of  an 
autnority  that  covers  New  Jersey.     This  is  the  trend,  he  said. 
San  Francisco  is  no  longer  an  island.     The  people  are  part  of  a  total 
environment.     These  others  are  using  the  airport  and  they  should 
contriDute . 

Comraissioner  Rousseau  pointed  out  that  if  the  Airport  is  paying  for 
itself  tnat  means  the  users  are  paying  for  it. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  $150  million  is  being  bought  by  the 
people  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  the  bond  debt  is  being  serviced  by  the  users . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  believes  that  many  feel  that  some  time 
down  the  road  all  airports  will  be  some  part  of  a  regional  authority. 
He  asked  Commissioner  Goldman  if  he  were  suggesting  any  of  these 
projects  be  delayed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  absolutely  not. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  commented  that  Commissioner  Goldman's  viev/s 
actually  reflect  sor.ie  sort  of  philosophy  of  the  future.     That  everyone 
in  the  Bay  Area  should  join  in  sounds  excellent.     Practically  speaking, 
however,  regional  operation  is  still  in  the  realm  of  study,  Commissione 
iVlcDonnell  stated.     Unless  Commissioner  Goldman  were  interested  in 
going  into  some  other  type  of  regional  study,  the  subject  should  be 
Drought  up  at  another  time. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  that  if  Commissioner  Goldman  were 
interested  in  having  a  regional  study  of  sorts,  would  he  define  what 
portion  of  the  $150  million  program  he  believes  should  be  treated  as 
a  regional  problem. 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  that  with  $98  million  in  bond  funds,  and 
$10.5  million  available  in  additional  revenue  during  the  period,  they 
were  talking  about  a  final  increment  of  $33  million.     He  said  he 
did  not  think  this  a  crisis  but  as  a  means  to  an  end.     By  the  time 
the  project  is  completed,  he  said,  San  Francisco  would  be  in  dire 
need  of  another  facility.     He  wondered  who  would  finance  it. 

The  staff  should  be  instructed  Commissioner  Goldman  said,  to  investigat 
means  by  which  financing  of  Airport  improvements  could  be  ihK,t  by 
means  other  than  those  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco.     There  is, 
he  said,  at  least  three  years  in  which  to  find  the  solution. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  his  understanding  of  Commissioner  Goldman's 
views  is  that  all  the  counties  join  in  ownership  of  some  sort  of  San 
Francisco  airport.     He  wished  to  know  how  Commissioner  Goldman  thought 
the  Commission  should  proceed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  not  concerned  as  to  who  it  is,  or 
how  it  can  be  accomplished.     If  the  airlines  were  able  to  pick  up  the 
$33  million  difference,  then  he  would  not  be  concerned  about  extending 
to  other  areas  served  by  the  airport. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  question  before  the  Commission  related 
to  the  immediate  Airport  program — not  the  philosophy  of  Bay  Area 
control  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  complex. 

Under  the  regional  airport  concept,  in  order  to  participate  in  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  the  other  counties  would  have  to 
buy  an  interest  in  an  airport  in  which  San  Franciscans  have  been 
investing  in  for  many  years. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  would  be  a  matter  of  negotiation--that 
ne  was  not  suggesting  an  immediate  decision.     He  said  he  wondered  if 
San  Francisco  could  maintain  all  of  these  obligations  and  not  increase 
the  tax  burden.     The  CoiTimission  would  have  three  years  to  resolve  the 
problem,  ne  said. 

Commissioner  Diviny  questioned  where  tax-supported  funds  were  involved. 
Commissioner  Goldman  said  there  was  a  tax  obligation. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  $2  million  for 
engineering  and  design. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  this  is  escalation.     The  design  contract  is  based  on 
flat  fee  of  final  construction  cost.     With  the  escalation  it  will  be 
necessary  to  pay  additional  money  for  engineering  because  of  the 
additional  cost  of  the  program — part  is  escalation  and  part  is  in- 
creased scope. 
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With  regard  to  the  figure  of  $2  3  million  under  "Source  of  Funds"  for 
non-profit  financing  of  garage,  Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  the  garage 
would  be  most  amenable  to  non-profit  financing  because  garage  revenue 
could  be  applied  to  amortization  of  the  bonds. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  consideration  had  been  given  to  the 
possibility  of  approaching  air  carriers  to  assume  the  $33  million. 

I4r.  Hansen  said  that  was  too  much  of  a  burden  to  ask  the  carriers  be- 
cause they  are  contributing  throughout  their  systems.     Rental  credit 
would  not  be  good,  because  the  rentals  are  needed  to  pay  off  the  bonds. 

Charles  F.  Gregg,  Public  Affairs  Director,  West  Coast  Pan  American 
i/\Jorld  Airways,  said  major  airlines  are  already  committed  to  millions 
of  dollars  for  new  equipment  and  other  projects  throughout  the  nation. 
Pan  Am    will  be    paying  close  to  $1-1/2  million  in  order  to  become 
operative  in  the  terminal  building.     They  are  doing  this  in  150  bases 
around  the  world,  and  in  addition  paying  $2  3  million  for  aircraft. 
This  places  a  tremendous  burden  on  the  company.     He  endorsed  Mr. 
Hansen's  recommendation  for  non-profit  financing  of  the  garage,  where 
revenues  to  amortize  the  bond  issue  are  immediately  available. 

Commissioner  Diviny  reminded  Commissioner  Goldman  that  the  City  is 
trying  to  bring  the  airlines  in,  not  throw  them  out. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  listed  the  major  airline  expenditures  concurrent 
with  the  five-year  Airport  terminal  Expansion  project.

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  if  the  rental  incomes  from  the  airlines 
will  increase  sufficiently  or  in  the  same  proportion  for  the  added 
scope  in  escalation. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  there  will  be  increases  in  rental  from  the  carriers 
but  not  in  direct  proportion  to  the  increased  scope  because  it  is 
not  all  rental  areas.     Much  is  public  space. 

All  of  the  leases  the  carriers  have  on  space  in  the  terminal  building 
expires  September  of  this  year;  they  have  provision  for  option  to 
extend  5  years  by  mutual  agreement.     He  is  calling  a  meeting  of  the 
carriers  later  this  month  and  proposing  that  the  leases  be  extended 
for  three  years  at  the  existing  rates.     In  three  years  the  new  lease 
areas  will  become  available;  new  leases  can  be  proposed  as  the  new 
spaces  are  rented. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  commented  that  the  City  voted  a  bond  issue  and 
the  Commission  is  trying  to  act  on  that  to  complete  the  facility  for 
tne  citizens  of  San  Francisco.  To  attempt  to  start  something  new  in 
having  the  air  carriers  pay  is  completely  out  of  order. 

Commissioner  McDonnell,  speaking  of  the  $2  3  million  non-profit 
financing  of  the  garage,  asked  if  all  garage  revenue  would  be  required 
for  garage  payments . 

Mr.  Hansen  replied  that  only  a  portion  of  the  revenue  would  be  needed -

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i^illiam  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  said  sufficient 
money  is  available  to  take  care  of  bond  redemption  and  non-profit 
corporation  financing.     In  discussing  the  non-profit  approach  total 
revenues  were  considered,  not  parking  alone. 

Interest  rates  are  high,  but  they  are  also  high  for  general  obliga- 
tion bonds — 5.76  per  cent.     iir.  Dwyer  stated  that,  according  to  his 
research,  the  interest  rate  for  non-profit  bonds  is  within  1/4  of 
1  per  cent  of  the  general  obligation  bond  rate.     He  said  this  advan- 
tage would  remain  in  effect  as  far  as  anyone  can  tell;  and  the 
revenues  will  hold  up  for  the  backing  of  San  Francisco's  credit. 

Elmonte  Waite,  Chronicle  reporter,  asked  for  an  explanation  of  how 
the  consultants  under-estimated  future  airline  traffic  requirements 
and  future  construction  costs. 

James  T.  Ream,  of  Airport  Architects,  stated  that  the  definitive 
plan  was  based  on  information  available  after  polling  airlines  by 
questionnaire.     In  the  meanwhile  the  airlines  have  gained  a  better 
knowledge  of  their  own  requirements  and  have  come  back  to  the 
arcnitects  with  slightly  increased  requirements. 

The  other  reason  for  the  rise  in  the  cost,  Ilr.  Ream  said,  is  the 
escalation  climb,  which  has  been  going  up  2-1/2%,   3%,   4%  per  year. 
The  original  estimate  was  between  4  and  5  per  cent,  which  was  high 
compared  to  the  year  before.     These  prices  now  reflect  almost  34  per 
cent  of  the  final  construction  price, 

Albert  i4.  Dreyfuss  of  Airport  Architects  said  they  are  using  the 
figure  of  9  per  cent,  which  has  been  effective  for  a  year,  and  it  is 
being  carried  on  for  three  years . 

i^ir.  i/Vaite  asked  for  an  explanation  of  provisions  being  made  for  BART 
transit  at  the  garage  structure  in  the  event  it  should  be  used. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  the  team  has  been  working  constantly  with  West  Bay 
Rapid  Trcinsit,  the  Mayor's  Transit  Task  Force,  and  the  BART  people 
as  a  source  of  information.     As  a  result,  in  all  of  the  design  vjork-- 
entry  roads,  terminals  at  Bayshore  Freeway,  Master  Plan  of  the  prop- 
erty West  of  Baysnore — they  have  left  room  for  BART  treatment. 

Commissioner  McDonnell,  with  regard  to  the  item  on  new  financing, 
asked  for  a  breakdown  of  estimated  incomes  to  cover  the  $2  3  million 
addition  to  the  garage . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  would  make  a  separate  study  as  to  the  garage,  its 
enlargement,  and  anticipated  revenue. 

Mr.  Dwyer  said  it  would  be  better  for  financing  to  have  the  estimated 
total  revenue  for  the  entire  Airport;  City  would  get  a  better  interest. 

Commissioner  Chase  suggested  it  be  broken  down  into  the  two  categories 
for  comparison. 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  agreed  at  the  outset  that  any  such  plan  that 
would  be  workable  would  be  presented  to  the  Commission  for  policy 
direction . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  individual  contract  items  when  presented 
to  the  Commission  with  an  increase  in  scope  should  carry  a  statement 
of  additional  rent  anticipated,  how  much  added  area  will  carry  no 
increase  in  rent,  and  also  the  amount  of  added  space  for  traffic 
flow  to  handle  additional  people.

Hansen  outlined  the  specific  plans  before  the  Commission  for 
approval  as  presented  on  Sheets  Nos .  AP-1  through  19,  PS-1  through  4, 
M-1  through  5,  E-1  through  4,  and  specifications  dated  May  14,  1969, 
consisting  of  the  following: 

Fifth  Level  of  Garage  -  $3,275,000 

The  definitive  plan  only  contemplated  expansion  of  the 
existing  garage  structure  to  its  existing  4-story  height. 
Inclusion  of  a  fifth  level  is  considered  desirable  to  accom- 
modate requirements  for  increased  parking  facilities  and  also 
to  make  possible  the  addition  of  a  sixth  level  and  confoms 
to  the  general  architectural  design  of  the  theme  building  and 
relocated  control  tower  structure. 

Additional  Foundations  -  $757,000 

Additional  foundations  will  be  required  to  provide  stressing 
for  an  ultimate  sixth  level,  with  relocated  control  tower,  theme 
building  and  transit  terminal. 

Enclosure  for  Mechanical  Plant  -  $452,000 

This  will  provide  a  cooling  tower  structure  within  the  core 
of  the  garage,  within  which  equipment  will  be  installed  to  pro- 
vide air  conditioning  for  all  three  terminal  buildings. 

Mechanical  Equipment  for  Cooling  System  -  $880,000 

This  amount  represents  the  cost  of  installing  all  necessary 
equipment  to  provide  air  conditioning  to  the  terminal  buildings. 

Escalation  and  Cost  of  Labor  and  Materials  -  $1,76  7,000 

The  cost  of  the  expanded  program  is  estimated  to  be  $2  3,101,000 


Mr.  Hansen  said  the  definitive  plan  estimate  for  this  project  was 
$15,970,000.     The  estimated  cost  increase  of  $7,131,000  is  both  for 
escalation  and  cost  of  labor  and  materials  and  for  substantial 
increase  in  the  scope  of  work. 

Dale  H,  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Planning  and 
Development,  said  the  plans  do  not  include  the  design  or  construction 
of  the  tower,  but  do  provide  for  the  structure  to  support  this  type 
of  building  and  a  sixth  level  to  support  a  transit  system  terminal. 
The  design  was  made  to  the  criteria  of  BART,  which  is  the  largest 
and  heaviest  of  any  of  the  possible  transit  systems. 

I^lr.  Fearn  then  described  the  various  aspects  of  the  design  with 
regard  to  accommodation  of  various  types  of  rapid  transit  systems 
at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  staff  is  studying  the  rapid  transit  problem  as 
best  it  can,  but  tiiat  it  is  not  the  full  responsibility  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission — the  Planning  Commission  is  involved  as  well; 
but  that  the  "theme  building"  is  being  structured  to  handle  any  of 
the  potential  systems. 
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The  Commission  then  briefly  discussed  the  people-moving  facilities 
contemplated  within  the  ''theme  building"  and  radiating  out  to  the 
terminal  buildings. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  a  number  of  companies  are  interested  in  this  field  and 
technologies  are  increasing  rapidly.     The  bridges  across  from  the 
"theme  building"  to  the  terminals  are  being  designed  both  for 
pedestrian  traffic  and  the  additional  loads  of  accelerated  moving 
ramps,  either  overhead  or  underneath,  at  a  future  time. 

The  present  plan  is  to  complete  the  garage,  north  terminal,  and  then 
decide  on  the  people-moving  device. 

The  people-moving  concept  between  the  hub  and  the  terminals  is  tied 
to  the  existence  of  two  future  developments,  said  James  T.  Ream  of 
the  Airport  Architects: 

1)  Automotive  baggage  system,  with  baggage  claiming 
in  the  garage; 

2)  Intra- Airport  people-moving  system,  bringing  transit  loads 
of  people  in  large  quantities  to  the  center  of  the  hub. 

Leonard  Blackford  of  the  Airport  Architects  said  that  what  was  being 
approved  today  was  the  automobile  parking  portion  of  the  fifth  floor 
of  the  garage.     i^Jithin  this  portion,  provisions  were  made  to  take 
care  of  all  of  the  vehicle  loads  that  could  possibly  be  envisioned. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Goldman, 
the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  #69-0  399.

In  discussing  tiie  award  of  contract  for  interim  shuttle  bus  transpor- 
tation to  remote  Airport  areas,  P.  H.  Collier,  of  the  United  Transport 
Union,  Local  472,  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trains  and  Buses, 
(formed  1/1/69)  was  present  representing  the  union  of  the  low  bidder 
San  i4ateo-Burlingame  Transit  Company. 

In  response  to  questions  from  Commissioner  Diviny,  Mr.  Collier  said 
that  Local  472  has  twenty-three  members.     The  present  contract  calls 
for  $3.10  per  hour  for  local  service  in  San  Mateo  and  school  charter 
service  and  it  is  their  intention  under  their  contract  with  San  Mateo- 
Burlingame  Transit  Company  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  bid  proposal. 
Local  472  has  agreed  with  management  that  should  there  be  any  adjust- 
ment in  any  of  the  provisions  they  would  be  willing  to  sit  down  and 
discuss . 

Commissioner  Diviny  asked  Mr.  Collier  if  he  was  acquainted  with  the 
Airport  transit  contract — there  was  a  differential  of  $4.78  against 
$3.10. 

Mr.  Collier  said  this  was  discussed  with  the  General  Manager  of  the 
San  Mateo-Burlingame  Transit  Company.     Mr.  Collier  said  that  he 
thought  his  contract  covered  all  the  qualifications  required  of  the 
City  on  the  Airport.     They  have  agreed  in  the  event  there  is  any 
differential  in  the  scale  on  hourly  rate  or  competitive  rate  they 
would  be  glad  to  sit  down  and  discuss  this.     He  said  there  was  no 
problem  at  all. 
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Mr.  Hansen  tnen  explained  that  due  to  the  Airport  expansion  program 
and  resulting  encroachment  on  the  close-inparking  at  the  Airport, 
snuttle  bus  service  to  remote  parking  areas  has  become  necessary. 

The  bid  call  for  this  contract  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies  and  one  requirement  of  the  bidding  process  was 
that  the  successful  bidder  must  pay  wage  scale  comparable  to  or 
equal  to  those  in  the  area  for  comparable  type  of  service. 

Commissioner  Chase  asked  if  the  Commission  had  a  right  to  look  into 
tne  labor  relations  of  the  bidder. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  replied  that  the  Commission 
would  in  the  sense  that  the  bidder  is  obligated  under  this  contract 
to  pay  the  generally  prevailing  rate  of  wage.     This  was  initiated  by 
tne  Public  Utilities  Commission  when  the  garage  was  originally  built. 
The  parking  area  then  had  to  be  vacated  and  buses  required  to  trans- 
port people  from  other  areas.     The  Commission,  in  order  to  eliminate 
potential  labor  unrest  and  difficulties  possibly  aborting  construc- 
tion of  the  garage,  required  the  provision  included  in  the  original 
contract.     This  is  the  second  time  around,  he  said.     The  purpose  is 
to  keep  the  labor  picture  rosey  at  the  Airport. 

Leonard  H.  Airriess,  International  Representative,  Transport  Workers 
Union  of  America,  requested  the  matter  be  put  off  until  his  organiza- 
tion could  examine  the  whole  procedure  of  transportation  at  the 
Airport.     He  contended  the  Municipal  Railway  was  in  position  to 
provide  the  required  transportation,  and  saw  no  reason  why  the 
contract  should  be  put  out  to  bid  to  a  private  company. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  there  was  not  sufficient  clearance  for  the  Municipal 
Railway  equipment  to  operate  at  the  Airport.     He  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  the  service  being  started  on  July  1  in  view  of  the 
Airport  construction  program  schedule. 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  the  importance  of  accommodating  the 
people  at  the  Airport,  rather  than  delaying  by  lengthy  discussion 
at  this  late  date. 

Upon  roll  call.  Resolution  No.  69-0  419  awarding  the  contract  to  San 
Mateo-Burlingame  Transit  Company,  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  four  ayes. 
Commissioner  Diviny  passing. 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  69-0422,  authorizing  an  Airport  staff 
member  to  attend  a  Federal  Aviation  Administration  technical  meeting 
in  Washington,  D.C. ,  June  24-25,   1969,  Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  sending 
Dale  ri.  Fearn  as  this  was  an  important  dlscnssion  concerning  FAA 
criteria  affecting  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  wondered,  should  the  Adminstration  be 
successful  in  putting  through  its  proposed  program  of  Airport  head 
taxes  and  fees,  what  chances  San  Francisco  would  have  to  recover 
from  Federal  sources,  or  whether  City  would  be  penalized  for  "going 
it  alone." 


****** 
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In  discussing  Resolution  No.  69-0437,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  it  was 
recommended  by  the  City  Attorney  that  expert  assistance  be  obtained 
as  soon  as  possible  to  review  staff's  recommendation  on  the  proposed 
water  rate  adjustments  in  order  to  protect  City's  interests  when 
public  hearing  is  resumed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  whether  there  was  a  possibility  that  the 
matter  may  be  resolved  without  the  hiring  of  the  independent  con- 
sultant. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  even  the  hiring  of  an  expert  consultant  to 
spend  a  short  time  reviewing  would  put  City  in  a  much  stronger 
position  to  present  its  case. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  there  was  always  the  possibility  that  with  information, 
and  with  consultation  and  conferences.  City  may  be  able  to  reach  some 
sort  of  figure  with  the  suburban  consumers  which  is  a  "consummation 
devoutly  to  be  wished,"  and  that  is  the  direction  he  and  the  Water 
Department  staff  will  point  and  attempt  to  eliminate  potential 
litigation .

In  adopting  Resolution  No.  69-0480,  the  Commission  formally  accepted 
the  capital  improvement  grant  from  the  Department  of  Transportation 
in  amount  of  $1,0  36,875  to  help  renew  the  Municipal  Railway  fleet, 
which  funds  can  be  applied  to  the  first  order  of  200  new  buses. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Department  of  Transportation  has  indicated  San 
Francisco  has  a  good  program  and  additional  help  will  be  received 
with  subsequent  orders  for  the  additional  buses . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  thanked  staff  and  the  representatives  of  the 
Transport  Workers  Union  for  their  long  and  hard  work  in  this  direction.

Mr.  Carr  announced  the  appointment  today  of  Curtis  Green  as  Acting 
Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety.     Mr.  Green  has  2  4  years 
of  service  with  the  Municipal  Railway  and  his  present  capacity  is 
Assistant  Chief  Inspector. 

VJilliam  A.  McRobbie ,  the  permanent  Director,  was  informed  by  his 
physician  that  because  of  a  heart  condition  he  must  take  an  extended 
leave .

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Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  several  questions  for  clarification  and 
further  information  on  the  report  contained  in  Mr.  Carr's  memorandum 
to  the  Commission  dated  June  13,  1969,  entitled  "Public  Utilities 
Commission  Offices — Space  Utilization,  Examination  of  Costs." 

He  asked  for  the  name  of  the  judge  that  complained  after  the  work 
on  Room  281  began,  and  made  it  necessary  to  do  the  remodeling  work 
at  night  and  on  weekends,  thereby  increasing  cost  because  of  over- 
time pay;  and  the  type  of  complaint  registered. 

William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
Finance,  said  the  judge  directly  above  ordered  the  work  stopped 
because  he  could  not  hold  court. 

Commissioner  Goldman  also  asked  if  any  reference  in  the  last  few 
years  had  been  made  to  the  Water  Department  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  procedure  of  filling  time  cards  out  to  the  general  maintenance 
fund  for  work  that  was  done  the  previous  day,  if  assigned  to  a 
specific  job  at  the  City  Hall;  and  who  was  responsible  during  this 
time. 

i^ir.  Dwyer  explained  that  because  the  property  located  at  the  City 
Hall  does  not  belong  to  the  Water  Department,  up  to  this  time  there 
has  been  no  account  number  for  it,  and  the  practice  has  been  to 
charge  the  work  to  the  Maintenance  Account  of  the  Water  Department. 
Water  Department  General  Manager  Arthur  H,  Frye ,  Jr.  informed  the 
Commission  he  was  aware  of  this  accounting  procedure?  that  it  was 
his  responsibility.     This  was  common  practice  for  many,  many  years, 
he  said, 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  his  understanding  this  procedure  was  started 
during  the  time  of  the  first  Manager  of  Utilities.  Following 
consultation  with  the  Controller,  administrative  directives  have 
now  been  put  into  effect  immediately  regarding  accounting  procedures 
for  future  specific  work  projects  in  any  City  buildings.
